Governor of Virginia: 

Sir, — ^We have the honor to submit herewith our report for the year 1904, 
being the second annual report of the State Corporation Commission, to- 
gether with the accompanying documents. 

During the second year of its existence, the Commission has been enabled 
to become more familiar with the duties imposed upon it and with the work 
expected of it. 

The General Assembly, which met in 1902, in consequence of the pro- 
visions of the new Constitution requiring it to meet during that year, con- 
tinued its sessions through the year 1903 and for two weeks in the month 
of January, 1904. Before it adjourned, it enacted important itneasures bear- 
ing upon the work of the Commission in addition to the legislation passed 
in 1902 and 1903. The most important legislation enacted in the month of 
January, before that General Assembly adjourned, was a statute entitled 
"An Act Concerning Public Service Corporations," which was approved Jan- 
uary_18th^_ l^M- This was an act of considerable length divided into ten / 
cHapters and embracing all the former provisions of the statutory law of i 
the State relating to transportation companies of all kinds, railroad com- 
panies, steamboat and express companies, telegraph and telephone com- 
panics, turnpike companies, and all companies included under the general

definition of public service corporations, with various new provisions de- 
signed to make the act homogeneous and in conformity with the terms of 
the new Constitution. 

The General Assembly which met on the second Wednesday of January, 
1904, continued the work of altering the statutory law of the State, so that 
it should conform, in all respects, to the provisions of the Constitution of 
1902; and, when that Legislature adjourned, the work was fairly well com- 
pleted. 

Necessarily, the new legislation, which was very considerable, was hastily 
drawn; and will, from time to time, require amendment, so that the great 
changes made in our organic law may be effectively carried out 
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Upon the Commission has devolved, more than upon any other branch of 
the government, the execution and construction of this new legislation, 
particularly that part of it bearing upon the creation and status of corpora- 
tions, both private and public service, and that part of it dealing with the 
assessment of corporate taxes and prpperties, as well as the legislation 
dealing with the public regulation of transportation and transmission com- 
panies, and the fixing and prescribing of their rates. 

Chartebs Issued and Ameni^d and Foreign Corporations Licensed. 

During the year 1904 the Commission has issued 563 charters ana issued 
200 amendments to charters. The number of charters surrendered and cor- 
porations dissolved was 102; the number of corporations created by merger 
was two. 

In executing the provisions of the new corporation law, embodied in the 
act entitled "An Act Concerning Corporations," which became a law on the 
21st day of May, 1903, during the year 1904, the Commission has, from its 
experience had during the preceding year, been able to perform the work 
with greater facility — still, this part of the work of the Commission has 
been found to be far more burdensome than had been expected. The corre- 
spondence in connection with the issuance of charters has been very vo- 
luminous, involving, in many cases, the consideration and decision of intri- 
cate and delicate legal questions. It must be remembered that, in the 
performance of this part of the work assigned to it, the Commission has, 
in fact, been doing the work which was formerly done by forty or more 
judges, including the circuit judges and corporation judges, under the 
old Constitution, and by the General Assembly. The law being new, and 
the Commission being, expected to be thoroughly informed as to all of the 
provisions of the new law, applicants for charters frequently write to the 
Commission beforehand for information concerning the provisions of the 
law, and for directions as to the proper method of drawing their papers. 
Questions presented to the Commission In this department of its work have 
to be decided at once, and their decision is, in a certain sense, final, for it 
goes into practical effect upon the issuance of the charter, and, therefore, 
the Commission feels it its duty to give careful study and consideration to 
the hundreds of problems which have been presented to it. Among the 
various questions of a perplexing nature in this part of the work may be 
mentioned the following: Most of the charters formerly granted by the 
General Assembly to railroad companies contained a provision whereby it 
was enacted that the work on the road should be commenced within a cer- 
tain period, usually two years, and that the road be constructed and put in 
operation within five years from the passage of the act creating the cor- 
poration. This clause was usually accompanied with a further provision 
that, unless the work was so commenced and the road so completed, the 
corporate franchises thereby granted should cease, or language having the 
same effect. The Commission had to consider whether it had the right to 
issue an amendment to such a charter after the expiration of the period for 
the commencement of the road or for the completion of the road, without 
the one or the other condition having been complied with. After mature 
consideration, the Commission reached the conclusion that, under the gen- 
eral principles of corporation law, the charters containing such provisions 
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did not become null and inoperative because of the failure of the company 
to comply with those provisions, but that the charter was subject to for- 
feiture by the Commonwealth and could only be forfeited by the Common- 
wealth, or, at her instance, in quo warranto proceedings, or other specific 
remedy provided by statute. So long as the Commonwealth had not exer- 
cised this right to enforce the forfeiture of the charter, the charter was, in 
contemplation of law, valid and existing. Chapter II of the act concerning 
corporations directs the Commission to issue amendments to charters of 
existing corporations, and the Commission was of opinion that railroad 
corporations, subject to forfeiture for the reasons stated, were validly in 
existence until the Commonwealth obtained a final judgment declaring the 
charter forfeited. Therefore, the Commission reached the conclusion that it 
should issue an amendment altering the clause in question so as to extend 
the time for the commencement and completion of the road, not to exceed the 
time allowed by the provisions of the present law. The Commission, however, 
reached the further conclusion that such an amendment did not have the 
effect of remitting the forfeiture or of waiving the right of the Common- 
wealth to enforce the forfeiture which had been incurred, notwithstanding 
the issue of the amendment. It seemed to the Commission that, from the 
provisions of section 63 of the Constitution, the General Assembly alone 
had the right to remit or waive the forfeiture of a corporation, and that, 
in this respect, no power was conferred upon the Commission. 

The Commission had also to consider the effect of section 166 of the 
Constitution, and of Section 12, Chapter II, of the new corporation law, pro- 
viding that no railroad corporation shall be chartered with power to build 
a railroad parallel to the line of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
Railroad Company. The Commission prepared a written opinion in this 
matter, denying the charter applied for, in order that the construction of 
the Constitution, and of the statute in question, might be carried to the 
Court of Appeals. The opinion will be found among the documents ap- 
pended to this report. 

The foregoing matters are simply cited as examples of the character of the 
work that frequently devolves upon the Commission in carrying out the 
provisions of the new law in relation to issuing and amending charters. 

In addition to the work properly connected with the charters, hundreds 
of letters have been received by the Commission containing inquiries as to 
the proper construction of different portions of the new corporation law, 
and, oftentimes, inquiries of a general nature relating to the powers of 
corporations. It, perhaps, should not be expected of the Commission to 
perform the additional work thus imposed upon it, but it has endeavored, 
in every instance, to answer such correspondence clearly and in such a 
manner as to aid the inquirer, whether he were a lawyer or layman. 

The number of foreign corporations which entered the State during the 
year 1904 was 265, and a license, or certificate of authority, was issued to 
them as required by law. In each of these cases, the charters of the foreign 
corporation had to be examined, in order to ascertain the amount of charter 
fee, and whether or not it were a public service corporation; and, in a large 
number of Instances, the one or the other of these questions were matters 
of doubt and entailed considerable correspondence, and, frequently, the 
examination of statutes of other States and the consideration of questions 
of general jurisprudence In relation to corporations. 
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Assessment op Transportation and Transmission Companies. 

In pursuance with the provisions of the revenue law of the State, pro- 
viding for the assessment of properties and of the franchise tax against 
railroad and canal companies, and of the properties of telephone and tele- 
graph companies, steamboat and express companies^ the Commission entered 
upon this work for the year 1904 on September 17th of that year, having 
given notice, as required by law, to all companies interested. The reports 
made to the Commission were carefully examined and hearings were had, 
at which most of the more important companies operating in the State were 
represented, and this work occupied the Commission and most of its force 
for a period of nearly two months. The total value of canal and steam 
railroad property in the State as assessed by the Commission was $63,743,323: 
canals $473,700, and railroads $63,269,623; the tax imposed by the revenue 
law of the State upon this valuation is $223,101.68. The gross transporta- 
tion receipts of all canals and steam railroads in the State amounted to 
$35,469,667; canals $52,336, and railroads $35,417,331; the franchise tax at 
1 per cent, on this amount of receipts is $354,696.67. The total tax, there- 
fore, derived from the canals and steam railroads in the State for 1904 was 
$577,798.35 — $2,181.31 from canals and $575,617.04 from railroads. . The total 
tax assessed in 1903 against canals was $797.18 and against steam railroads 
$538,167.61. 

The total value of all electric railway property in the State, as assessed 
by the Commission, was $6,435,309; the tax imposed under the revenue 
law upon this valuation is $22,523.62; the gross transportation receipts of 
all electric railways in the State amounted to $2,358,599; the franchise tax 
at 1 per cent, on this amount of receipts is $23,585.99; the total tax derived, 
therefore, from the electric railways of the State for the year 1904 was 
$46,109.61; the total State tax paid by electric railways in Virginia for 1903 
was $44,442.20. 

The total tax derived by the State, for the year 1904, from the canals and 
steam and electric railroads together, is $623,907.96, divided thus: Sfteam 
railroads, $575,617.04; canals, $2,181.31; electric railways, $46,109.61, as 
against $583,406.99 for the year 1903, of which came from steam railroads, 
$538,167.61; from canals, $797.18, and from electric railways, $44,442.20, 
showing an increase, for the year 1904, of $40,500.97. 

The total aggregate value of all telegraph, telephone, steamboat, express 
and sleeping car companies operating in the State, as assessed by the Com- 
mission, for the year 1904, was $2,865,038.69; the aggregate of ad valorem, 
license and income tax upon this valuation is $38,667.78. The aggregate of 
the taxes for the year was $35,473.61. 

Complaints Against Railroads. 

A large number of formal hearings were had during the year on notices 
issued at the instance of the State Corporation Commission, or upon peti- 
tions filed before it by complaining parties. The orders of the Commission, 
entered in such judicial matters, conceived to be of general Importance, will 
be found among the documents appended to this report. Many of the cases 
heard by the Commission related to the taxation of corporate properties. It 
will be seen, from an examination of these judicial cases, that several ot 
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them were carried to the Supreme Court of Appeals of the State on appeal 
from the action and decision of the Commission; and it is gratifying to be 
able to state that, in every case decided by the Supreme Court of the State 
on appeal from the Commission, up to the time of this report, the action 
of the Commission has been affirmed and upheld. 

One of the most Important matters considered by the Commission was 
In the case of the Commonwealth of Virginia vs, Norfolk and Portsmouth 
Belt Line Railroad Company. While the question there involved was as to 
the proper charge to be made by the railroad company for weighing cars on 
individual track scales located on sidings leading to industries along the line 
of the road, the right of the Commission to consider the matter at all was 
challenged. The consideration and decision of the case, therefore, involved 
the additional question of whether or not the service rendered in that case 
by the railroad company was a public service. The Commission held that it 
was, and the opinion of the Court of Appeals, affirming the action of the 
Commission, is a valuable contribution to the law of the State in the consid- 
eration of the question of what is a public service rendered by a railroad 
company. 

On the 24th of March, 1904, the Court of Appeals announced its decision 
in the appeal taken by the railroads from the action of the Commission, pro- 
mulgating the rules and regulations known as the car service and demurrage 
rules. The decision was to the general effect that the rules and regulations 
were reasonable, just and valid, unless they should, in their operation, in- 
fringe upon the commerce clause of the Constitution of the United States, or 
violate some right of the railroads protected by that instrument, and that 
those questions could be raised and determined in any case in which such a 
question could be raised and determined if the rules and regulations had 
been enacted as statutes by the General Assembly. Thereupon, by an order 
entered by the Commission, these rules and regulations were directed to 
be put Into effect on and after the 16th day of May, 1904, and they have 
been in effect from that date. These rules and regulations have been of 
benefit to the citizens of the State; and, so far as the Commission has been 
able to observe, their operation has caused less controversy than was ex- 
pected. The Commission has been called upon, from time to time, to settle 
controversies arising under these rules between the railroads and shippers 
and have found it necessary, in one or two instances, to modify the effect 
of the rules. 

A proceeding before the Commission against the Richmond Passenger and 
Power Company and the Virginia Passenger and Power Company brought 
up for decision the question whether the terms of an ordinance of the city 
of Richmond, granting the Richmond Passenger and Power Company author- 
ity to operate an electric street railway along its public streets, constituted 
a binding contract on the street railway company which it could not alter 
unless with the consent of the city. Among other provisions of the ordi- 
nance, the street railway company was directed to accept transfers from 
one line to another. The Commission held that the ordinance having oeen 
accepted by the railroad company, and the operation of the railroad within 
the city having taken effect under that ordinance, the provisions of it con- 
stituted a binding contract by which the railroad company was bound, and 
that it could not abrogate the system of transfers put into 'effect by It in 
accordance with the requirements of the ordinance. An appeal was taken 
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from this decision of the Commission and the case is now pending in the 
Supreme Court of Appeals. 

These, and other cases of general importance and interest, are appended 
to this report 

Over two hundred letters were received by the Commission during the 
year, containing complaints against railroads, relating to various matters 
connected with the public service of the roads. The matters in which relief 
was thus sought were in regard to lack of sufBcient freight and passenger 
accommodation at various stations, insufQcient train schedules, failure to 
observe the demurrage and car service rules, and complaint as to rates on 
various articles and between various points. The complaints thus brought 
to the attention of the Commission were carefully considered and investi- 
gated and relief given, as to all complaints which were justly founded, to 
the extent of the authority vested in the Commission. The investigation 
of these matters consumed a great part of the time of the commissioners 
themselves and entailed considerable correspondence, and, frequently, inter- 
views with the parties themselves and with the railroad officials. In addi- 
tion to the complaints thus handled, very frequently matters were brought 
to the attention of the Commission by persons visiting the offices of the 
Commission and laying their grievance before the Commission in person. 
The Commission is having all matters of complaint, handled by It by corre- 
spondence since it came into office, arranged in chronological order, so that 
a brief statement may be made under the caption of each complaint, as to 
its origin, subject-matter, and conclusion, to the end that a compilation of 
the complaints of this character may be made and published with the next 
report of the Commission. 

During the past year the Commission has effected a change in many of 
the rates on freight in effect in the State as to intra-state transportation. 
Upon investigation, it has been occasionally found that the rate complained 
of was for the transportation of freight to a point beyond the State of Vir- 
ginia, and, being an inter-state matter, was beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Commission. In these cases, the Commission has endeavored to obtain, 
through mediation, such relief as was practicable. 

During the fall of 1904, the Commission undertook to enter more at length 
upon a detailed investigation and study or the entire rate situation in the 
State of Virginia. The roads running east and west, such, for example, as 
the Chesapeake and Ohio and the Norfolk and Western, have their traffic 
classified and their rates fixed in accordance with a freight classification 
known as the Official Classification. The roads running north and south, such 
as the Southern Railway and the Seaboard Air Line, classify their freight 
and fix their rates in accordance with a freight classification, known as the 
Southern Classification. In these two classifications the articles of freight 
are grouped in classes, presumably in accordance with the elements which 
determine whether a higher or lower rate shall be charged; a higher rate 
being charged for all articles grouped in the first class, a lower rate for those 
in the second class, and so on. The Official Classification has six of these 
classes or groups in it, while the Southern Classification has, in fact, thir- 
teen of these classes or groups. In addition to this method of fixing the 
rate on any given article of freight, various articles have been taken out 
of the classification and have been made the subject of special rates, denom- 
inated "Commodity Rates." There are also numerous exception sheets to 
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the classifications filed by each of the roads. These exception sheets, or 
new tariffs, changing both the classification rates and the commodity rates, 
are issued by the roads from time to time, so that it is an exceedingly diffi- 
cult matter to keep pace with the changes in the rates and to ascertain, with 
ease, at any given time, what the rate is on any specific article between 
given points. This habit of making rates on each individual road, entirely 
independent of the other roads in the State, has resulted in producing lack 
of uniformity in rates on the various roads, so that the rate on a certain 
article for a given distance on one of the roads, in many instances, differs 
greatly from the rate on the same article for the same distance on one or 
more of the other roads in the State. It can be seen, therefore, what diffi- 
culties are encountered in considering a complaint as to the rate on one of 
the roads, when the rate is brought before the Commission by complaint, or 
in considering the rate when an investigation is ordered by the Commission 
on its own motion, there being several thousand articles in each of the 
two classifications and these classifications being, themselves, greatly modi- 
fied by the exception sheets and by the commodity rates. In order to ascer- 
tain whether or not a single basis for the rate-making could not be estab- 
lished in Virginia, the Commission has issued an order as follows, which is 
now being published as required by law:

** To the several Railroad Companies doing "business in Virginia 
"and all persons interested: 

"TAKE NOTICE that the State Corporation Commission will, at 
" its offices in the city of Richmond, on Tuesday, the 17th day of 
" January, 1905, pursuant to authority conferred by the Constitu- 
" tion and laws of Virginia, consider and hear any objections 
"against a proposed order, regulation and requirement of the 
" Commission, whereby a single or uniform freight classification, 
" covering the various articles of freight traffic carried by rail- 
road companies within the jurisdiction of the Commission, will 
be put into effect, with such exceptions and amendments to such 
"general uniform classification as may be shown or found to be 
"proper and necessary; also such commodity rates on such arti- 
" cles as, upon such hearing, it may be shown or found to be 
" necessary, usual and proper to cover by commodity rates out- 
side of a general uniform classification. On such hearing, the 
classifications, exceptions, amendments and commodity rates 
now in use by the railroads within the jurisdiction of the Com- 
" mission will be considered, to the end that a single uniform 
"classification may be finally formulated and promulgated by the 
Commission, with such necessary amendments, exceptions and 
commodity rates as may be considered just, reasonable and 
" proper; such uniform classification, amendments, exceptions, 
"and commodity rates, when enacted, promulgated and put into 
" effect by the Commission, to be at all times subject to the fur- 
ther jurisdiction and control of the Commission, so that the 
same, or any part of the same, may be, by order of the Com- 
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" mission, altered or amended in so far as the Commission may 
" deem necessary and reasonable to meet changing conditions from 
" time to time.

Under this order, the Commission proposes to have a full investigation of 
the question mentioned therein, and ascertain whether or not it is feasible, 
and just and reasonable, to establish a single uniform classification of 
freight to be observed by all of the railroads in the State. If this can be 
done the control of the Commission over the whole rate situation will be 
greatly simplified. After this has been settled, the rates on the various 
articles will be, and can be, more intelligently considered by the Commis- 
sion of its own motion with reference to the ascertainment of the fact 
whether or not they are just and reasonable. 

Railboad Repobts and Statistics. 

The operating reports required by law to be filed with the Commission by 
the railroads of the State, showing, in detail, all matters relating to their 
operation for the year preceding the 30th day of June, and showing their 
condition as of that date, were, as a rule, more promptly filed and more cor- 
rectly made out than they had been the year before. The Commission has 
had, and is now having, prepared from these reports very complete statis- 
tical tables, showing all matters of general interest connected with the 
ownership and operation of the roads in Virginia for the year 1904. 

The total number of miles of steam railroads in the State, as of the 30th 
day of June, 1904, including second tracks, yards and sidings, was 5,184.25 
miles; the total number of miles for the preceding year was 4,919.89; show- 
ing thus an increase in the mileage in steam railroads of the State for the 
year ending 30th June, 1904, of 264.36 miles. 

The total number of miles of electric railways in operation in the State 
for the year ending 30th June, 1904, was 405.40 miles; the total number of 
miles of electric railways for year ending 30th June, 1903, was 374.43 miles; 
showing thus an increase in the number of miles of electric railways in 1904 
of 30.97 miles. 

Reports of the railroads, with statistics therefrom, are required to be 
published annually by the Commission, and were, last year, bound together 
with the general report of the Commission, making rather a large and 
inconvenient volume. As the general report this year will be much larger 
than it was last year, it has been deemed best by the Commission to have 
the railroad reports and statistics, and the operating reports of fhe public 
service corporations, with all statistics in relation thereto, published and 
bound in a separate volume. 

CoxDiTiox OF Railboad Pbopebties and Stations. 

Owing to the exacting nature of the office duties imposed upon the Com- 
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mission, the members of the Commission, or a majority of them, were so 
constantly required to he present at the offices of the Commission that they 
have been able to do but little work in the way of inspecting railroad prop- 
erties during the past year. There has been, during the year, great improve- 
ment on the leading roads of the State in the needed work of laying double 
tracks. The traffic on the roads has increased so greatly in Virginia, as 
well as throughout the country, during the past several years, that, in order 
to carry this traffic and to lessen the dangers connected with passenger 
travel, it was very essential that the leading roads in the State should be 
double-tracked. 

The Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company has, dur- 
ing the past two years, been engaged in double-tracking its road from Quan- 
tico to Richmond. The work is nearly completed over the entire distance. 
The Washington Southern Railway Company has been steadily engaged in 
double-tracking the road from Quantico to the Potomac river. At an early 
date, therefore, there will be a double track between Washington City, or 
the Potomac river, and the city of Richmond. Considerable double track 
has been laid by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company between Rich- 
mond and Petersburg. The Southern Railway Company is engaged in 
double-tracking its main line between Alexandria and Lynchburg, and has 
laid a good portion of the double-track from Alexandria to Orange. 

As stated by the Commission, in its report for 1903, several of the roads 
had been summoned to appear before it in the matter of rebuilding and im- 
proving station buildings at various points and hearings have been had as 
to the condition of such buildings. During the past year, several new 
station buildings have been erected and a great many station buildmgs on 
all the roads in the State improved and enlarged. 

The Washington Southern Railway Company expects, at an early date, to 
build at Alexandria a substantial modem brick passenger station to cost 
about $35,000, which will be used jointly by that road, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio and the Southern Railway. 

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company reports to the Commission 
the following improvements at fts stations made during the year 1904: 
Appalachia, one additional waiting room 16 feet by 22 feet was completed, 
and an addition to the freight house, 24 feet by 24 feet. At Ben Hur, a 
waiting room 16 feet by' 18 feet was completed. This road has in contem- 
plation also to erect a standard second-class station at Blackwood, Virginia 
during the year 1905. 

The Seaboard Air Line Railway reports the following work during the 
year 1904: A new depot was erected at Warfield to replace one destroyed by 
fire. The depot at Grandy was extended to provide for increased business. 
The drive-way around the Petersburg station was paved. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company contemplates building a new 
freight warehouse at Emporia, and some changes in the cashier's office and 
waiting room at Norfolk, Virginia have been ordered. 

On the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway a new and commodious passenger 
station has been erected at Gordonsville and is expected to be opened for 
public use about the first of February, 1905. Quite a large and expensive 
brick station has been erected at the city of Charlottesville, is about com- 
pleted, and will be open early in the year 1905. This railroad will erect, 
in the year 1905, a suitable station building at the city of Staunton, plans 
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having been agreed upon for that purpose and approved by the Commis- 
sion. In addition to these leading Improvements at stations, many other 
station buildings along the line of the Chesapeake and Ohio have been re- 
built and improved. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio Railway Company has reported to the Commis- 
sion the following improvements which were completed or commenced in 
1904:

Craigsville freight and passenger depot, frame building. 
Hanover, addition to passenger depot, frame building. 
Eagle Mountain, passenger depot (replacing one destroyed by fire,) frame 
building. 
Glasgow, addition to passenger depot, frame building. 
Reusens, passenger depot, frame building. 
Crozet, addition to baggage room, frame building. 
Fordwick, passenger depot, concrete building, 

Gordonsville, passenger depot (completed Feb. 1st, 1905), frame building 
Charlottesville, passenger depot (completed Feb. 1st, 1905), brick building. 

Commenced 1904: 

Augusta Springs, passenger depot, frame building. 

State Farm, passenger depot, frame building. 

The Southern Railway Company has built, during the year, new passenger 
stations at Manassas and Emporia, a new freight depot at Danville, and 
rebuilt its stations at several other points. The Southern Railway has also 
made a large number of extensions and improvements of various stations on 
its line. 

The Southern Railway Company has made the following report to the 
Commission as to station buildings commenced or completed during the year 
1904, and as to such buildings in which substantial improvements or to 
which substantial additions were made:

State Banks. 

By an Act, approved January 4th, 1904, it was provided that all chartered 
banks doing business in Virginia, should report their financial condition to 
the State Corporation Commission upon blanks to be furnished by the Com- 
mission at such times as it may prescribe, in the same manner as the 
national banks are required to make their statements to the Comptroller of 
the Currency; and, by the same statute, other duties were imposed upon 
the Commission in connection with the State banks. Before this amendment 
to the statute law, the State banks were required to render their statements 
to the Auditor of Public Accounts. The Commission arranged with the Comp- 
troller of the Currency to inform it by wire whenever he was about to make 
a call for a statement of the condition of national banks, and whenever that 
information was received the Commission made a call upon the State 
banks for a statement of their financial condition as required by our statute* 
There were several such calls made and statements rendered during the year 
1904, the last call for statements during the year requiring the banks to 
state their condition as of the close of business on the 10th day of Novem- 
ber, 1904. Pursuant to that call, 149 incorporated banks filed their state- 
ments. The. Commission has appended to this report a list of the banks so 
making statements, together with brief information as to the condition of 
each bank and certain aggregate statistics showing the general banking 
situation in the State. 

The Commission has arranged for publication the statements showing, in 
detail, the financial condition of every bank in the State at the close of 
business on the 10th day of November, 1904; and the Commission has com- 
piled all the statutes of Virginia relating to banks and the banking busi- 
ness, as this, so far as the Commission knows, has never been done before. 
These statements, and the compilation of the statutes of Virginia relating 
to banks and the banking business, are being printed to be issued under 
one cover, making a volume of about 100 printed pages. This pamphlet will 
be distributed throughout the State, in order that general information may 
be had as to the matters of which it treats. 

At the close of business on the 10th day of November, 1904, there were 
149 incorporated banks in the State, of which six were conducted by colored 
persons. The aggregate of all capital stock paid in was $8,813,833.30; the aggre- 
gate of the surplus funds was $2,527,364.77; the aggregate amount reported 
as undivided profits, less amount paid for interest, taxes, and current ex- 
penses, $2,567,456.26; the aggregate of all deposits was $36,161,084.53. On 
the other hand, the aggregate of loans and discounts was $36,231,152.72; the 
aggregate of all stocks, bonds and mortgages owned by the banks was 
$5,001,788.51; the aggregate value of all banking houses was $954,926.52; 
the aggregate of other real estate was $309,404.55; the aggregate of furni-

Registration Fee and Franchise Tax. 

The new revenue law, approved May 16th, 1903, as subsequently amended, 
directed the Commission to assess, annually, against every corporation in 
the State, both foreign and domestic, a registration fee; and against every 
domestic corporation, except railway, canal, insurance, banking and security 
companies, cemetery, religious and charitable associations, a franchise tax, 
based upon the maximum capital stock which the respective corporations 
were authorized to issue under the terms of their charter. Blanks were 
sent out in December of 1903 to all the corporations which the Commission 
had been able to list, and to every corporation which was subsequently 
found to have been doing business in the State prior to the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1904; the statute having required that the various corporations should 
make a report upon forms to be prepared by the Commission and file these 
reports with the Commission prior to the first of February of each year. 
No list of existing corporations in active operation and doing business in the 
State had ever been prepared; the list in the office of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth being a chronological list or register of corporations as 
their charters were granted by the courts and recorded in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth. In addition to the charters appearing in 
the office of that officer, numbers of charters had been granted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, There was accessible, therefore, or there could be prepared, 
and was prepared, under the direction of the Commission, a complete list of 
all charters granted in the State of Virginia for thirty or forty years past, 
embracing many thousand corporations. From this list the problem was 
to weed out the great number of them which had become defunct. During 
this year, the Commission has had a special clerk assigned to the work of 
preparing an accurate and complete register of all existing corporations, 
both foreign and domestic, in operation and doing business in the State, and 
they were assessed with the registration fee and franchise tax, respectively, 
during the year. The law was new and the Commission could not well ex- 
pect that every corporation doing business in the State should be acquainted 
with its terms, and, therefore, did not exact any penalty for failure, in that 
year, to file their reports promptly. It is believed, however, that, before fhe 
end of the year, practically every corporation in the State had been assessed. 
The Commission, therefore, has now in its office a fairly complete and 
accurate list or register of all the corporations engaged in active operations 
in Virginia.

In its report for the year 1903, the Commission estimated that, in addi- 
tion to the revenues theretofore received by the State from the additional 
assessment and taxation upon property, it would receive, for the year 1904, 
from the registration fees and general franchise tax, and from the franchise 
tax to be paid by the railroads, $488,271.31.. The following figures will show 
the actual amounts assessed by the Commission for 1904:

For the year 1904, therefore, the State has received additional revenue, by 
reason of the provisions of the new Constitution, amounting to $522,182.66. 
There should be added to the above amount the sum of $1,765.77, collected 
by the clerk of the Commission for fees and charges in his office and turned 
into the State Treasury as required by law. 

During the year there was paid, charter fees on issuing and amending 
domestic charters, the sum of $19,683.00; there was received, charter fees 
from foreign corporations, on the issuance of licenses to them by the Com- 
mission, the sum of $47,482.75; the taxes on seals, which is included in the 
above mentioned sum of $1,765.77, amounting to $1,021.00, these seals being 
affixed to the orders issued by the Commission in creating and amending the 
charters of domestic corporations, and in issuing licenses to foreign corpora- 
tions. The total amount, therefore, received by the State, for the year, in 
connection with the charter work of the Commission, was $68,186.75. 



In order to enable the Report of the Commission to be handled more con- 
veniently, and its work to be reviewed more easily, by those interested, the 
general report of the Commission, embracing all the documents herewith 
transmitted, will be printed in a separate volume, entitled "Part I, General 
Report." The operating reports of the railroads and other transportation 
companies, and the transmission companies, with the statistics compiled 
therewith, will be printed and bound in a separate volume, designated as 
*Tart II." The first part will contain all documents relating to the general 
work of the Commission, and tables showing the assessments made by the 
Commission of all properties and corporate taxes required to be assessed by 
it The second part will contain only the operating reports and statistics of 
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the transportation and transmission companies, showing in full their finan- 
cial and operating condition.

CX>BFORATIONS. 



Sec. 153. As used in this article, the term "corporation" or "company" shall 
include all trusts, associations and joint stock companies having any powers or 
privileges not possessed by individuals or unlimited partnerships, and exclude 
all municipal corporations and public institutions owned or controlled by the 
State; the term "charter" shall be construed to mean the charter of incorpo- 
ration by, or under, which any such corporation is formed; the term "trans- 
portation company" shall include any company, trustee, or other person 
owning, leasing or operating for hire a railroad, street railway, canal, steam- 
boat or steamship line, and also any freight car company, car association or 
car trust, express company or company, trustee or person in any way engaged 
in business as a common carrier over a route acquired in whole or in part 
under the right ot eminent domain; the term "rate" shall be construed to 
mean "rate of charge for any service rendered or to be rendered"; the terms 
"rate," "charge" and "regulation," shall include joint rates, joint charges and 
joint regulations, respectively; the term "transmission company" shall include 
any company owning, leasing or operating for hire any telegraph or tele- 
phone line; the term "freight" shall be construed to mean any property 
transported or received for transportation by any transportation company; 
the term "public service corporation" shall include all transportation and 
transmission companies, all gas, electric light, heat and power companies, 
and all persons authorized to exercise the right of eminent domain, or to 
use or occupy any street, alley or public highway, whether along, over or 
under the same, in a manner not permitted to the general public; the term 
"person," as used in this article, shall include individuals, partnerships and 
corporations, in the singular as well as plural number; the term "bond" shall 
mean all certificates or written evidences of indebtedness issued by any cor- 
poration and secured by mortgage or trust deed; the term "frank" shall be 
construed to mean any writing or token issued by or under authority of a 
transmission company, entitling the holder to any service from such company 
free of charge. The provisions of this article shall always be so restricted 
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in their application as not to conflict with any of the provisions of the Federal 
Constitution, and as if the necessary limitations upon their interpretation 
had been herein expressed in each case. 

Sec. 154. The creation of corporations and the extension and amendment of 
charters (whether heretofore or hereafter granted), shall be provided for by 
general laws, and no charter shall be granted, amended or extended by special 
act, nor shall authority in such matters be conferred upon any tribunal or 
officer, except to ascertain whether the applicants have, by complying with 
the requirements of the law, entitled themselves to the charter, amendment 
or extension applied for, and to issue or refuse the same accordingly. Such 
general laws may be amended or repealed by the General Assembly; and 
all charters and amendments of charters, now existing and revocable, or 
hereafter granted or extended, may be repealed at any time by special act. 
Provision shall be made by general laws for the voluntary surrender of its 
charter by any corporation, and lor the forfeiture thereof for non-user or mis- 
user. The General Assembly shall not by special act regulate the affairs of 
any corporation, nor by such act give it any rights, powers or privileges. 

Sec. 155. A permanent commission, to consist of three members, is hereby 
created, which shall be known as the State Corporation Commission, The 
commissioners shall be appointed by the Governor, subject to confirmation 
by the General Assembly in joint session, and their regular terms of office 
shall be six years, respectively, except those first appointed under this Con- 
stitution, of whom one shall be appointed to hold office until the first day of 
February, nineteen hundred and four; one until the first day of February, 
nineteen hundred and six, and one until the first day of February, nineteen 
hundred and eight. Whenever a vacancy in the commission shall occur the 
Governor shall forthwith appoint a qualified person to fill the same for the 
unexpired term, subject to confirmation by the General Assembly as aforesafd. 
Commissioners appointed for regular terms shall, at the beginning of the 
terms for which appointed, and those appointed to fiU vacancies shall, imme- 
diately upon their appointments, enter upon the duties of their office; but 
no person so appointed, either for a regular term or to fill a vacancy, shall 
enter upon or continue in office after the General Assembly shall have refused 
to confirm his appointment, or adjourned sine die without confirming the 
same, nor shall he be eligible for re-appointment to fill the vacancy caused 
by such refusal or failure to confirm. No person while employed by, or hold- 
ing any office in relation to, any transportation or transmission company, or 
while in any wise financially interested therein, or while engaged in practicing 
law, shall hold office as a member of said commission, or perform any of the 
duties thereof. At least one of the commissioners shall have the qualifications 
prescribed for judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals; and any commissioner 
may be impeached or removed in the manner provided for the impeachment 
or removal of a judge of said court. The commission shall annually elect 
one of their members chairman of the same, and shall have one clerk, one 
bailiff and such other clerks, officers, assistants and subordinates as may be 
provided by law, all of whom shall be appointed, and subject to removal, by 
the commission. It shall prescribe its own rules of order and procedure, 
except so far as the same are specified in this Constitution, or any amend- 
ment thereof. The General Assembly may establish within the department, 
and subject to the supervision and control of the commission, subordinate 
divisions or bureaus of insurance, banking or other special branches of the 
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business of that department. All sessions of the commission shall be public, 
and a permanent record shall be kept of all its judgments, rules, orders, find- 
ings and decisions, and of all reports made to or by it. Two of the commis- 
sioners shall constitute a quorum for the .transaction of business, whether 
there be a vacancy in the commission or not. The commission shall keep its 
office open for business on every day except Sundays and legal holidays. 
Transportation companies shall at all times transport free of charge within 
this State the members of said commission and its officers, or any of them, 
when engaged on their official duties. The General Assembly shall provide 
suitable quarters for the commission and funds for its lawful expenses, in- 
cluding pay for witnesses summoned, and costs of executing processes issued, 
by the commission of its own motion; anid shall fix the salaries of the mem- 
bers, clerks, assistants and subordinates of the commission, and provide for 
the payment thereof; but the salary of each commissioner shall not be less 
than four thousand dollars per annum. After the first day of January, nine- 
teen hundred and eight, the General Assembly may provide for the election 
of the members of the commission by the qualified voters of the State, in 
which event vacancies thereafter occurring shall be filled as hereinbefore 
provided, until the expiration of twenty days after the next general election, 
held not less than sixty days after the vacancy occurs, at which election the 
vacancy shall be filled for the residue of the unexpired term. 

Sec. 156. (a) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, and to such 
requirements, rules and regulations as may be prescribed by law, the State 
Corporation Commission shall be the department of government through 
which shall be issued all charters and amendments or extensions thereof for 
domestic corporations, and all licenses to do business in this State to foreign 
corporations; and through which shall be carried out all the provisions of 
this Constitution, and of the laws made in pursuance thereof, for the creation, 
visitation, supervision^ regulation and control of corporations chartered by or 
doing business in this State. The commissidn shall prescribe the forms of 
all reports which may be required of such corporations by this Constitution 
or by law; it shall collect, receive and preserve such reports, and annually 
tabulate and publish them in statistical form; it shall have all the rights 
and powers of and perform all the duties devolving upon the Railroad Com- 
missioner and tne Board of Public Works, at the time this Constitution goes 
into effect, except so far as they are inconsistent with this Constitution, or 
may be hereafter abolished or changed by law. 

(6) The commission shall have the power and be charged with the duty of 
supervising, regulating and controlling all transportation and transmission 
companies doing business in this State in all matters relating to the per- 
formance of their public duties and their charges therefor, and of correcting 
abuses therein by such companies; and to that end the commission shall 
from time to time prescribe and enforce against such companies in the man- 
ner hereinafter authorized such rates, charges, classifications of traffic and 
rules and regulations, and shall require them to establish and maintain all 
such public service, facilities and conveniences as may be reasonable and 
just, which said rates, charges, classifications, rules, regulations and require- 
ments the commission may from time to time alter or amend. All rates, 
charges, classifications, rules and regulations adopted or acted upon by any 
such company, inconsistent with those prescribed by the commission, within 
the scope of its authority, shall be unlawful and void. The commission shall 
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also have the right at all times to inspect the books and papers of all trans- 
portation and transmission companies doing business in this State, and to 
require from such companies from time to time special reports and statements 
under oath concerning their business; it shall keep Itself fully informed of 
the physical condition of all the railroads of the State as to the manner in 
which they are operated, with reference to the security and accommodation 
of the public, and shall from time to time make and enforce such require- 
ments, rules and regulations as may be necessary to prevent unjust or un- 
reasonable discriminations by any transportation or transmission company 
in favor of or against any person, locality, community, connecting line or 
kind of traffic, in the matter of car service, train or boat schedule, efficiency 
of transportation or otherwise, in connection with the public duties of such 
company. Before the commission shall prescribe or fix any rate, charge or 
classification of traffic, and before it shall make any order, rule, regulation or 
requirement directed against any one or more companies by name, the com- 
pany or companies to be affected by such rate, charge, classification, order, 
rule, regulation or requirement shall first be given by the commission at 
least ten days notice of the time and place when and where the contemplated 
action in the premises will be considered and disposed of, and shall be 
afforded a reasonable opportunity to introduce evidence and to be heard 
thereon, to the end that justice may be done, and shall have process to en- 
force the attendance of witnesses; and before the commission shall make or 
prescribe any general order, rule, regulation or requirement, not directed 
against any specific company or companies by name, the contemplated general 
order, rule, regulation or requirement shall first be published in substance 
not less than once a week for four consecutive weeks in one or more of the 
newspapers of general circulation published in the city of Ricchmond, Vir- 
ginia, together with notice of the time and place, when and where the com- 
mission will hear any objections which may be urged by, any person interested 
against the proposed order, rule, regulation or requirement; and every such 
general order, rule, regulation or requirement made by the commission shall 
be published at length for the time and in the manner above specified before 
it shall go Into effect, and shall also, as long as it remains in force, be pub- 
lished in each subsequent annual report of the commission. The authority of 
the commission (subject to review on appeal as hereinafter provided) to 
prescribe rates, charges and classifications of traffic, for transportation and 
transmission companies, shall be paramount; but Its authority to prescribe 
any other rules, regulations or requirements for corporations or other persons 
shall be subject to the superior authority of the General "Assembly to legis- 
late thereon by general laws: Provided, however, that nothing in this section 
shall impair the right which has heretofore been or may hereafter be con- 
ferred by law upon the authorities of any city, town or county to prescribe 
rules, regulations or rates of charge to be observed by any public service 
corporation in connection with any services performed by it under a muni- 
cipal or county franchise granted by such city, town or county, so far as 
such services may be wholly within the limits of the city, town or county 
granting the franchise. Upon the request of the parties interested it shall be 
the duty of the commission, as far as possible, to effect by mediation the 
adjustment of claims and the settlement of controversies between transporta- 
tion or transmission companies and their patrons. 

(c) In all matters pertaining to the public visitation, regulation or control 
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of corporations, and within the jurisdiction of the commission, it shall have 
the powers and authority of a court of record, to administer oaths, to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the production of papers, to punish for con- 
tempt any person guilty of disrespectful or disorderly conduct in the presence 
of the commission while in session, and to enforce compliance with any of 
its lawful orders or requirements by adjudging and enforcing by its own 
appropriate process against the delinquent or offending company (after it 
shall have been first duly cited, proceeded against by due process of law 
before the commission sitting as a court, and afforded opportunity to intro- 
duce evidence and to be heard, as well against the validity, justness or rea- 
sonableness of the order or requirement alleged to have been violated, as 
against the liability of the company for the alleged violation), such fines or 
other penalties as may be prescribed or authorized by this Constitution or by 
law. The commission may be vested with such additional powers and charged 
with such other duties (not inconsistent with this Constitution) as may be 
prescribed by law, in connection with the visitation, regulation or control 
of corporations, or with the prescribing and enforcing of rates and charges 
to be observed in the conduct of any business where the State has the right 
to prescribe the rates and charges in connection therewith, or with the assess- 
ment of the property of corporations, or the appraisement of their franchises 
for taxation, or with the investigation of the subject of taxation generally. 
Any corporation failing or refusing to obey any valid order or requirement 
of the commission, within such reasonable time, not less than ten days, as 
shall be fixed in the order, may be fined by the commission (proceeding by 
due process of law as aforesaid) such sum, not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
as the commission may deem proper, or such sum, in excess of five hundred 
dollars, as may be prescribed or authorized by law; and each day's continu- 
ance of such failure or refusal, after due service upon such corporation of the 
order or requirement of the commission, shall be a separate offence: Provided, 
that should the operation of such order or requirement be suspended pending 
an appeal therefrom, the period of such suspension shall not be computed 
against the company in the matter of its liability to fines or penalties. 

(d) From any action of the commission prescribing rates, charges or clas- 
sifications of traffic, or affecting the train schedule of any transportation com- 
pany, or requiring additional facilities, conveniences or public service of any 
transportation or transmission company, or refusing to approve a suspend- 
ing bond, or requiring additional security thereon or an increase thereof, as 
provided for in sub-section e of this section, an appeal (subject to such 
reasonable limitations as to time, regulations as to procedure and provisions 
as to costs, as may be prescribed by law) may be taken by the corporation 
whose rates, charges or classifications of traffic, schedule, facilities, conve- 
niences or service, are affected, or by any person deeming himself aggrieved 
by such action, or (if allowed by law) by the Commonwealth. Until other- 
wise provided by law, such appeal shall be taken in the manner in which 
appeals may be taken to the Supreme Court of Appeals from the inferior 
courts, except that such an appeal shall be of right, and the Supreme Court of 
Appeals may provide by rule for proceedings in the matter of appeals in any 
particular in which the existing rules of law are inapplicable. If such appeal 
be taken by the corporation whose rates, charges or classifications of traffic, 
schedules, facilities, conveniences or service are affected, the Commonwealth 
shall be made the appellee; but, in the other cases mentioned, the corporation 
80 affected shall be made the appellee. The General Assembly may also, by

general laws, provide for appeals from any other action of the commission, 
by the Commonwealth or by any person interested, irrespectiye of the amount 
involved. All appeals from the commission shall be to the Supreme Court 
of Appeals only; and in all appeals to which the Commonwealth is a party it 
shall be represented by the Attorney-General or his legally-appointed repre- 
sentative. No court of this Commonwealth (except the Supreme Court of 
Appeals, by way of appeals as herein authorized) shall have jurisdiction to 
review, reverse, correct or annul any action of the commission, within the 
scope of its authority, or to suspend or delay the execution or operation 
thereof, or to enjoin, restrain or interfere with the commission in the per- 
formance of its official duties : Provided, however, that the writs of mandam'us 
and prohibition shall lie from the Supreme Court of Appeals to the commis- 
sion in all cases where such writs, respectively, would lie to any inferior 
tribunal or officer. 

(6) Upon the granting of an appeal a writ of supersedeas may be awarded 
by the appellate court, suspending the operation of the action appealed from 
until the final disposition of the appeal; but, prior to the final reversal thereof 
by the appellate court, no action of the commission prescribing or affecting 
the rates, charges or classifications of traffic of any transportation or trans- 
mission company shall be delayed or suspended in its operation by reason of 
any appeal by such corporation, or by reason of any proceedings resulting 
from such appeal, until a suspending bond shall first have been executed and 
filed with and approved by the commission (or approved on review by the 
Supreme Court of Appeals), payable to the Commonwealth, and sufficient in 
amount and security to insure the prompt refunding by the appealing corpora- 
tion to the parties entitled thereto of all charges which such company may 
collect or receive, pending the appeal, in excess of those fixed or authorized, by 
the final decision of the court on appeal. The commission, upon the execu- 
tion of such bond, shall forthwith require the appealing company, under 
penalty of the immediate enforcement (pending the appeal and notwithstand- 
ing any supersedeas) of the order or requirement appealed from, to keep such 
accounts, and to make to the commission from time to time such reports, 
verified by oath, as may in the judgment of the commission suffice to show 
the amounts being charged or received by the company, pending the appeal, 
in excess of the charge allowed by the action of the commission appealed 
from, together, with the names and addresses of the persons to whom such 
overcharges will be refundable ia case the charges made by the company 
pending the appeal be not sustained on such appeal; and the commission shall 
also from time to time require such company, under like penalty, to give 
additional security on or to increase the said suspending bond whenever, in 
the opinion of the commission, the same may be necessary to insure the 
prompt refunding of the overcharges aforesaid. Upon the final decision of 
such appeal, all amounts which the appealing company may have collected, 
pending the appeal, in excess of that authorized by such final decision, shall 
be promptly refunded by the company to the parties entitled thereto, in such 
manner and through such methods of distribution as may be prescribed by 
the commission or by law. All such appeals affecting rates, charges or clas- 
sifications of traffic shall have precedence upon the docket of the appellate 
court, and shall be heard and disposed of promptly by the court, irrespective 
of its place of session, next after the habeas corpus and Commonwealth's 
cases already on the docket of the court 

(f) In no case of appeal from the commission shall any new or additional 
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evidence be introduced in. the appellate court; but the chairman of the com- 
mission, under the seal of the commission, shall certify to the appellate court 
all the facts upon which the action appealed from was based and which may 
be essential for the proper decision of the appeal, together with such of the 
evidence introduced before or considered by the commission as may be 
selected, specified and required to be certified by any party in interest, as 
well as such other evidence so introduced or considered as the commission 
may deem proper to certify. The commission shall, whenever an appeal is 
taken therefrom, file with the record of the case, and as a part thereof, a 
written statement of the reasons upon which the action appealed from was 
based, and such statement shall be read and considered by the appellate court 
upon disposing of the appeal. The appellate court shall have jurisdiction, on 
such appeal, to consider and determine the reasonableness and justness of 
the action of the commission appealed from, as well as any other matter 
arising under such appeal: Provided, however, that the action of the commis- 
sion' appealed from shall be regarded as prima facie just, reasonable and cor- 
rect; but the court may, when it deems necessary in the interest of justice, 
remand to the commission any case pending on appeal, and require the same 
to be further investigated by the commission and reported upon to the court 
(together with a certificate of such additional evidence as may be tendered 
before the commission by any party in interest) before the appeal is finally 
decided. 

ig) Whenever the court upon appeal shall reverse an order of the commis- 
sion affecting the rates, charges or the classification of traffic of any transpor- 
tation or transmission company it shall at the same time substitute therefor 
such order as in its opinion the commission should have made at the time 
of entering the order appealed from; otherwise the reversal order shall not 
be valid. Such substituted order shall have the same force and effect (and 
none other) as if it had been entered by the commission at the time the origi- 
nal order appealed from was entered. The right of the commission to pre- 
scribe and enforce rates, charges, classifications, rules and regulations affect- 
ing any or all actions of the commission theretofore entered by it and ap- 
pealed from, but based upon circumstances or conditions different from those 
existing at the time the order appealed from was made, shall not be suspended 
or impaired by reason of the pendency of such appeal; but no order of the 
commission prescribing or altering such rates, charges, classifications, rules 
or regulations 'Shall be retroactive. 

• (h) The right of any person to institute and prosecute in the ordinary 
courts of justice any action, suit or motion against any transportation or 
transmission company for any claim or cause of action against such com- 
pany, shall not be extinguished or impaired by reason of any fine or other 
penalty which the commission may impose, or be authorized to impose, upon 
such company because of its breach of any public duty, or because of its fail- 
ure to comply with any order or requirement of the commission; but in no 
such proceeding by any person against such corporation, nor in any collateral 
proceeding, shall the reasonableness, justness or validity of any rate, charge, 
classification of traffic, rule, regulation or requirement, theretofore prescribed 
by the commission, within the scope of its authority, and then in force, be 
questioned: Provided, however, that no case based upon or involving any 
order of the commission shall be heard or disposed of against the objection 
of either party so long as such order is susi)ended in its operation by an order 
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of the Supreme Court of Appeals as authorized by this Constitution or by any 
law passed in pursuance thereof. 

(i) The commission shall make annual reports to the Governor of its pro- 
ceedings, in which reports it shall recommend from time to time such new or 
additional legislation in reference to its powers or duties, or to the creation, 
supervision, regulation or control of corporations, or to the subject of taxa- 
tion, as it may deem wise or expedient, or as may be required by law. 

(k) Upon the organization of the State Corporation Commission the Board 
of Public Works and the office of Railroad Commissioner shall cease to exist, 
and all books, papers and documents pertaining thereto shall be transferred 
to and become a part of the records of the office of the State Corporation 
Commission. 

(I) After the first day of January, nineteen hundred and five, in addition 
to the modes of amendment provided for in Article XV of this Constitu- 
tion, the General Assembly, upon the recommendation of the State Corpo- 
ration Commission, may by law from time to time amend sub-sections a to i, 
inclusive, of this section, or any of them, or any such amendment thereof: 
Provided, that no amendment made under authority of this sub-section shall 
contravene the provisions of any part of this Constitution other than the 
sub-sections last above referred to, or any such amendment thereof. 

Sec. 157. Provision shall be made by general laws for the payment of a fee 
to the Commonwealth by every domestic corporation upon the granting, 
amendment or extension of its charter, and by every foreign corporation 
upon obtaining a license to do business in this State as specified- in this 
section; and also for the payment by every domestic corporation and foreign 
corporation doing business in this State of an annual registration fee of not 
less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars, which shall be 
Irrespective of any specific license or other tax imposed by law upon such 
company for the privilege of carrying on its business in this State, or upon 
its franchise or property; and for the making by every such corporation (at 
the time of paying such annual registration fee) of such report to the State 
Corporation Commission of the status, business or condition of such corpora- 
tion as the General Assembly may prescribe. No foreign corporation shall 
liave authority to do business in this State until it shall have first obtained 
from the commission a license to do business in this State upon such terms 
and conditions as may be prescribed by law. The failure by any corporation 
for two successive years to pay its annual registration fee, or to make its 
said annual reports shall, when such failure shall have continued for ninety* 
days after the expiration of such two years, operate as a revocation and an- 
nulment of the charter of such corporation, if it be a domestic company, or 
of its license to do business in this State if it be a foreign company; and the 
General Assembly shall provide additional and suitable penalties for the 
failure of any corporation to comply promptly with the requirements of this 
section, or of any laws passed in pursuance thereof. The commission shall 
compel all corporations to comply promptly with such requirements by en- 
forcing in the manner hereinbefore authorized such fines and penalties against 
the delinquent company as may be provided for or authorized by this article; 
but the General Assembly may relieve from the payment of the said regis- 
tration fee any purely charitable institution or Institutions. 

Sec. 158. Every corporation heretofore chartered in this State which shall 
hereafter accept or effect any amendment or extension of its charter shall 
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t)e conclusively presumed to have thereby surrendered every exemption from 
taxation, and every non-repealable feature of its charter and of the amend- 
ments thereof, and also all exclusive rights or privileges theretofore granted 
to it by the General Assembly and not enjoyed by other corporations of a 
similar general character, and to have thereby agreed to thereafter hold its 
charter and franchises, and all amendments thereof, under the provisions and 
isubject to all the requirements, terms and conditions of this Constitution, and 
of any laws passed in pursuance thereof, so far as the same may be applicable 
to such corporation. 

Sec. 159. The exercise of the right of eminent domain shall never be 
^ibridged nor so construed as to prevent the General Assembly from taking 
the property and franchises of corporations and subjecting them to public 
use the same as the property of individuals; and the exercise of the police 
power of the State shall never be abridged nor so construed as to permit 
corporations to conduct their business in such manner as to infringe the 
•equal rights of individuals or the general well-being of the State. 

Sec. 160. No transportation or transmission company shall charge or re- 
•ceive any greater compensation, in the aggregate, for transporting the saime 
class of passengers or property, or for transmitting the same class of mes- 
isages over a shorter than over a longer distance along the same line and in 
the same direction — the shorter being included in the longer distance; but 
this section shall not be construed as authoi-lzing any such company to charge 
-or receive as great compensation for a shorter as for a longer distance. The 
State Corporation Commission may from time to time authorize any such 
company to disregard the foregoing provisions of this section by charging 
^uch rates as the commission may prescribe as just and equitable between 
^uch company and the public to or from any junctional or competitive points 
or localities, or where the competition of points located without this State 
may make necessary the prescribing of special rates for the protection of the 
commerce of this State; but this section shall not apply to mileage tickets, or 
to any special excursion or commutation rates, or to special rates for services 
rendered to the Government of this State, or of the United States, or in the 
interest of some public object, when such tickets or rates shall have been 
prescribed or authorized by the commission. 

Sec. 161. No transportation or transmission company doing business in this 
State shall grant to any member of the General Assembly, or to any State, 
county, district or municipal officer, except to members and officers of the 
"State Corporation Commission for their personal use while in office, any 
frank, free pass, free transportation, or any rebate or reducticyi in the rates 
charged by such company to the general public for like services. For viola- 
tion of the provisions of this section the offending company shall be liable 
to such penalties as may be prescribed by law; and any member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, or any such officer who shall while in office accept any gift, 
privilege or benefit as is prohibited by this section, shall thereby forfeit his 
office and be subject to such further penalties as may be prescribed by law; 
but this section shall not prevent a street railway company from transporting 
free of charge any member of the police force or fire department while in the 
discharge of his official duties, nor prohibit the acceptance by any such police- 
man or fireman of such free transportation. 

Sec. 162. The doctrine of fellow-servant, so far as it affects the liability of 
the master for injuries to his servant resulting from the acts or omissions 
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of any other servant or servants of the common master, is, to the extent here- 
inafter stated, abolished as to every employee of a railroad company engaged 
in the physical construction, repair or maintenance of its roadway, track or 
any of the structures connected therewith, or in any work in or upon a car 
or engine standing upon a track, or in the physical operation of a train, car, 
engine or switch, or in any service requiring his presence upon a train, car 
or engine; and every such employee shall have the same right to recover 
for every injury suffered by him from the acts or omissions of any other em- 
ployee or employees of the common master, that a servant would have (at 
the time when this Constitution goes into effect) if such acts or omissions 
were those of the master himself in the performance of a non-assignable 
duty: Provided, that the injury so suffered by such railroad employee result 
from the negligence of an officer or agent of the company of a higher grade 
of service than himself, or from that of a person employed by the company 
having the right or charged with the duty to control or direct the general 
services or the imm^diate work of the party injured, or the general services 
or the immediate work of the co-employee through or by whose act or omis- 
sion he is injured; or that it result from the negligence of a co-employee 
engaged in another department of labor, or engaged upon or in charge of any 
car upon which, or upon the train of which it is a part, the injured employee 
is not at the time of receiving the injury, or who is in charge of any switch, 
signal point, or locomotive engine, or is charged with dispatching trains or 
transmitting telegraphic or telephonic orders therefor; and whether such 
negligence be in the performance of an assignable or non-assignable duty. 
The physical construction, repair or maintenance of the roadway, track or 
any of the structures connected therewith, and the physical construction, re- 
pair, maintenance, cleaning or operation of trains, cars, or engines, shall be 
regarded as different departments of labor within the meaning of this section. 
Knowledge, by any such railroad employee injured, of the defective or un- 
safe character or condition of any machinery, ways, appliances or structures, 
shall be no defence to an action for injury caused thereby. When death, 
whether instantaneous or not, results to such an employee from any injury 
for which he could have 'recovered, under the above provisions, had death 
not occurred, then his legal or personal representative, surviving consort, 
and relatives (and any trustee, curator, committee or guardian of such con- 
sort or relatives) shall, respectively, have the same rights and remedies with 
respect thereto as if his death had been caused by the neglignce of a co- 
employee while in the performance, as vice-principal, of a non-assignable duty 
of the master.^ Every contract or agreement, express or implied, made by an 
employee, to waive the benefit of this section, shall be null and void. This 
section shall not be construed to deprive any employee, or his legal or per- 
sonal representative, surviving consort or relatives (or any trustee, curator, 
committee or guardian of such consort or relatives), of any rights or reme- 
dies that he or they may have by the law of the land, at the time this Con- 
stitution goes into effect. Nothing contained in this section shall restrict the 
power of the General Assembly to further enlarge, for the above-named class 
of employees, the rights and remedies hereinbefore provided for, or to extend 
such rights and remedies to, or otherwise enlarge the present rights and reme- 
dies of, any other class of employees of railroads or of employees of any 
person, ilrm or corporation. 

Sec. 163. No foreign corporation shall be authorized to carry on, in this

State, the business, or to exercise any of the powers or functions, of a public 
service corporation, or be permitted to do anything which domestic corpora- 
tions are prohibited from doing, or be relieved from compliance with any of 
the requirements made of similar domestic corporations by the Constiiution 
and laws of this State, where the same can be made applicable to Such foreign 
corporation without discriminating against it But this section shall not 
affect any public service corporation whose line or route extends across the 
boundary of this Commonwealth, nor prevent any foreign corporation from 
continuing in such lawful i)usiness as it may be actually engaged in within 
this State, when this Constitution goes into effect; but any such foreign 
public service corporation, so engaged, shall not, without first becoming in- 
corporated under the laws of this State, be authorized to acquire, lease, use 
or operate, within this State, any public or municipal franchise or franchises 
in addition to such as it may own, lease, use or operate when this Constitu- 
'tion goes into effect. The property, within this State, of foreign corporations 
shall always be subject to attachment, the same as that of non-resident indi- 
viduals; and nothing in this section shall restrict the power of the General 
Assembly to discriminate against foreign corporations whenever, and in what- 
soever respect, it may deem wise or expedient. 

Sec. 164. The right of the Commonwealth, through such instrumentalities 
as it may select, to prescribe and define the public duties of all common 
carriers and public service corjwrations, to regulate and control them in the 
performance of their public duties, and to fix and limit their charges therefor, 
shall never be surrendered nor abridged. 

Sec. 165. The General Assembly shall enact laws preventing all trusts, com- 
binations and monopolies, inimical to the public welfare. 

Sec. 166. The exclusive right to build or operate railroads parallel to its 
own, or any other, line of railroad, shall not be granted to any company; but 
every railroad company shall have the right, subject to such reasonable regu- 
lations as may be prescribed by law, to parallel, intersect, connect with or 
cross, with its roadway, any other railroad or railroads; but no railroad com- 
pany shall build or operate any line of railroad not specified in its charter, 
or in some amendment thereof. All railroad companies, whose lines of rail- 
road connect, shall receive and transport each other's passengers, freight, 
and loaded or empty cars, without delay or discrimination. Nothing in this 
section shall deprive the General Assembly of the right to prevent by statute, 
repealable at pleasure, any railroad from being built parallel to the present 
line of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad. 

Sec. 167. The General Assembly shall enact general laws regulating and 
controlling all issues of stock and bonds by corporations. Whenever stock or 
bonds are to be issued by a corporation, it shall, before issuing the same, file 
with the State Corporation Commission a statement (verified by the oath of 
the president or secretary of the corporation, and in such form as may be 
prescribed or permitted by the commission) setting forth fully and accu- 
rately the basis, or financial plan, upon which such stock or bonds are to be 
issued; and where such basis or plan includes services or property (other 
than money), received or to be received by the company, such statement shall 
accurately specify and describe, in the manner prescribed, or permitted, by 
the commission, the services and property, together with the valuation at 
which the same are received or to be received; and such corporation shall 
comply with any other requirements or restrictions which may be Imposed 
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by law. The General Assembly shall provide adequate penalties for the 
violation of this section, or of any laws passed in pursuance thereof; and it 
shall be the duty of the commission to adjudge, and enforce (in the manner 
hereinbefore provided), against any corporation refusing or failing to comply 
with the provisions of this section, or of any laws passed in pursuance 
thereof, such fines and penalties as are authorized by this Constitution, or 
may be prescribed by law. 
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To put into effective operation the provisions of the Constitution relating to- 
the creation, appointment and organization of the '^8tate Corporation^ 
Commission,*' its jurisdiction, powers, functions and duties; the qualifir 
cations of the members and officers thereof, their appointment and salor^ 
ries; the location of its offices, and places and times of its public sessions; 
its torits, processes, orders, findings and judgments; appeals from its 
orders, findings and judgments, and its expenses, etc. 

Approved April 15, 1903. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia, as follows: 

1. That as used in this act the term "corporation" or "company" shall in- 
clude all corporations chartered by the acts of the General Assembly of Vir- 
ginia, or under the general incorporation laws of this State, or doing business. 
therein, and all trusts, associations and joint-stock companies having any 
powers or privileges not possessed by individuals or unlimited partnerships,, 
and shall exclude all municipal corporations and public institutions owned 
or controlled by the State; the term "charter" shall be construed to mean a. 
charter of incorporation by or under which any such corporation is formed; 
the term "transportation company" shall include any company, trustee or 
other person owning, leasing or operating for hire a railroad, street railway, 
canal, steamboat or steamship lines; also any freight-car company, car asso- 
ciation or car trust, express company, or company, trustee, or person in any 
way engaged in business as a common carrier over a route acquired, in whole 
or in part, under the right of eminent domain; the term "transmission com- 
pany" shall include any company owning, leasing or operating for hire any 
telegraph or telephone line; the term "public service corporation'* shall in- 
clude all transportation and transmission companies, all gas, electric light, 
heat and power companies, and all persons authorized to exercise the right 
of eminent domain, or to use or occupy any street, alley or public highway, 
whether along, over or under the same, in a manner not permitted to the 
general public; the term "person," as used in this act, shall include indi- 
viduals, partnerships and corporations, in the singular as well as in the 
plural number; the term "the commission" shall be construed to mean the 
"State Corporation Commission," and the word "ofllcers," when used in con- 
nection with said commission, shall be construed to mean any clerk, bailiff, 
assistant or other appointee of the State Corporation Commission. 

2. That the Governor shall, at least fifteen days before the first day of 
February, nineteen hundred and four, and at least fifteen days before the first 
day of February in each alternate year thereafter, appoint, subject to the 
confirmation of the General Assembly, in joint session, a citizen of this State, 
possessing the qualifications prescribed by the Constitution and by law, to be 
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a member of the "State Corporation Commission" (which shall be composed 
of three members), and whose term of ofllce shall be that prescribed by the 

ft 

Constitution, and shall begin on the first day of February next succeeding 
his appointment and confirmation, except in the case of an appointee to fill 
a vacancy, or where the General Assembly fails to confirm an appointee to a 
full term of office before the date fixed by law for the commencement of his 
said term of office; in either case the term of office of any such appointee shall 
begin from the date of his qualification, and shall be for the unexpired portion 
of the term of office to which he shall be so appointed and confirmed. The 
members of the commission first appointed and confirmed, and those hereafter 
appointed and confirmed, shall hold office for the respective terms for which 
they have been or may hereafter be appointed, and until their respective 
successors in office have been appointed, confirmed and qualified, unless they 
shall sooner be removed from office as prescribed by the Constitution or by 
law. The Grovernor shall commission each of the members of the commission, 
and said commission shall be filed by the members in the office of the clerk 
of the commission. 

3. That no person shall be eligible to serve as a member of the State Cor- 
poration Commission who, on the date of the commencement of his term of 
office, shall be employed by or hold any office in relation to any transportation 
or transmission company, or is in any way financially interested therein, or 
is engaged in the practice of law; nor shall any person be eligible to appoint- 
ment as a member of the commission unless at the time of his appointment 
he is a qualified voter under the Constitution and laws of this State. One of 
the commissioners shall have the qualifications prescribed for judges of the 
Supreme Court of Appeals. 

4. That the members of the commission and the officers thereof, for whose 
appointment provision is made either by the Constitution or by law, before 
entering upon the discharge of the duties of their respective offices, shall, in 
addition to the oath prescribed by section thirty-four of the Constitution, 
severally take and subscribe the following oath, to-wit: 

"I, , do solemnly swear (or affirm) that at the present time I am not 

employed by, and do not hold any office in relation to, any transportation or 
transmission company, and have not in any wise any financial interest in any 
such company, and am not engaged in the practice of law, and that during 

the term of my office as I will not, either directly or indirectly, be 

employed by or hold any office in relation to any transportation or transmis- 
sion company, or in any wise be financially interested in any such company, 
or be engaged in the practice of law, so help me Grod." 

But the said additional oath shall be taken and subscribed by the first 
members of the commission and by the officers thereof as soon as practicable 
after the passage of this act. 

The oathS" prescribed by the Constitution and this act may be taken and 
subscribed before any officer authorized by the laws of this State to administer 
oaths, and shall be certified by such officer and recorded on the minutes of 
the proceedings of the commission, and then returned by its clerk as required 
by law as to the oaths of other State officers. 

5. That the offices of the commission shall be located and its public sessions 
held in the city of Richmond, and all notices, writs and processes issued by 
the commission shall be made returnable to, and command the corporation 
or person against whom directed, to appear before the commission and answer 
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on a certain day to be named therein: Provided, liowever, the commission 
may, in its discretion, if public necessity or the convenience of the parties 
require, hold public sessions elsewhere in the State, and may order any notice, 
writ or process to be made returnable to the place of any such session; and 
for the holding of any such session the commission may occupy the court- 
room of the court-house of the city or county wherein such session may be 
held, if said court-room shall not at the time be in use for the sessions of the 
court of any such city or county. 

6. That the rooms in the State Library building now occupied as offices by 
the Railroad Ck>mmissioner shall be the offices of the commission, its clerk, 
bailiff, assistants and subordinates until otherwise provided by law, and the 
Register of the Land Office is hereby directed to have the said rooms fitted 
up in a suitable manner for the use and occupation of the commission and its 
officers. And the sum of five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated for that purpose out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

7. That the commission shall have a clerk, a first assistant clerk, a bailiff 
and a stenographer (who shall also be a typewriter), each of whom shall 
have the qualifications for office, be clothed with the power, discharge the 
functions and perform all the duties hereinafter prescribed, and such other 
duties as may be prescribed or required by the commission, and all of whom 
shall be appointed by the commission, and whose respective terms of office 
shall be as prescribed by the commission, and they shall be subject to removal 
by the commission as hereinafter in this act provided. The officers so 
appointed shall hold office until their successors have been appointed, qualified 
and given bond as required by law, unless they shall sooner be removed from 
office, as hereinafter provided. 

8. That the officers of the commission shall at the time of their appointment 
be actual residents of this State, and qualified voters therein, under the Con- 
stitution and laws thereof. 

9. That the persons appointed, confirmed and commissioned to be the first 
members of the commission under the provisions of section one hundred and 
fifty-five of the Constitution shall, as soon as practicable, meet in the office 
now used by the Railroad Commissioner and organize by taking and sub- 
scribing the oaths of office prescribed by the Constitution and by this act, 
and elect one of their number as chairman of the commission, appoint a clerk, 
a first assistant clerk, a bailiff and a stenographer; and when organized, the 
commission shall have all the powers, discharge all the functions and perform 
all the duties prescribed by the Constitution and by law. 

10. That if any person heretofore or hereafter appointed and confirmed to 
be a member of the commission, or if any person appointed an officer of the 
commission, shall fail to qualify as required by the Constitution or by law, 
or to give any bond required by law of any such officer within thirty days 
after the date fixed by the Constitution or by law, as the commencement of 
the term of office to which he shall be appointed, then such office shall because 
of such failure to qualify, or to give any required bond within the time afore- 
said, become vacant, and such vacancy shall, in the case of members of the 
commission, be filled as prescribed by section one hundred and fifty-five of the 
Constitution, and in the case of officers and appointees of the commission, be 
filled by appointment of the commission. 

11. That the clerk of the commission shall keep a minute book in which

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shall be recorded all the proceedings, orders, findings and Judgments of the 
public sessions of the commission, and the minutes of the proceedings of each 
day's public session shall be read and approved by the commission and signed 
by its chairman or acting chairman; he shall, subject to the supervision and 
control of the commission, have custody of and preserve all of the records, 
documents, papers and files of the commission, or which may be filed before 
it in any complaint, proceeding, contest or controversy, and said records, 
documents, papers and files shall be open to public examination in the office 
of said clerk to the same extent as the records and files of the courts of this 
Commonwealth; he shall, when requested, make and certify copies from any 
record, document, paper or file in his office, and, if required, affix the seal of 
the commission thereto, and except when made at the instance of the commis- 
sion or on behalf of the Commonwealth, he shall charge and collect the same 
fees as are fixed by law for like services rendered by the clerks of the courts 
of this Commonwealth, and any such copy, so certified, shall have the same 
faith, credit and legal effect as copies made and certified by the clerks of the 
courts of this Commonwealth from the records and files thereof; he shall 
certify all allowances made by the commission to be paid out of the public 
treasury for witness fees, service of process or other, expenses; issue all 
notices, writs, processes or orders awarded by the commission, or authorized 
by law, or by the rules of the commission; he shall receive all fines and 
penalties imposed by the commission, all moneys collected on judgments, all 
registration fees required by law to be paid by corporations, all fees collected 
by any officer of the commission, and the tax on the seal of the commission, 
and shall keep an accurate account of the same, and what disposition has 
been made thereof, together with all fees collected by him for services ren- 
dered, either by him or his assistants, and shall, at least once in every thirty 
days during his term of office, render a statement of all such receipts and 
collections to the Auditor of Public Accounts, and pay the same into the 
treasury of the Commonwealth, and shall keep all such other accounts of 
such collections and disbursements, and shall make all such other reports 
thereof as may be required by law or by the regulations prescribed by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, and generally shall have the powers, discharge 
the functions and perform the duties of a clerk of a court of record in all 
matters within the jurisdiction of the commission. 

12. That the first assistant clerk of the commission shall have the powers, 
discharge the functions and perform the duties in all matters within the 
jurisdiction of the commission of a deputy clerk of a court of record, and 
shall perforra as well the duties of the clerk of the commission during the 
absence of said clerk, and in case of the death, resignation, incapacity or 
removal from office of the clerk, he shall be the acting clerk of the commis- 
sion until the vacancy in the office of clerk shall be filled. 

13. That the bailiff of the commission shall, in all matters within the juris- 
diction of the commission, have the powers, discharge the functions and per- 
form the duties of a sheriff or sergeant under the law; he shall preserve 
order during the public sessions of the commission, and may make arrests 
and serve and make return on any writ or process awarded by the commis- 
sion, and execute any writ, order or process of execution awarded upon the 
findings or judgments of the commission in any matter within its jurisdiction. 

14. The stenographer and other assistants and subordinates of the commls- 
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sion shall perform the duties required of them by law or by the commission, 
under its rules, regulations and requirements. 

15. The commission shall require its clerk, first assistant clerk and bailiff, 
before entering upon the discharge of the duties of their respective offices, 
each to enter into bond, with surety to be approved by the commission, in 
such penalty as the commission may deem sufficient (not in any case less 
than five thousand dollars), conditioned for the faithful performance of the 
duties of their respective offices, and for the prompt and full accounting for 
and payment into the treasury of all moneys received by them, respectively, 
as officers of the commission. The said bonds shall be made payable to the 
Commonwealth, and may be proceeded on and enforced in any circuit or cor- 
poration court in like manner as the official bonds of other officers of this 
Commonwealth, or of its courts. Said bonds shall be recorded in the record 
of the proceedings of the commission, and the original bonds transmitted 
by its clerk to the Auditor of Public Accounts, who shall file and preserve the 
same in his office. 

16. The commission shall have power and authority to require, by its rules, 
regulations and requirements, all corporations chartered under the laws of 
this State, and all foreign corporations doing business in this State, to per- 
form and discharge any public duty or requirement imposed upon such cor- 
porations by the Constitution or by law, and may require all such corpora- 
tions to furnish such reports to the commission as may be provided by the 
Constitution or by law, and the commission may enforce against any such 
corporation, by its judgments and processes, any fine or other penalty imposed 
by law for the failure of any such corporation to perform any public duty 
required of it, or to comply with any requirement of law, or any lawful regu- 
lation of the commission in reference to the same. The commission may 
require the establishment by transportation companies of separate waiting- 
rooms at all stations, wharves or landings for the white and colored rates. 

17. It shall be the duty of the commission to make inquiry and examination 
from time to time into the acts and proceedings of railroad, canal, steamboat, 
steamship or other transportation companies, and other chartered common 
carriers and transmission companies, doing business in this State, their 
officers and agents, for the purpose of ascertaining whether anything has been 
done or omitted in violation or contravention of .their charters or of the law. 

18. The commission shall examine all the railroads and the works and 
equipment thereof, and the works and equipment of all other transportation 
companies, and keep itself informed as to their physical condition and the 
manner in which they are operating with reference to the security and accom- 
modation of the public, and the compliance of the several companies with 
the provisions of their charters and the laws of the Commonwealth. And 
the provisions of this section shall apply to all railroads and other trans- 
portation companies, and to the corporations, trustees, receivers or other per- 
son owning or operating the same. 

19. Whenever in the judgment of the commission it shall appear that any 
transportation or transmission company has violated any law of this State, 
or has neglected in any respect or particular to comply with the terms of its 
charter, or with the provision of any of the laws of the Commonwealth, it 
shall give notice thereof in writing to such company, or the person operating 
the same; and if the violation or neglect be continued after such notice, the 
commission shall take such proceedings and impose such fines or penaltie"' 
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within its jurisdiction as shall be necessary to compel such transportation or 
transmission company to comply with the terms of its charter and the pro- 
visions of the laws of the Commonwealth. 

20. Whenever in the judgment of the commission it shall appear that 
repairs are necessary upon any railroad, or that any addition to its rolling 
stock, or addition or improvement in the equipment of any other transporta- 
tion line, or any enlargement of or improvement in the stations or station- 
houses, waiting-rooms, wharves or landings, or any change in the mode of 
operating the road or other transportation line, and conducting its business, 
is reasonable and expedient in order to promote the security and accommoda- 
tion of the public, it shall give ten days* notice in writing to the company or 
person operating the road, or other transportation line, of the improvements 
and changes which it adjudges to be proper, designating when and where the 
contemplated action in the premises will be considered and disposed of, and 
such company or person shall be afforded a reasonable opportunity to intro- 
duce witnesses and to be heard thereon; and any such company or person 
failing or refusing to obey any valid order or requirement of the commission 
in the premises within such reasonable time, not less than ten days, as shall 
be fixed in the order of the commission, it may impose upon any such com- 
pany or person the fines and penalties prescribed by the Constitution and by 
law for its or his failure to obey the orders and requirements of the commis- 
sion and the requirements of the law, and enforce the payment and collection 
thereof by its judgments and processes. 

21. Upon the complaint and application of the mayor or council of any city 
or town, or the board of supervisors of any county within which any part of 
any transportation or transmission line is located, it shall be the duty of the 
commission to make an examination of the physical condition and operation 
thereof. Before proceeding to make such examination in accordance with 
such application, the commission shall give to the applicants and the corpo- 
ration or person operating any such line reasonable notice in writing of the 
time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such. examination it shall 
appear to the commission that the complaint alleged by the applicant is well 
founded, it shall so adjudge and shall notify such corporation or person of its 
adjudication; and if such corporation or person fail for sixty days after such 
notification to remove the <;ause of complaint, the commission shall impose 
the fines and penalties provided by the Constitution and by law for its failure 
to obey the orders and requirements of the commission, and enforce the col- 
lection thereof by its judgments and processes. 

22. That in all complaints, proceedings, contests or controversies by or 
before the commission, whether instituted by the Commonwealth or by the 
commission of its own motion, the Commonwealth shall be complainant, and 
the party against whom the complaint is preferred, or the proceeding insti- 
tuted, shall be the defendant. Any party complainant or defendant in any 
complaint, proceeding, contest or controversy shall be entitled to process, to 
convene parties, compel the attendance of witnesses or the production of 
books and papers, in any proceeding or hearing before the commission. 

23. That the commission, on hearing of all complaints, proceedings, contests 
or controversies in which it shall be called upon to decide or render judgment 
in its capacity as a court of record, shall observe and administer the common 
and statute law rules of evidence as observed and administered by the courts 
of this Commonwealth, in like manner as complainants and defendants in the 
courts of this Commonwealth. 
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24. That any person who shall wilfully swear falsely touching any material 
fact or matter in any complaint, proceeding, investigation, contest or contro- 
versy instituted or pending before the commission, shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury. 

25. That the commission shall cause its rules of order and procedure to be 
entered upon the records of its proceedings and to be printed, as well as all 
amendments and additions to the same, and shall furnish copies thereof to 
county and city clerks, and to any citizen of this State, upon application 
therefor. 

26. That the commission, before entering any judgment for any fine or 
penalty imposed by law, shall summon or rule the party upon whom such 
fine or penalty is ^sought to be imposed to appear before the commission at 
some public session to be designated in the process, to show cause against 
such fine or penalty, and why the same should not be imposed and judgment 
rendered therefor: Provided, that the provisions of this section shall not apply 
to contempts committed in the presence of the commission while in public 
session; and before the commission shall make any order, rule, regulation or 
requirement directed against any one or more companies by name, the com- 
pany or companies to be affected by such order, rule, regulation or require- 
ment shall first be given by the commission at least ten days* notice of the 
time and place when and where the contemplated action of the commission 
in the premises will be considered and disposed of, and shall be afforded a 
reasonable opportunity to introduce evidence and to be heard thereon, to the 
end that justice may be done; and before the commission shall make or pre- 
scribe any general order, rule, regulation or requirement, not directed against 
any specific company or companies by name, the contemplated general order, 
rule, regulation or requirement shall first be published in substance not less 
than once a week for four consecutive weeks in one or more newspapers of 
general circulation published in the city of Richmond, Virginia, together with 
notice of the time and place when and where the commission will hear any 
objections which may be urged by any person interested, against the pro- 
posed order, rule, regulation or requirement; and every such general order, 
rule, regulation or requirement made by the commission shall be published 
at length for the time and in the manner above specified before it shall go 
into effect, and shall also, as long as it remains in effect, be published in 
each subsequent report of the commission. Any corporation failing or re- 
fusing to obey any valid order or requirement of the commission within such 
reasonable time, not less than ten days, as shall be fixed in the order, may be 
fined by the commission such sum, not exceeding five hundred dollars, as the 
commission may deem proper, or in such sum in excess of five hundred dol- 
lars as may be prescribed or authorized by law; and each day's continuance 
of such failure or refusal after due service upon such corporation of the order 
or requirement of the commission shall be a separate offence: Provided, that 
should the operation of such order or requirement be suspended pending an 
appeal therefrom, the period of such suspension shall not be computed against 
the company in the matter of its liability to fines or penalties: Provided, 
further, that the power of the commission to impose the penalties prescribed 
by the Constitution or by the law for the failure or refusal of any corporation 
to obey its valid orders and requirements, shall not be construed to relieve 
any company or corporation from the penalties now prescribed or hereafter 
to be prescribed by law for the failure or refusal of any such company or cor- 
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poration to perform any public duty or requirement prescribed, or which may 
be prescribed by any law of this State, but that such penalties may be 
enforced by the commission in addition to the penalties authorized to be im- 
posed by the Constitution and by law for failure or refusal to obey any of its 
valid orders or requirements. 

27. The commission shall have power and authority in all matters of which 
it has jurisdiction under the Constitution, or the laws of this Commonwealth, 
to render and enter up judgment for fines and penalties, or for the recovery 
of money, in any complaint, proceeding, contest or controversy, whether insti- 
tuted of Its own motion or otherwise, and to issue process of execution 
thereon, which may be levied and executed in like manner as executions 
awarded and issued upon the judgments or decrees of the* courts of law or 
equity of this Commonwealth. All judgments of the commission for fines or 
penalties, for contempt, or for the violation of any provision of the Constitu- 
tion or the laws of this State, or for the failure or refusal of any corporation 
to obey and observe the lawful rules, regulations or orders of the commission, 
shall be entered up in favor of the Commonwealth, and when collected shall 
be paid by the clerk of the commission into the treasury, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

28. The commission shall have powers and jurisdiction possessed and exer- 
cised under the law by the courts of record of this Commonwealth to punish 
for contempt by fine or imprisonment, or by both, any person duly summoned 
to appear and testify before the commission who shall fail or refuse to appear 
and testify, without a lawful excuse, or who shall refuse to answer any 
proper question propounded to him by the commission In the discharge of its 
duty, or who shall conduct himself In a rude, disrespectful or disorderly man- 
ner before the commission, or any of them, deliberating in the discharge of 
duty in public session, and may for any such contempt impose the same 
penalties, either by fine or Imprisonment, or by both, and render and enter 
up judgment in any such proceeding and enforce the same by process of 
execution or by commitment to jail, or by both, in the same manner and by 
like process and proceedings, and to the same extent, as may by law be done 
by any of the courts of this Commonwealth. The commission may commit 
any person adjudged by it guilty of contempt to the jail of any city or county 
in the Commonwealth, and the jailer thereof shall receive such person upon 
the commitment of the commission, attested by its clerk, first assistant clerk 
or acting clerk, and confine such person in the jail of his city or county, as 
the case may be, for the term of imprisonment specified in the commitment, 
unless sooner discharged therefrom by due process of law. The said jailer 
shall receive for the board of any person so committed the same allowance 
made by law for other persons confined in such jail, which shall be paid out 
of the public treasury upon the allowance of the commission, certified as 
hereinbefore provided. The fines and judgments of the commission in any 
contempt proceeding may be reviewed, affirmed, reversed or modified, as 
justice may require, on writ of error from the commission to the Supreme 
Court of Appeals. 

29. That the commission shall, in all matters within its jurisdiction, have 
the power and authority to award and issue, have served, executed and re- 
turned any writ, notice, process, order or order of publication which may by 
law be awarded, issued, served, executed or returned by or to any court of 
law or equity in this Commonwealth, for the purpose of compelling the attend-

ance of witnesses, the production of books and papers, the convening of 
parties or the enforcement and execution of its findings, orders or judgments. 

30. That all writs, processes and orders of the commission shall run in the 
name of the Commonwealth, and shall be attested by its clerk, or first assist- 
ant clerk, or acting clerk, and shall be directed to its bailiff, and may be 
served, executed and returned by the said bailiff, in any city or county of 
this State, or by the sergeant or sheriff, or any constable, of any city or 
county in this State within his bailiwick. All writs, notices, processes or 
orders of the commission may be served, executed and returned in like man- 
ner and upon like persons or property as the processes, writs, notices or 
orders of the courts of record of this Commonwealth, and when so served, 
executed and returned shall have the same legal effect The bailiff or other 
officer serving or executing any writ, notice, process or order of the commis- 
sion shall receive the same fees and commissions allowed by law for like 
services to the sergeants and sheriffs of the cities and counties of this State: 
Provided, that the bailiff of the commission shall account for and pay to its 
clerk all fees and commissions received by him for any services which he 
may render, which shall be accounted for and paid by the clerk of the com- 
mission into the treasury, as hereinbefore provided. The bailiff, or any other 
officer hereinbefore named, who shall fail to execute and return any writ, 
notice, process or order of the commission, shall be subject to the penalties 
prescribed by law for the failure to execute and return the process of any 
court, which penalties may be enforced by the judgment of the commission. 

31. That the commission shall cause to be taxed and collected in all com- 
plaints, proceedings, . contests or controversies instituted or pending before it, 
like fees and costs taxed and collected for like services by the officers of the 
courts of this Commonwealth; also the fees and mileage of witnesses attend- 
ing upon its public sessions,* and may enter judgment for the same and issue 
execution thereon, which execution may be levied and executed in like man- 
ner as execution issued upon the judgments or decrees of the courts of law or 
equity of this Commonwealth: Provided, that no costs shall be taxed or col- 
lected against the Commonwealth except on appeals of corporations under the 
provisions of section one hundred and eighty of the Constitution, which have 
been aggrieved by the assessments and ascertainments made b^ the commis- 
sion under sections one hundred and seventy-six and one hundred and seventy- 
eight of the Constitution. 

32. That the judgments of the commission for the recovery of money, fines 
or penalties shall be a lien on the real estate of the judgment debtor when 
duly docketed and indexed in the judgment lien docket as the judgments of 
the courts of record are required by law to be docketed and indexed, in the 
county or city in which the real estate of the judgment debtor is located, and 
the lien of such judgment may be enforced in equity before any court having 
jurisdiction to enforce liens. The clerks of the courts of the several cities 
and counties shall docket all such judgments on the lien docket of their 
respective courts when a copy thereof, certified by the clerk of the commission, 
shall be presented for that purpose. 

33. That the sessions of the commission for the hearing of any complaint, 
proceeding, contest or controversy instituted or pending before it, whether of 
its own motion or otherwise, shall be public, and its findings, decisions and 
judgments shall be announced and rendered in public session. The 
judgments of the commission for fines or penalties, or for the recovery

of money, shall take effect as of the date of such judgment, and when allowed 
by the commission in its order and entered up, the judgment shall bear 
interest from that date. The commission may by its rules provide for the 
number of its regular public sessions in each year, the time of their com- 
mencement, their duration and for their adjournment; and may also provide 
for extra or special public sessions when, in their judgment, such extra or 
special public sessions may be necessary or required. The commission shall 
hold at least one regular public session in every three months in each year. 

34. That the Commonwealth, or any party aggrieved by any final finding^ 
order or judgment of the commission shall have, of right, regardless of the 
amount involved, an appeal to the Supreme Court of Appeals, same to be 
taken and perfected within six months from the date of such final finding, 
order or judgment, and the Supreme Court of Appeals may, on petition of the 
Attorney-General, or any other party so aggrieved, if said petition be pre- 
sented within six months from the date of the final finding, order or judg- 
ment of the commission, award a writ of supersedens to any such final find- 
ing, order or judgment, and may review, affirm, reverse or modify the same, 
as justice may require, and enter therein such order as may be right and just. 
All such appeals shall be taken and perfected, heard and determined, and the 
mandate of the Supreme Court of Appeals certified down to the commission 
in the same manner as appeals in equity causes from the circuit or corpora- 
tion courts of this Commonwealth to the Supreme Court; except such appeals 
shall be heard and disposed of promptly by the Supreme Court, irrespective 
of its place of session, next after haheas corpus and Commonwealth's cases 
alreadi^ on the docket: Provided, however, this section shall not be construed 
to interfere in any way with the provisions of sub-sections (d), (€), if) and 
(g) of section one hundred and fifty-six of the Constitution, as to appeals 
from the action of the commission, prescribing rates, charges or classification 
of traffic, or affecting the train schedule of any transportation company, or 
requiring additional facilities, conveniences, or public service of any trans- 
portation or transmission company, or refusal to approve a suspending bond» 
or requiring additional security thereon, or an increase thereof; but shall be 
construed to provide only for appeals from the final findings, orders and 
judgments of the commission in cases not expressly provided for by the 
Constitution. 

35. That the commission may require a suspending bond on any appeal, in 
such penalty and with such surety thereon as it may deem sufficient, and 
may, during the pendency of any appeal, at any time, require the increase of 
any such bond or additional security thereon: Provided, however, there shall 
be of right, regardless of the amount, an appeal from the action of the com- 
mission refusing to approve a suspending bond, or requiring an increase 
thereof, or additional security thereon, in like manner as provided by sub- 
sections (d), (e), if) and (g) of section one hundred and fifty-six of the 
Constitution. The commission may also require bond for the payment of 
costs in such penalty, and with such security, as it may deem sufficient, in 
any complaint, proceeding, contest or controversy instituted or pending before 
it. All suspending bonds, and bonds for the payment of costs, taken or re- 
quired to be taken by the commission, shall be made payable to the Common- 
wealth, and may be enforced in the name of the Commonwealth by motion or 
other legal proceeding or remedy before the commission, or in any circuit or 
corporation court of this Commonwealth having jurisdiction of a motion or 
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action on such bonds, and the process and proceedings thereon shall be as 
provided by law upon bonds of the like character required and taken by any 
court of this Commonwealth, and the commission or such circuit or corpora- 
tion court may render and enter up like Judgments upon such bonds as may 
by law be rendered and entered upon bonds of like character, and process of 
execution shall issue upon such judgments, and may be levied and executed 
as provided by law in other cases. 

36. That if any transportation company, upon the final decision of an appeal 
from the action of the commission prescribing rates, charges or classification 
of traffic, confirming or modifying the action of the commission, shall fail to 
refund in the manner and within the time prescribed in the notice of the 
commission all amounts which the appealing company may have collected 
pending the appeal, in excess of that authorized by such final decision, upon 
notice to such corporation by the commission of such final decision, then the 
commission^ after thirty days' notice to any such company, may, unless the 
amount required by such order be paid to the clerk of the commission, render 
and enter judgment in the name of the Commonwealth, for the use of the 
persons, firms and corporations entitled to the same, against any such com- 
pany for the aggregate amount of such collections and for costs, and may 
enforce the amount of such judgment and costs by process of execution, as 
hereinbefore provided as to the enforcement of the judgments of the commis- 
sion. The commission shall, upon the collection of said judgment, forthwith 
distribute the amount thereof, through its clerk, among the parties entitled 
thereto, respectively, in such manner as it may by its rules or orders pre- 
scribe, and shall, upon the payment or collection of any such judgment, enter 
the same satisfied upon its records, and have the same entered satisfied on 
the judgment lien docket of the court of any city or county where the sam© 
may have been docketed, and the satisfaction of any such judgment shall be 
a bar to any further action or recovery against any such corporation to the- 
extent of such recovery. 

37. The commission may investigate the cause of any accident on any 
transportation line which in its judgment shall require investigation. 

38. The commission is authorized to enter into contracts with the several 
railroads and other transportation companies, doing business in this State, 
for the transportation of convicts, insane or other persons, who are cared for 
by the State, and of sheriffs and all necessary guards, to and from the peni- 
tentiary and the several State hospitals in this State, upon such terms as the 
commission and the several companies may agree, not to exceed two cents per 
mile for each person transported under such contract. Said contracts may 
be renewed or extended for such time as the commission shall deem to be ta 
the interest of the State. 

39. The commission shall determine the most direct and practicable route 
from each court-house by which to convey persons to the penitentiary and the 
several State hospitals, and shall file with the Auditor of Public Accounts^ 
the Superintendent of the Penitentiary, the superintendents of the severar 
State hospitals, and the clerks of the several counties and corporations, a 
schedule of the route determined upon. 

40. The commission shall furnish with such schedule certificates of trans- 
portation in the form agreed upon in its contract with the companies. Said 
certificates shall be signed by the clerk of the commission, and shall be taken 
up by the conductor or other agent authorized by said companies to collect 
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tare, as other tickets or fares are collected. They shall be presented by the 
companies holding the same, either monthly or quarterly, as may be deter- 
mined upon by the commission and the companies, to the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, who shall examine the same, and -if found correct, pay them as 
other claims against the State are audited and settled. 

41. The commission shall, annually, on the first day of January, publish ^ 
compilation of the statute laws governing common carriers in the State of 
Virginia, together with a compilation of the rules and regulations prescribed 
for their government by the commission, and shall furnish a sufficient num- 
ber of copies to each railroad company or transportation company, or person 
operating the same, to enable such company or person operating the same, 
to post and keep posted conspicuously in every passenger and freight depot 
of the company a copy of such laws, rules and regulations; and every such 
company or person operating the same is hereby required to see that such 
copies, when furnished by the commission, are posted and kept posted in the 
manner prescribed. 

42. That the commission shall have and use a common seal^ to consist of 
a circular die with the coat-of-arms of Virginia and the title "State Corpora- 
tion Commission'' stamped upon the face of the die, and shall have power to 
affix said seal to any paper, record or document when necessary for the pur- 
pose of authentication, and such seal, when so affixed to any paper, record or 
document emanating from the commission or its clerk's office, shall have the 
same force and effect for authentication as the seal of any court of record in 
this State. The clerk of the commission shall collect a tax of one dollar for 
each impression of said seal upon any paper, record or document, for which 
tax he shall account to the Auditor of Public Accounts, and pay the same into 
the public treasury as hereinbefore provided. 

43. That the commission shall keep a docket of all complaints, proceedings, 
contests and controversies instituted or pending before it, and all cases shall 
be numbered on the docket in the order in which they were instituted, and 
the papers therein jacketed and numbered in the same consecutive order, and 
when finally determined and disposed of, the papers and files shall be filed 
and preserved in the same numerical order and properly indexed for con- 
venient future reference. 

44. The fcommission shall, by order entered upon the records of its proceed- 
ings, make all allowances to be paid out of the public treasury for expenses, 
witness fees and mileage, and for service of process, and when so allowed 
and certified by its clerk to the Auditor of Public Accounts, the last-named 
officer shall draw his warrant for the payment of the amount of any such 
allowances out of the public treasury: Provided, that the commission shall 
not allow to any witness exceeding one dollar per day for his attendance, 
nor exceeding five cents per mile for each mile travelled to and from the place 
of attendance, and shall not make any allowances to be paid out of the public 
treasury save when the expenses incurred, the witness attendance, or the 
services of process, is at the instance of the commission, or on behalf of the 
Commonwealth. 

45. That the commission shall have made and kept in its clerk's office a 
register of all corporations, which register shall contain the corporate names 
of all corporations heretofore chartered and existing at this date, so far as 
the same may be obtainable, and those hereafter chartered by the laws of this 
State, and of all foreign corporations heretofore or hereafter licensed to 
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transact business in this State, and as to domestic corporations shall contain 
also the following information, to-wit: Date of incorporation. Names and 
residences of officers and directors. Amount of capital stock, and whether 
preferred or common, or both, and the amount of each. Amount of bonds to 
be issued. Nature of corporate enterprise or business to be conducted. The 
place of its principal or general office or place of business. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall forthwith prepare and furnish 
to the commission a list of all charters recorded in his office up to April 
first, nineteen hundred and three, containing the above information so far as 
shown by the records of his office. 

46. The commission shall issue all charters and all amendments, extensions 
and renewal of charters, upon application, complying with the provisions of 
the incorporation laws of this State, and when any charter or amendment, 
extension or renewal of a charter is issued, shall certify the same, under its 
seal, to the Secretary of the Commonwealth for recordation as required by 
law, and the commission shall have the granting of all licenses to foreign 
corporations to transact business in this State. The commission shall, before 
approving any application or petition for a charter, or granting any license 
to any foreign corporation to transact business in this State, require the pay- 
ment of the fees prescribed by law, and on or before the first day of March 
in each year, in addition to the franchise tax and the fees otherwise prescribed 
by law, require each domestic corporation, other than a purely charitable in- 
stitution, and each foreign corporation doing business in this State, to pay a 
registration fee as follows: Where the proposed maximum capital stock is 
fixed at fifteen thousand dollars or under, or if such corporation is organized 
on a mutual basis or without capital stock, five dollars; in excess of fifteen 
thousand dollars and not over fifty thousand dollars, ten dollars; in excess of 
fifty thousand dollars and not over one hundred thousand dollars, fifteen 
dollars; in excess of one hundred thousand dollars and not over three hun- 
dred thousand dollars, twenty dollars; and in excess of three hundred thou- 
sand dollars, twenty-five dollars; all of which fees shall be collected and 
received by its clerk and accounted for and paid into the public treasury as 
hereinbefore provided. 

47. That the commission shall designate some State depository as a place 
of deposit for the moneys received by its clerk under this or any future act 
of the General Assembly, and shall require its clerk to deposit therein all 
moneys received by him at least once in every twenty-four hours, and all 
checks upon said depository drawn by said clerk shall be countersigned by 
the chairman or acting chairman of the commission. That the bailiff of the 
commission, or any sergeant, sheriff or constable who shall collect any judg- 
ment, or any part thereof, rendered by the commission, shall, within ten days 
after such collection, pay the amount thereof, either in current funds or by 
certified check, to the clerk of the commission. Any officer of the commission, 
or any sergeant, sheriff or constable who shall omit or fail to perform any of 
the requirements of this section, shall be fined not less than five hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, which may be imposed and judg- 
ment rendered therefor and enforced by the commission. All proceedings 
against any such officer, and the surety on his official bond, may be had as 
provided by law in reference to official bonds, for default in the accounting 
for or payment over of any moneys collected or received by him under the 
provisions of this act 
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48. That the commission shall annually, on or before the first day of Decem- 
ber, notify each corporation, subject to a registration fee of the amount 
thereof, and when the same is payable, and when paid its clerk shall promptly 
receipt therefor to the corporation paying the same, such notice to be mailed 
to the last address furnished by such company. 

49. That all transportation companies operating in this State shall, on the 
order of the commission, attested by its clerk, or on an order signed by any 
member of the commission, furnish free transportation to the members of 
the commission and its officers, when travelling on official business, and the 
order for such transportation shall show that the same is desired for official 
business. 

50. That the commission shall have authority to purchase all necessary 
supplies and to have all necessary printing and publishing done, and to secure 
all telephone and telegraph service necessary to the efficient discharge of its 
duties, and the same shall be paid out of the fund appropriated for its inci- 
dental and contingent expenses: Provided however, that all printing neces- 
sary for the commission shall be done by the Public Printer on its order. 

51. That the commission shall, on or before the first day of December in 
each year, tabulate and publish in statistical form such reports made to it in 
pursuance of the Constitution and laws of this State, as required by sub- 
section (a) of section one hundred and fifty-six of the Constitution proper, 
and shall, on the same date in each year, make report to the Governor as 
required by sub-section (1) of said section, to be by him laid before the 
General Assembly at each regular session thereof. 

52. That any member of the commission who, during the term of his office, 
shall be directly or indirectly employed by, or hold any office in relation to, 
any transportation or transmission company, or in any wise become interested 
therein financially, or shall engage in the practice of law, or be guilty of 
misfeasance or malfeasance in office, shall be impeached and removed from 
office in the same manner provided for the impeachment and removal of 
judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals; and any officer of the commission 
for like causes, or for neglect of duty, or when, in the judgment of the com- 
mission, the public service will be promoted thereby, may be removed from 
office by the commission. 

53. The Board of Public Works and the Railroad Commissioner shall, on 
the second day of March, nineteen hundred and three, or as soon thereafter 
as requested by the commission, surrender and deliver to the commission the 
records, books, files and papers of their respective offices, and thereafter said 
records, books, files and papers shall be and remain a part of the records, 
books, papers and files of the commission. 

54. That the annual salaries of the members and officers of the commission 
shall be as follows: Each commissioner, four thousand dollars; the clerk, two 
thousand dollars; the first assistant clerk, fifteen hundred dollars; the 
stenographer, twelve hundred dollars; and the bailiff, nine hundred dollars; 
and the Auditor of Public Accounts shall draw his warrant upon the public 
treasury for the payment of said salaries in equal monthly payments for each 
month of their respective terms of office. 

55. This act shall not be construed to take away or impair the jurisdiction 
of any court of this Commonwealth to hear and determine any proceeding, 
suit or motion of which it now has jurisdiction, for the enforcement of any 
fine or penalty against any corporation under the laws of this State, but that 
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the powers and jurisdiction of the commission to hear, determine and enforce 
such fines and penalties shall be construed to be concurrent. 

56. The commission is hereby charged with all the duties and vested with 
all the rights, property, functions and powers heretofore performed, vested in 
and exercised by the Board of Public Works, except in so far as the same may 
be in conflict with the Constitution and laws of this State, and the commission 
shall particularly perform the duties and exercise the powers heretofore per- 
formed and exercised by said board, prescribed in sections fifty-nine to 
seventy-eight, inclusive, of this act. 

57. The commission, or some member thereof, shall, and is hereby directed 
and authorized to, attend the sale of any work of internal improvement in 
which the State is a stockholder or otherwise interested, whether such sale 
be made by virtue of mortgage, judgment, decree or other lien. 

58. If the works of any internal improvement company be not commenced 
and be completed within the time prescribed by law, or by its charter, or If 
after such works be completed the company abandon them, or for three 
successive years cease to use and fail to keep them in good repair, in each of 
these cases the State may proceed against such company by writ of quo 
ivarranto, or information in the nature of a writ of quo warranto, and 
if in any such proceeding there is a judgment against the company, the 
commission shall forthwith take possession of its works and property and 
sell the same (except the debts owing to the company), and convey the 
-works and property so sold to the purchaser thereof as soon as the pur- 
chase money has been paid, the deed of conveyance to be executed by the 
chairman of the commission under its seal. The commission shall, moreover, 
collect, as far as practicable, the debts aforesaid, and apply the proceeds 
thereof and of the said sale, after deducting the costs and expenses of the 
collection and sale, to the discharge of the liabilities of the company, and 
-whatever remains after said liabilities are discharged, pay into the treasury 
of the State. Upon such conveyance to the said purchaser, he shall forth- 
-with be a corporation by any name which may be set forth in such convey- 
ance, or any writing signed by him and admitted to record in the county 
or corporation wherein the conveyance shall be admitted to record; and to 
the corporation thus created all the provisions of section twelve hundred and 
thirty-four of the Code shall apply, except that the franchises, rights and 
privileges to which such corporation shall succeed and the duties which it 
shall perform, shall be such as would have been had or performed by the 
first company but for the judgment aforesaid in the proceeding by writ of 
quo warranto, or information in the nature of a writ of quo warranto, save 
only as in said section provided. 

59. It shall be the duty of the commission, with the consent of the board 
of supervisors of any county given at any regular meeting by a two-thirds 
vote of all elected in such county, where in their opinion the public interest 
will be promoted thereby, to transfer and convey the State's interest in any 
turnpike or plank road, or any part thereof, to the county or counties in 
which said road lies. The transfer shall be made by a formal order to be 
entered upon the minutes of the proceedings of the commission, and a copy 
to be transmitted by its clerk to the clerk of the circuit or county court for 
record in the clerk's office in each county where the said road lies. 

60. The commission shall be vested with power to collect any fund or divi- 
dend due from any work of internal improvement in which the State is in- 
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terested, and to pay the same into the treasury to the credit of the sinking^ 
fund. 

61. The commission, for all works in which the State may hold stock here- 
tofore subscribed and not disposed of, shall from time to time appoint one or 
more proxies to represent the stock held by or on behalf of the State in the 
company haying control of such work: Provided, that the present proxies shall 
hold over until their successors are appointed. 

62. In cases in which it may be desired by the commission, its proxies shall 
cause to be transmitted to it copies of the reports of the proceedings of the 
directors of the companies in which they are proxies, the proceedings of the 
stockholders thereof, and other documents relating to the works, and shall 
make such reports as the commission may require or to the proxies may seem 
proper. 

63. In every company to the stock of which the Board of Public Works or 
the State has heretofore subscribed and which has not been disposed of, the 
commission shall appoint such portion of the directors as shall bear to the 
whole number of the directors of such company the same proportion, as 
nearly as possible, that the stock held on behalf of the State in such com- 
pany bears to the whole capital stock thereof. 

64. The appointment of directors in a company, according to the preceding 
section, shall be made by the commission before each annual meeting therein. 

65. Proxies and directors appointed by the commission shall be in office 
from the time such appointment is in force until their successors are ap- 
pointed, unless sooner removed. When a proxy fails to attend at any meet- 
ing, the commission, without removing him, may make a temporary appoint- 
ment, to be in force during his absence. 

66. The commission and the Second Auditor shall cause to be registered, In 
books to be kept in their respective offices for the purpose, all claims, stocks, 
bonds, choses in action, and all property, real or personal, due or belonging to 
the State, with such description thereof as will enable easy reference to the 
same by any State officer or person interested. 

67. Any money forfeited to the commission, and any money which ought to 
be paid into the public treasury to the credit of the fund for internal im- 
provement, shall be recovered, with interest on such money from the time- 
the same ought to be paid, by motion, after fifteen days' notice, or by action 
in the circuit court of the city of Richmond. The Second Auditor shall in- 
stitute and prosecute in the name of the Commonwealth the proceedings 
after an order for such motion or action shall have been made by the com- 
mission. 

68. The commission 7nay appoint agents for the collection of its debts or 
claims, and authorize them to secure payment thereof on such terms as it 
may approve, except it shall not appoint an agent to collect any judgment, 
fine, or penalty rendered or imposed by the commission. 

69. When the estate of any person taken under execution or for sale under 
any decree or deed of trust for any such debt or claim will not sell for the 
amount thereof, the commission may purchase such estate. 

70. The commission may sell any estate so purchased, at such time and on 
such terms as the commission may deem advantageous, and the commission 
shall execute a deed conveying to the purchaser all the interest which the 
commission may have in such land. 

71. For the services of any agent under this act, the commission may allow 
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compensation not exceeding, in any case, five per centum on the money 
actually paid into the treasury. 

72. Where the tolls of any canal, navigation, or bridge company are not 
prescribed by its charter, the commission shall fix such tolls as may seem 
to it reasonable, and may alter the same at its pleasure. 

73. If in any company incorporated and organized before the first day of 
July, eighteen hundred and fifty, to the stock of which the Board of Public 
Works or the State has, before or since that date, subscribed, a resolution be 
adopted in general meeting of the stockholders (by the vote of the ma- 
jority of the stockholders, other than the State), assenting to section sixty- 
five of this act, the same shall thenceforth be of the same force in respect to 
such company that it would be if it had formed a part of the act incorpo; 
rating such company. If such assent be not given, the votes in the meetings 
of the stockholders of such company and the appointment of directors therein 
shall continue to be according to the laws in force on the day before the 
Code of eighteen hundred and eighty-seven took effect, unless it be a com- 
pany whose charter is, by the terms thereof, subject to be altered, amended, 
or modified by the General Assembly; in which case the said section sixty- 
five shall be of the same force in respect to it as if such assent had been 
given. 

74. That so much of the act entitled "an act to authorize the James River 
and Kanawha Company to make sale and transfer of all its works, property, 
and franchises to the Richmond and Alleghany Railroad Company, and to 
define the powers and duties of the Board of Public Works in reference 
thereto," approved February twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
nine, as has not been carried into effect, shall continue in force, and the 
commission shall exercise all the powers and perform all the duties conferred 
and imposed upon the Board of Public Works by the said act. 

75. The commission shall make report to the General Assembly at each 
regular session, showing the condition of each work made on the State ac- 
count, or to the stock of which the Board of Public Works or the State had 
heretofore subscribed, and giving such other information in relation thereto 
as it may deem pertinent. And the Second Auditor shall also report to the 
General Assembly at such regular session a succinct statement relative to 
every such work, showing the gross amount of the year's income therefrom, 
the net balance of such income remaining, after paying current expenses, and 
interest on debts due on account of the work, and what percentage such net 
balance is on the capital expended. On or before the first day of October 
the said reports shall be delivered to the superintendent of public printing, 
and he shall cause the same to be printed. 

76. That sub-section twelve of section one hundred and eighty-three, and 
sections twelve hundred and twelve, twelve hundred and thirty-six, twelve 
hundred and thirty-nine, twelve hundred and fifty-four, twelve hundred and 
ninety-eight, twelve hundred and ninety-nine, thirteen hundred, as amended 
by an act of the Geenral Assembly, approved March fourth, nineteen hundred; 
thirteen hundred and one, thirteen hundred and two, thirteen hundred and 
three, thirteen hundred and six, thirteen hundred and seven, thirteen hun- 
dred and eight, thirteen hundred and ten, thirteen hundred and eleven, as 
amended by an act of the General Assembly, approved March fourth, nineteen 
hundred; thirteen hundred and twelve, thirteen hundred and thirteen, thir- 
teen hundred and fourteen, thirteen hundred and fifteen, thirteen hundred 
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and sixteen, thirteen hundred and seventeen, thirteen hundred and eighteen, 
thirteen hundred and nineteen, thirteen hundred and twenty, thirteen hun- 
dred and twenty-one, thirteen hundred and twenty-two, thirteen hundred and 
twenty-three, thirteen hundred and twenty-four, thirteen hundred and twenty- 
five, thirteen hundred and twenty-six, thirteen hundred and twenty-seven, 
thirteen hundred and twenty-eight, thirteen hundred and twenty-nine, thir- 
teen hundred and thirty, thirteen hundred and thirty-one, thirteen hundred 
and thirty-two, thirteen hundred and thirty-three, and thirteen hundred and 
thirty-seven of the Code of eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, and sections 
eleven, twelve and thirteen of the act of the General Assembly of Virginia, 
approved March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-two, entitled an act to 
further regulate and control common carriers doing business in this State, 
and further defining the duties of the Railroad Commissioner in relation 
thereto, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 
77. This act shall be in force from its passage. 
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RULES OF PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE BEFORE 
THE STATE CORPORATION COMMISSION 

OF VIRGINIA. 



Adopted October 6, 1903. 



PUBLIC SESSIONS. 

1. The regular public sessions of the Commission, sitting as a court, for the 
hearing of contested cases and matters proi)erly coming before it, will be held 
at its offices, in the city of Richmond, on the second Monday in January, April, 
June, September and November in each year. These sessions may be ad- 
journed from time to time, and shall last so long as the business before the 
Commission and the public interests may require. These sessions may be 
adjourned, during their respective terms, to any other place in the State, 
upon order of the Commission, that the public necessity or the convenience 
of the parties require an adjournment. 

Special judicial sessions of the Commission may be held at any time upon 
order of the Commission, or a majority of its members, in the city of Rich- 
mond, or elsewhere in the State, for the hearing of all matters over which the 
Commission has jurisdiction. 

PARTIES. 

2. All complaints, proceedings, contests or controversies before the Commis- 
sion shall be instituted in the name of the Commonwealth as complainant, 
and the party against whom the complaint is preferred, or the proceeding 
instituted, shall be the defendant; in all proceedings instituted by the Com- 
mission, of its own motion, the complainant shall be, "The Commonwealth 
at the relation of the State Corporation Commission"; in all other complaints 
and proceedings instituted by parties, the complainant shall be styled "The 
Commonwealth at the relation of ." 

Any person, firm, corporation or association, or any commercial body, may 
institute a complaint before the Commission. When instituted by an unin- 
corporated association or mercantile body, the complaint must be in the 
name of a committee of not less than two persons on behalf of such associa- 
tion or body. 

When the complaint concerns anything done, or omitted to be done, by a 
single carrier or other corporation, no other need be made a party, but if it 
relates to joint tariffs, or questions in which two or more carriers or other 
corporations are interested, all such must be made parties. A complaint may

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embrace several carriers, or lines of carriers, operated separately, in the 
same proceeding, when the subject matter of the complaint involves substan- 
tially the same violation of the law, or of the rules and regulations of the 
Commission, by the several carriers or lines. Persons or carriers not origi- 
nally parties may apply, in -any pending case or proceeding, for leave to inter- 
vene, and to be heard upon the questions involved. Such application must 
be by petition, verified by oath, which must set forth the petitioners' interest 
in the proceeding. 

PETITIONS AND COMPLAINTS. 

• 

3. All complaints for the redress of alleged grievances or violation of law 

by the defendant must be in writing and addressed to the Commission. Such 
petition or complaint must distinctly and plainly set forth the grounds of 
complaint, the items being numbered, and the petition or complaint must be 
verified by aflfldavit The name of the corporation, or other parties com- 
plained against, must be stated in full, and the address of the complainant, 
with the name and address of his attorney or counsel, if any, must appear 
upon the petition, when the complaint is made otherwise than on the motion 
of the Commission. 

NOTICE. 

4. The petition or complaint may be filed before the Commission, or with 
its clerk, and, thereupon, a notice, in the form of a writ, shall be Issued, 
according to law, by the clerk, directed to the bailiff of the Commission or 
other proper officer, summoning the defendant or defendants to appear before 
the Commission on the day named therein, which shall be not less than ten 
days from the filing of the complaint. The said writ and notice, and a copy 
of the complaint, shall be served upon the defendant or defendants, and re- 
turn made according to law. 

ANSWERS. 

5. Upon the day named in the writ, or notice, the defendant or defendants 
shall file before the Commission an answer in writing, specifically admitted, 
or denying, by items, the material allegations of the complaint, and setting 
forth the facts which will be relied upon to support any such denial. The 
answer shall be verified by aflfldavit, and be signed by the attorney or counsel, 
if there be such. If the parties are ready, upon the filing of the answer, the 
Commission may proceed at once to hear the matter of contest. If either 
party be not prepared for the hearing, then an adjournment may be had and 
the day for the hearing fixed upon the application of either party, in the dis- 
cretion of the Commission. 

Instead of answering the complaint, defendant or defendants may demur to 
the same, filing a demurrer in writing on the return day. 

AMENDMENTS. 

6. Upon the application of any party, amendments to any complaint or an- 
swer in any proceeding or investigation may be allowed by the Commission, 
in its discretion.

STIPULATIONS OR AGREED FACTS. 

7. The parties to any complaint or proceeding before the Commission may, 
by stipulation in writing, filed with the Commission, agree upon the facts, or 
any portion thereof, involved in the controversy, which stipulation shall be 
recorded and used as evidence on the hearing, it is desired that the facts 
be thus agreed upon whenever practicable. 

HEARINGS. 

8. Upon the filing of the answer, the hearing will proceed at once, or the 
Commission will assign the time and place for the same. Witnesses will be 
examined orally before the Commission, unless testimony or facts are agreed 
upon, as otherwise provided in these rules. The petitioner or complainant 
must prove the existence of the facts complained of, unless they are admitted, 
or the defendants be in default by failing to answer. Facts alleged in the 
answer must be proved by the defendant or defendants, unless admitted by 
complainant. In cases of failure to answer the Commission will take such 
proof of the charge as may be deemed reasonable and proper, and make such 
order thereon as the circumstances of the case may require. 

DEPOSITIONS AND WITNESSES. 

9. The testimony of any witness may be taken by deposition, at the instance 
of a party, in any proceeding or investigation before the Commission after 
the same is at issue by the filing of the answer. Such depositions must be 
after notice, and before the officer required and allowed by the statutes of 
Virginia. Any party, complainant or defendant, shall be entitled to process 
to compel the attendance of witnesses or the production or books and papers 
before the Commission. Such process will be issued, for proper service and 
return by the clerk of the Commission, upon application of any party to the 
proceeding. When depositions are taken they must be returned to the clerk 
of the Commission, as depositions are required by law to be returned to the 
clerk of a court of chancery. 

ARGUMENT, 

10. Whenever requested by the proper authorities, the Attorney-General of 
the State may represent the complainant in any proceeding. 

Arguments may be made orally before the Commission, or written or 
printed briefs may be filed in any case within such time as may be pre- 
scribed by the Commission in such case. For convenience in reading and 
filing, it is requested that, whenever practicable, in cases of importance, argu- 
ments be printed. 

SPECIAL MATTERS. 

11. In the performance of special functions of a judicial nature, imposed 
upbn it directly by law, and not instituted by any complainant, such as the 
assessment of property of corporations and other like matters, such notices 
will be given and proceedings be had, as are required by the statutes under 
which the Commission acts In the performance of such duties. 
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GENERAL BUSINESS. 

12. The offices of the Commission, on the fourth floor of the City Hall of 
Richmond, will he open for the transaction of business on week days from 
9 A. M. to 6 P. M. When the Commission Is not in session, applications for 
charters and all papers to be presented to the Commission, or flled in its 
offices, may be left with the clerk.

In the matter of fixing and prescribing a schedule of rules and regulations 
governing transportation companies as to time limit for placing empty cars, 
and delivery of freight at its destination, and as to storage, demurrage, and 
car service. 



The rules and regulations prescribed by the Commission in its order en- 
tered on the 13th day of August, 1903, and affirmed as just, reasonable and 
valid by the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia in an order entered in that 
court on the 24th day of March, 1904, having been published at length, as 
required by law, once a week for four consecutive weeks in one of the news- 
papers of general circulation published in the city of Richmond, 

It is now Ordered that the said rules and regulations be in effect on and 
after the 16th day of May, 1904, and from that date on, shippers, consignees 
and transportation companies and all others affected by said rules and regu- 
lations within the State of Virginia shall be governed by the same.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



All Storage, Demurrage and Car Service Charges, and all Car Detention 
Charges, shall be as prescribed in these rules. Nothing in these rules shall 
apply to shipments of live stock and perishable freight, which shipments shall 
be governed by the statutes now in force, with such additional requirements 
as may be ordered by the Commission from time to time. In all computation 
of time under these rules, Sundays and legal holidays are to be excluded. 

RULE I. 

"When a shipper makes verbal or written application to a railroad company 
for a car or cars, to be loaded with finy kind of freight embraced in the tariff 
of said company, stating in said application the character of the freight, and 
Its final destination, the railroad company shall furnish same within four 
days from 7 o'clock A. M. the day following such applicatio;n. 

Or, when the shipper making such application specifies a future day on 
which he desires to make a shipment, giving not less than four days* notice 
thereof, computing from 7 o'clock A. M. the day following such application, 
the railroad company shall furnish such car or cars on the day specified in 
the application. 

For failure to comply with this rule, the company so offending shall for- 
feit and pay to the shipper applying the sum of $1.00 per car per day, or 
fraction of a day's delay after expiration of free time, upon demand in 
writing, made within thirty days thereafter by the shipper: Provided, how- 
ever, that this rule shall not apply to shipments of coal and coke from mines 
and ovens. 

RULE II. 

When freight in carloads or less is tendered to a railroad company, and 
correct shipping instructions given, the railroad agent must immediately 
receive the same for shipment and issue bills of lading therefor, and when- 
ever such shipments have been so received by any railroad company, they 
must be carried forward at the rate of not less than fifty (50) miles per day 
of twenty-four hours, computing from 7 o'clock A. M. the day following re- 
ceipt of shipment, and for failure to receive and transport such shipments 
within the time prescribed, the railroad company so offending shall forfeit 
and pay to the shipper the sum of $1.00 per car per day, or fraction thereof, 
on all carload freight, and one cent per hundred pounds per day, or fraction 
thereof, on freight in less than carloads, with minimum charge of five (5) 
cents for any one package, upon demand in writing by the shipper, or other 
party whose interest is affected by such delay: Provided, that in computing 
the time of freight in transit, there shall be allowed twenty-four hours at each 
point where transferring from one railroad to another, or rehandling of 
freight, is involved. 

The period during which the movement of freight Is suspended on account 
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of accident, or any cause not within the power of the railroad company tx) 
prevent, shall be added to the free time allowed in this rule, and counted as 
additional free time. 

RULE III. 

Railroad companies shall, within twenty-four hours after arrival of ship- 
ments, give notice, by mail or otherwise, to consignee of the arrival of ship- 
ments, together with the weight and amount of freight charges due thereon, 
and where goods or freight in carload quantities arrive, such notice shall con- 
tain also identifying numbers, letters and initials of the car or cars, atld if 
transferred in transit, the number and initials of the car in which originally 
shipped. Any railroad company failing to give such notice shall forfeit and 
pay to the shipper, or other party whose interest is affected, the sum of $1.00 
per car per day, or fraction of a day's delay, on all carload shipments, and 
one cent per hundred pounds per day, or fraction thereof, on freight In less 
than carloads, with minimum charge of five (5) cents for any one package, 
after the expiration of the said twenty-four hours: Providedf that not more 
than one dollar per day be charged for any one consignment not in excess of 
a carload. 

(a) This rule is applicable also to steamboat and steamship lines. 

RULE IV. 

Railroad companies shall deliver freight at their depots or warehouses, 
or, in case of shipments for track delivery, shall place loaded cars at an ac- 
cessible place for unloading within twenty-four hours after arrival, computing 
from 7 o'clock A. M. the day following arrival of same. Except that carload 
shipments for track delivery at local stations having not more than one 
team track, shall be placed at an accessible point for unloading by the con- 
ductor of the train on which the car arrives. The shipper or consignee shall 
be paid $1.00 per car per day for each day, or fraction of a day, such de- 
livery is so delayed. 

RULE V. 

All carload freight, or freight carried at carload rates, and all freight in 
cars, whether full carload or not, taking track delivery, shall be subject to 
the demurrage, or car service charges prescribed in these rules. 

RULE VI. 

A shipper, on whose order a car or cars have been placed for loading, shall 
be allowed forty-eight hours for the loading of such car or cars, computing 
time from 7 o'clock A. M. the day after such car or cars have been placed 
subject to the order of shipper, and thereafter a demurrage charge of not 
more than $1.00 per car per day, or fraction of a day, may be assessed and 
collected on all such cars as have not been tendered to the railroad company 
with shipping instructions within said forty-eight hours: Provided, however, 
that should the shipper fail to begin loading within forty-eight hours after 
the expiration of free time the railroad company shall consider the car or 
cars released, and may assess and collect $2.00 on each car, covering the 
demurrage then due. 

Railroad companies shall not be compelled to furnish cars for future ship- 
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ments to parties in default as to the payment of the demurrage charges, here- 
in last provided for, until such demurrage charges have been paid. 

If, after placing the car or cars required by this rule, the railroad com- 
pany shall, during or after free time, temporarily remove all or any of them, 
or in any way prevent, obstruct or delay the loading of same, the shipper 
shall not be chargeable with the delay caused thereby. 

When, by reason of delay or irregularity on the part of the railroad com- 
pany in filling orders, cars are bunched in excess of the ability of the shipper 
to load, as indicated in his applications, the shipper shall be allowed separate 
and distinct periods of free time within which to load the car or cars specified 
in each separate application. 

RULE VII. 

A car or cars detained or held at point of shipment for want of prober 
shipping Instructions, or by reason of imperfect or excessive loading, where 
loading is done by shipper, shall be subject to a demurrage charge of $1.00 
per car per day, or fraction of a day, said car or cars are so detained or held. 
In cases of imperfect or excessive loading, the shipper shall be notified 
thereof as early as practicable after said car or cars have been received from 
him, in which case car service charges shall begin at the time of notification. 

RULE VIII. 

Legal notice, as referred to in these rules, may be either actual or con- 
structive. Where the consignee or his agent is personally served with notice 
of the arrival of freight at or before 6 P. M. of any day, free time begins at 
7 o'clock A. M. on the day after such notice has been given. Constructive 
notice referred to consists of posting notice by mail to consignee. Where 
this mode of giving notice is adopted there^ shall be twenty-four hours addi- 
tional free time: Provided, however, that when, in any case where notice of 
arrival is given by mail, the consignee shall make oath that neither he, his 
agents, nor employees, have received such notice, then he will be held not to 
have received legal notice by reason of posting of said notice by mail. 

RULE IX. 

All package freight unloaded by railroad companies in their depots or ware* 
houses, and all freight which, in order to release cars, is unloaded in the 
yard space of a railroad company, which is not removed by the owners thereof 
from the custody of the railroad company within forty-eight hours, computing 
from 7 o'clock A. M. of the day following legal notice of arrival, may be sub- 
ject to the charge of storage for each day, or fraction of a day, it may re- 
main in the custody of the railroad company, as follows: 

In less than carloads, not more than one cent per hundred pounds per day, 
or fraction thereof; in carload quantities, not more than ten cents per ton of 
2,000 pounds per day or fraction thereof, but not exceeding $1.00 per car per 
day, or fraction of a day: Providedy that in no case shall the amount so 
collected for storage of a less than carload shipment exceed the amount au- 
thorized to be charged as storage or demurrage on a carload of similar 
freight for the same length of time when not unloaded from car, as provided 
by the demurrage rules.* 
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(b) This rule shall apply also to steamboat and steamship companies un- 
loading package freight in their warehouses, except that one hundred and 
twenty (120) hours of free time shall be allowed instead of forty-eight 

RULE X. 

Loaded cars containing fertilizers, hay, coal, coke, brick, and lumber in 
covered cars, and the following articles in bulk: Meat, potatoes, grain, and 
grain products, cotton seed, and cotton seed hulls, taking track delivery, which 
are to be unloaded by consignee, but are not unloaded within seventy-two 
hours, computed from 7 o'clock A. M. the day following the day legal notice 
of arrival is given (having been placed at an accessible point for unloading), 
may be subject thereafter to a charge for demurrage of $1.00 per car for each 
day, or fraction of a day, that they may remain loaded in possession of the 
railroad company. All other loaded cars, taking track delivery, to be un- 
loaded by consignee, shall be limited to forty-eight hours of free time: Pro- 
vided, however, that if, after placing a car or cars, as required in this rule, 
the railroad company shall, during or after free time, temporarily remove 
all or any of them, or in any way obstruct the unloading of same, the con- 
signee shall not be chargeable with the delay caused thereby: Providedy that 
when, on account of delay or irregularity in transportation, cars are bunched 
in transit and delivered to consignee in numbers beyond his reasonable ascer- 
tained ability to unload within the free time prescribed in these rules, he 
shall be allowed by the carrier such additional time as may be necessary to 
unload cars so in excess by the exercise of due and usual diligence on the 
part of consignee. 

RULE XI. 

Whenever the weather, during the period of free time, is so severe, in- 
clement, or rainy that it is impossible or impracticable to secure means of 
loading or unloading freight, or when, from the nature of the goods, loading 
or unloading would cause injury or damage, such time shall be added to the 
free period, and no demurrage charges shall be allowed for such additional 
free time. This rule applies to the state of the weather during business 
hours. 

RULE XII. 

A consignee or consignor five miles or more from the depot, and whose 
freight is destined to or from his place of business or residence so located, 
shall not be subject to storage or demurrage charges allowed in the foregoing 
rules until a suflSlcient time has elapsed after notipe for said consignee or 
consignor to remove or load said goods by the exercise of ordinary diligence. 
But the time limit for loading or unloading shall not exceed five days. 

RULE XIII. 

On carload freight originating in Virginia, and shipped on local bills of 
lading to a terminal point at a port within this State, there shall be allowed 
ten days free time, computing from 7 o'clock A. M. the day after arrival of 
car or cars, before application of storage or demurrage charges: Provided, 
the consignee, within forty-eight hours after the arrival of such car or cars. 
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notifies the delivering line at such terminal point that it is intended for 
further movement. 

RULE XIV. 

Incoming carload freight, coming under the provisions of Rules XI and 
XII, may be stored by railroad companies in depots or warehouses at the 
expense of owner, if same is not removed before demurrage charges attach: 
Provided, that daily storage charge on such freight shall not exceed the de- 
murrage allowed under these rules. 

RULE XV. 

If the consignee shall refuse to accept freight tendered in pursuance of 
the bill of lading, the carrier charged with the duty of delivery shall give 
legal notice to the consignor of such refusal ; and if he shall not, within three 
days thereafter, give direction for the reshipment or unloading, or other dis- 
position of such goods, he snail thenceforth become liable to such carrier for 
storage on such goods, or demurrage upon the car or cars in which they are 
stored, to the same extent, and at the same rates as such charges are now, 
under like circumstances, by the rules of this commission, imposed upon 
consignees who neglect or refuse, after notice of arrival, to remove freight of 
like character from the depots or cars of a carrier. A consignee who has 
once refused to accept a consignment of eoods shall not thereafter be entitled 
to receive the same, except upon payment of all charges for storage or de- 
murrage which have accrued; and if the consignee of freight in carloads, or 
less than carloads, shall j.ail or neglect to remove such freight within three 
days after the . expiration of free time, then the carrier shall, through the 
agent at point of shipment, so notify the shipper, unless the consignee has 
signified his acceptance of the property. Said notice may either be served 
personally or given by mail. 

RULE XVL 

When consignors ship goods consigned to order, but express, in their bills 
of lading or shipping directions, the name of a person at destination to notify, 
it shall be the duty of the railroad, or other transportation company, to give 
legal notice to such party in the same way, and under the same rule, as if 
the shipment had been made direct to him. But when consignors do not 
comply with this condition, the railroad, or other transportation company, 
shall give such notice only to such consignors; except, that in shipments of 
grain or hay, notice shall also be given to the local exchanges: Provided, that 
at the expiration of free time the carrier shall give notice thereof to the 
consignor. 

RULE XVII. 

Railroads shall not discriminate between persons or places in storage or 
demurrage charges. No rebate, drawback, or other similar device will be al- 
lowed: Provided, that this rule shall not apply to package freight received 
in less than carload lots and unloaded in depots and warehouses. 
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RULE XVIII. 

No demurrage shall be charged on private cars standing on private tracks, 
when both cars and tracks are owned by the same person. Where the cars 
are not owned by the owner of the tracks, no demurrage shall be charged: 
Provided, the person owning the tracks shall furnish to the delivering rail- 
way satisfactory evidence that the owner of the cars releases both him and 
the delivering road from the payment of demurrage. 

RULE XIX. 
Nothing in the foregoing rules shall be construed to prohibit railroad com- 
panies from contracting with shippers and consignees on terms of mutual 
convenience in the matter of furnishing and discharging cars: Provided, that 
such contracts shall be so drawn as to give to either party the right to cancel 
same on ten days' notice, and thereafter demand the application of these 
rules. 

RULE XX. 

w 

The Commission reserves the right on its own motion to suspend the 
operation of these rules, or any one or more of them, in whole or in part, 
whenever it shall appear chat justice demands such action, and the Commis- 
sion will, upon complaint, hear and act upon applications for a like suspension. 

The Commission further reserves all of its powers under the Constitution 
and laws of the State to impose fine^ and penalties upon transportation com- 
panies persistently disriegarding these rules, or failing to furnish reasonable 
transportation facilities. 

NOTICE. 

Attention is called to the act of the General Assembly, approved May 16, 
1903, relating to the subject matter of these rules, which provides that if a 
consignor or consignee claims and receives the penalties imposed upon rail- 
road companies in the above rules for failure to comply therewith, such 
penalties or charges shall, "when paid, be in full of any and all claims for 
damages growing out of such failure: Provided, however, that the owner of 
the freight may, at his election, waive said charges, and elect to claim such 
actual damage as he may have sustained, instead of such charges." 
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OPINION 

Delivered by the Commission- in Announcing the 

Foregoing Eules. 



This Commission is given full and ample power by the Constitution of the 
State to prescribe rules and regulations for the government of railroads and 
of transportation companies in their relations to the public. The General 
Assembly of Virginia, at its recent session, enacted a law, approved the 16th 
day of May, 1903, entitled as follows: "An act to require the State Corpora- 
tion Commission to fix and prescribe storage, demurrage and car-service 
charges, which may be collected by railroad and other transportation com- 
panies on freight transported or to be transported by them, and to be paid 
by them on freight delayed and cars not promptly furnished or placed by 
them, with rules and regulations governing same." 

The title of this act sufficiently designates the substance of the statute 
itself. 

The Commission published a notice addressed to the several transportation 
companies and all persons interested, fixing the 29th day of June, 1903, for 
the date on which it would consider a schedule of rules and regulations gov- 
erning transportation companies in the matter of time limit for placing 
empty cars and delivery of freight, together with forfeitures to be paid by 
companies failing to observe such rules and regulations; also storage, demur- 
rage and car-service charges to be paid by shippers and consignees in certain 
cases. Appended to the notice were nineteen rules proposed by the Commis- 
sion, covering the subjects mentioned. 

On the date fixed several of the commercial bodies, many individual ship- 
pers, and many of the railroad and other transportation companies, appeared 
before the Commission, and several days were consumed in taking testimony 
and hearing arguments on the subjects involved. 

It was insisted in argument by learned counsel representing the transpor- 
tation companies that the Commission was without jurisdiction to promulgate 
general rules applying to all freight shipped or received; and that it should, 
in prescribing these rules, distinctly announce that the rules should apply 
only to intrastate transportation — that is, to freight received from a point 
within the State, or freight shipped, or to be shipped, to a point within the 
State. It was earnestly urged upon the Commission that it should not under- 
take to promulgate rules which would give rise to litigation in their applica- 
tion, and that therefore the Commission should, before passing finally upon 
the rules and regulations themselves, examine and decide upon the question 
of law argued before it. 

The argument on the part of the transportation companies was that, under 
the interstate commerce clause of the Federal Constitution, the proposed rules 
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and regulations, in so far as they affected interstate commerce, were beyond 
the powers of the State to enact and enforce through any of its authorities, 
being distinctly regulations of interstate commerce. It was urged upon the 
Commission that, under the decisions of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, such rules and regulations as those proposed, in so far as they applied 
to interstate commerce, constituted a burden or fetter upon such commerce, 
and were therefore not matters proper for State legislation or regulation^ 
although Congress may not haVe legislated directly upon the subjects covered 
by the proposed rules. It was insisted, in the next place, that if this propo- 
sition were not sound, and it was held that the State were left free to legis- 
late upon such subjects, so long as such legislation was not Inconsistent with 
the legislation of Congress, yet, in the Interstate Commerce Act, originally 
passed in 1887, and since amended several times. Congress had covered the 
subjects now under investigation by the Commission, and that therefore this 
Commission was without power to have its rules and regulations applied In 
any way to shipments sent out of this State, or received from another State. 

It was urged, on the other hand, by counsel representing the shippers, 
that these rules and regulations were simply local rules providing for the 
conduct of the transportation companies of the State towards citizens of the 
State, and were not intended to have, and could not have, any operation out- 
side the State; and, being in aid of interstate commerce, instead of a burden 
upon it, constituted a valid exercise of the State police power, although the 
rules might incidentally affect interstate commerce. 

The question thus presented is one of paramount importance, because, if 
the proposed car-service and demurrage rules are held not to apply to any 
shipments going out of the State, or coming into Virginia from another 
State, they would be of comparatively limited application, as it is evident, 
from the testimony before the Commission, that a large portion of the citizens 
of this State, interested in these rules, deal chiefly in what may be called 
interstate shipments. 

While the Commission is in doubt as to whether, in general, it should pass 
upon legal questions affecting its own jurisdiction, particularly where an 
act of the Legislature has put it into motion, yet in this instance we have 
deemed it well to examine the question sufficiently to be able to reach a 
conclusion as to the certainty of the constitutional question involved. In 
other words, if we should be satisfied that it is perfectly manifest that the 
rules to be promulgated by the Commission, in so far as they apply to inters 
state commerce shipments, would be invalid because of the interstate com- 
merce clause of the Federal Constitution, we think we should so state. If 
we are of opinion that the State has a clear right to prescribe general rules 
of this character applying equally to all transportation companies doing busi- 
ness within her borders, without reference to the point of origin, or of desti- 
nation of any particular shipment, then the rules should not be restricted to 
intrastate transportation. Or even if we find this question unsettled, and 
involved in doubt, we think we should make the rules general in their appli- 
cation, and not undertake to restrict their operation in any way. 

It was further pointed out to us, on the part of the transportation compa- 
nies, that, under the language of the State Constitution providing for the 
creation of the Commission, and under the statutes putting it in operation, 
the action of the Commission on such a hearing as this has the force of a 
judgment of a court, from which an appeal will lie to the Supreme Court of 
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the State, and, for that reason, we should pass upon the constitutional ques- 
tion presented. Under the provisions of the Constitution, and the statutes, 
referred tx), this is true, and a direct appeal will lie from the decision and 
action of the Commission to the Supreme Conrt of the State, and, if we are 
wrong in the opinion now to be expressed, it can be corrected by the highest 
court in the State. 

We have reached the conclusion that w.e should promulgate our rules upon 
the subjects of demurrage and car service, and like matters, generally, so that 
they will apply to every common carrier in the State, and to every shipper 
in the State, without reference to the origin or destination of freight. The- 
rules which we are considering have no direct bearing upon the freight itself, 
but they are intended to regulate the conduct of the common carriers in their 
relations to shippers and consignees in this State. 

There are many matters left to State legislation, touching the conduct of 
common carriers, which necessarily affect interstate commerce incidentally, 
and which yet have been upheld as valid exercise of State authority. The 
courts have found it exceedingly difficult to construe and apply the language 
used in the interstate commerce clause of the Constitution, "to regulate com- 
merce among the several States." The principle seems to be well estab- 
lished that whenever State legislation lays a tax, or imposes a burden, or 
embarrasses or obstructs interstate commerce, such legislation is invalid in 
and of itself, although Congress has enacted no Federal legislation upon the 
same subjects. 

On the other hand, it is equally well settled that many matters falling 
within the reserved or the police powers of the States may be legislated upon 
by the States so long as Congress has not, by Federal enactment, covered the^ 
same subject. 

The test of uniformity has frequently been applied. In other words, if the 
rule proposed by the State is upon a subject which necessarily should be 
uniform throughout the whole country, then the State is without authority ta 
require anything of the interstate carrier, although Congress has enacted na 
legislation covering the same matter. 

We think it is manifest that it would be impossible for Congress, or any 
Federal authority, to enact and put into operation a single system of rules- 
covering demurrage and car service and similar matters which could apply 
to the whole country at large. The differences in population, in the char- 
acter of products, in the extent of transportation service, and in other mat- 
ters, between the various portions of the country, would render such a uniform 
system or schedule of rules impossible. 

In Prentice on the Commerce Clause of the Federal Constitution, page 163, 
it is said: 

"The general rule is well established, that, in the absence of congres- 
sional legislation, the States may regulate local matters indirectly 
affecting commerce, but that they may not act directly upon commerce 
in matters of national interest, or which admit of uniform regulation. 
In these respects the silence of Congress is equivalent to a declaration 
of its will that commerce shall be free and unrestricted." 

And again on page 164: 

"Amid these apparent contradictions, the one established fact is that 
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the field in question is actually governed by State law. The conclu- 
sion necessarily follows that the rule of construction which prevents 
State regulation of interstate and foreign commerce in matters of 
national importance is not as absolute and extensive as has been an- 
nounced, but that it is subject to very important modification. The 
silence of Congress does not always exclude State legislation, but, 
throughout a wide field, is equivalent to a declaration that, until super- 
seded by Congress, State law may control." 

The succeeding pages in this treatise may be read with profit, especially 
pages 168, 169, 182, 188 and 189. 

The consideration of the question presented to us divides itself, therefore, 
into two matters: First, has the Commission, acting under authority of the 
State, the power to prescribe the proposed regulations, in the absence of 
legislation by Congress covering the same subjects; and, second, has Con- 
gress enacted legislation so relating to the same subjects that the proposed 
rules would be inconsistent with such legislation, and therefore invalid? 

The first point mentioned raises the question as to the police powers of the 
State. It has been found exceedingly difllcult to define what is meant by the 
very indefinite term, "the police power of the State." The decisions, both in 
the State courts and in the Federal courts, upon this question, are almost 
numberless, and it is still a growing subject The police power has been 
extended far beyond the original meaning of those words, until it is made to 
cover not only the public health and safety, but also the public welfare, com- 
fort and convenience. 

In the case of Budd vs. New York, 143 U. S., page 545, which is the lead- 
ing case among those known by the general title of "The Granger Cases," it 
was held that not only corporations, but private persons engaged in business 
which has a public side to it, the operations of which affect the public and 
involve public interests, fall within the police power and can be regulated, 
therefore, by statute. It was held in this case that warehouses were within 
that principle. It is unnecessary to cite authorities to show that railroads 
fall within the principle of this line of cases. They are, from the very 
character of their business, quasi-public institutions, and nearly all of the 
duties imposed upon them are founded upon their relations to the public. 

Independent of legislation, by the general principles of our jurisprudence, 
a common carrier is compelled to receive goods for shipment without unfair 
discrimination, to carry promptly and safely, and to deliver. These being 
public duties arising out of the nature of the business of a common carrier, 
it goes without question, and is well established that their performance, and, 
in general, the business of a common carrier, can be regulated by law. 

The State authority under which this Commission is now acting provides 
only for the regulation of the common carrier in respect to its duty to receive 
freight for shipment, to its duty to carry with reasonable dispatch, and to its 
duty to deliver with reasonable promptness and safety. It is true that rules, 
generally known as demurrage and car-service rules, provide for a charge, 
which is in fact a penalty, to be paid by the shipper if a car is not unloaded 
within a fixed time after notice to him of its arrival, and for a penalty to be 
paid by the carrier if a car is not furnished for loading within a fixed time 
after demand for it by the shipper. These are plainly matters arising entirely 
out of the general rights and duties of the common carrier, and may be regu- 
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lated by the State. Going a step further, cannot the State regulate the con- 
duct of the carrier in such matters without reference to the destination of 
the shipment to be made by the shipper, or without reference to the point 
from which the freight to be unloaded came? Certainly, as to the shipment to 
be made, its interstate character does not attach until it has actually been 
loaded. As to the shipment received from a point without the State, it may 
be conceded, for purposes of argument, that the interstate character of the 
shipment continues until delivery is actually made to the consignee. There- 
fore, the rules relating to placing a loaded car coming from without the 
State, for unloading, may be said incidentally to affect interstate commerce. 

But without undertaking to go over in detail the general character of rules 
ordinarily coming within the designation of demurrage, time limit, car service 
and similar rules, we are of opinion that they are all within State authority. 

Counsel for the transportation companies referred to the case of Kelly 
vs. RhoadSy 188 U. S., 1, as a very recent case upon the subject in hand. The 
question involved in that case, however, was one of taxation, and it is 
acknowledged that the attempt to tax is an attempt to impose a burden. The 
real question before the court in that case was as to the situs of the property 
for taxation, and therefore cannot affect the questions at issue here. { Dia- 
mond Match Co, vs. Ontonagon, 188 U. S., 82.) 

It has been held that the telegraph business constitutes interstate com- 
merce, and that business, so far as interstate commerce is concerned, is 
placed upon the same footing as the business of transportation. In the case 
of Western Union Tel. Co. vs. Tyler, 90 Va., 297, the court had before it the 
following questions: Section 1292 of the Code of Virginia provides that every 
telegraph company shall deliver a telegram promptly to the person to whom 
it is addressed, and that, for every failure to forward or deliver the same as 
promptly as possible, the company shall forfeit $100 to the person sending It, 
or the person to whom it is addressed. It was held that this statute applied 
without distinction to all telegrams received, whether sent from points within 
or without the State, and that it was not a regulation of interstate commerce, 
and was not in conflict with any act of Congress or the interstate commerce 
clause of the Federal Constitution. 

In Western Union Telegraph Company vs. James, 162 U. S., 650, the same 
question was before the Supreme Court of the United States, which, in that 
case, passed upon the validity of a statute of Georgia, that required every 
telegraph company to receive dispatches on payment of the usual charges, 
and to transmit and deliver them with due diligence, under a penalty of $100. 
It was held that this was a valid exercise of the powers of a State In relation 
to messages by telegraph from points outside of, a;nd directed to some point 
within, the State. In the opinion delivered by Justice Peckham, numerous 
earlier cases were reviewed. On page 655, Justice Peckham says: 
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'In regard to those matters relating to commerce which are not of 
a nature to be affected by locality, but which necessarily ought to be 
the same over the whole country. It has been frequently held that the 
silence of Congress upon such a subject, over which it had unquestioned 
jurisdiction, was equivalent to a declaration that in those respects 
commerce should be free and unregulated by any statutory enactment 
{Welton vs. Missouri, 91 U. S., 275, 282; Hall vs. DeCuir, 95 U. S., 
485, 490.) The matters upon which the silence of Congress Is equlva- 
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lent to affirmative legislation are national In their character, and audk 
as to fairly require uniformity of regulation upon the subject matter 
Inyolyed affecting all the State allka {MoJHle yb. Kimball, 102 U. S.» 
691.) In Covington, etc. Bridge Co. vs. Kentuclpy, 154 IT. S., 204, 209, 
Mr. Justice Brown, In delivering the opinion of the court, said: 

"The adjudications of this court with respect to the power of the 
State over the general subjects of commerce are divisible Into three 
classes: First, those In which the power of the State Is exclusive; 
second, those In which the States may act In the absence of legislation 
by Congress; third, those In which the action of Congress is exclusive 
and the State cannot Interfere at all.' On page 211 of the report are 
cited many cases as coming within the second class, among which are 
laws for the regulation of pilots; for quarantine and inspection; for 
policing harbors; improving navigable channels; regulating wharves, 
piers and docks; constructing dams and bridges across navigable 
waters of a State; and also laws for the establishment of ferries. In 
relation to the power of Congress to regulate commerce in cases of the 
second class it is said' that it is not its mere existence, but its exercise 
by Congress which may be incompatible with the exercise of the same 
power by States, and that the States may legislate in the absence of 
congressional regulations. (Sturges vs. Crovoninshield, 4 Wheat, 122, 
193.) When the subjects in regard to which the laws are enacted, in- 
stead of being of a local nature affecting interstate commerce but Inci- 
dentally, are national in their character, then the non-action of Congress 
indicates its will that such commerce shall be free and untrammeled. 
It has been held that it is not every enactment which may incidentally 
affect commerce and the persons engaged in it that necessarily consti- 
tutes a regulation of commerce within the meaning of the Constitution. 
(Sherlock vs. Ailing, 93 U. S., 99; State Tax on Railway Gross Receipts, 
15 Wall., 284; Mobile County vs. Kimball, 102 U. S., 691; Smith vs. 
Alabama, 124 U. S., 465.) A State statute was held valid in this last- 
cited case, which provided for an examination of engineers of locomo- 
tives by a State Board of Examiners^ and it was applied to an engineer 
engaged in running a locomotive on one continuous trip from Mobile, 
in Alabama, to Corinth, in Mississippi. It was held to be a valid police 
regulation. 

'Legislation which is a mere aid to commerce may be enacted by a 
State, although at the same time it may incidentally affect commerce 
Itself. (Mobile County vs. Kimball, 102 U. S., already cited)." 

Again, on page 659, he says: 

"With this brief reference to some of the cases that have been decided 
in this court respecting the commerce clause in the Constitution, the 
question arises, which of the classes spoken of in Covington, etc.. Bridge 
Co. vs. Kentucky, 154 U. S., supra, 204, includes the statute under 
review? Is it a mere police regulation that but Incidentally affects 
commerce, such as Smith vs. Alabama, 124 U. S., 465, and which, at any 
rate, would be valid until Congress should legislate upon the subject; 
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or is it of such a nature, so extensive and national in character, that 
it could only be dealt with by Congress? We do not think it ts the 
latter. It is not at all similar in its nature to the case above cited of 
Hall vs. DeCuir, 95 U. S., 485. In one sense it affects the transmission 
of interstate messages, because such transmission is not completed 
until the message is delivered to the person to whom it is addressed, 
or reasonable diligence employed to deliver it. But the statute can be 
fully carried out and obeyed without in any manner affecting the con- 
duct of the company with regard to the performance of its duties in 
other States. It would not unfavorably affect or embarrass it in the 
course of its employment, and hence until Congress speaks upon the 
subject it would seem that such a statute must be valid. It is the duty 
of a telegraph company which receives a message for transmission, 
directed to an individual at one of its stations, to deliver ^hat message 
to the person to whom it is addressed, with reasonable diligence and in 
good faith. That is a part of its contract, implied by taking the mes- 
sage and receiving payment therefor. 

"The statute in question is of a nature that is in aid of a performance 
of a duty of the company that would exist in the absence of any such 
statute, and it is in no wise obstructive of its duty as a telegraph 
company. 

"It imposes a penalty for the purpose of enforcing this general duty 
of the company. The direction that the delivery of the message shall 
be made with impartiality and in good faith and with due diligence is 
not an addition to the duty which it would owe in the absence of such 
a statute. Can it be said that the imposition of a penalty for the 
violation of a duty which the company owed by the general law of the 
land is a regulation of or an obstruction to interstate commerce within 
the meaning of that clause of the Federal Constitution under discus- 
sion? We think not. No tax is laid upon any interstate message, nor 
is there any regulation of a nature calculated to at all embarrass, 
obstruct or impede the company in the full and fair performance of 
its duty as an interstate sender of messages." 

In Lake Shore, etc., R. R. Co. vs. Ohio, 173 U. S., 285, the court decided 
that, in the absence of legislation on the subject, the statute of Ohio before 
it was not repugnant to the Constitution. That statute provided that railroad 
companies should cause three regular trains, carrying passengers, to stop 
each day at villages containing over three thousand inhabitants, and provided 
for a penalty for the violation of the act. Justice Harlan delivered the opin- 
ion, and reviews, very instructively, many of the earlier cases. He holds, on 
page 292, that under numerous decisions of that court the States may legis- 
late, with reference simply to public convenience, subject to the conditions 
that the legislation be not inconsistent with the national Constitution, nor 
with any act of Congress passed in pursuance of that instrument. He holds 
erroneous the argument made that the police powers of the State, when 
exerted with reference to matters more or less connected with interstate 
commerce, are restricted to regulations pertaining to the health, morals or 
safety of the public. On page 298, he says: 

"It is not contended that the statute in question is repugnant to the 
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Constitution of the United St&tes when applied to railroad trains car- 
rying passengers between points within the State of Ohio. But the 
contention is that to require railroad companies, even those organized 
under the laws of Ohio, to stop their trains, or any of them carrying 
interstate passengers, at a particular place or places in the State for a 
reasonable time, so directly affects commerce among the States as to 
bring the statute, whether Congress has acted or not on the same sub- 
ject, into conflict with the grant in the Constitution of power to regu- 
late such commerce. That such a regulation may be in itself reason- 
able, and may promote the public convenience or subserve the general 
welfare, is, according to the argument made before us, of no conse- 
quence whatever; for, it is said, a State regulation which to any extent 
or for a limited time only interrupts the absolute, continuous freedom 
of interstate commerce is forbidden by the Constitution, although Con- 
gress has not legislated upon the particular subject covered by the 
State enactment. If these broad propositions are approved, it will be 
difficult to sustain the numerous judgments of this court upholding 
local regulations which in some degree, or only incidentally, affected 
commerce among the States, but which were adjudged not to be in 
themselves regulations of interstate commerce, but within the police 
powers of the States, and to be respected so long as Congress did not 
itself cover the subject by legislation." 

The' case just referred to goes very far in upholding the power of the States 
to control common carriers by legislation affecting interstate commerce, but 
which is in aid of it, and not a burden upon it. There the regulation was 
allowed to apply directly to a train which might be engaged in interstate 
commerce. This is carrying the doctrine decidedly further than it is neces- 
sary in order to uphold the action of this Commission in prescribing car 
service, time limit and demurrage rules. For these rules are not intended to 
affect, and cannot affect, a train coming into the State and passing through 
it, but can only apply to cars starting from some point within the State, or 
coming to some point within the State — in the flrst place as the original start- 
ing point, and in the second place as the final destination. 

In Cleveland, etc.. Railway Company vs. Illinois, 177 U. S., 514, there was 
brought up for review a statute of the State of Illinois, which required all 
regular passenger trains to stop a sufficient length of time at county seats to 
receive and let off passengers with safety. It appeared as a fact that the 
defendant company furnished four regular passenger trains per day each 
way, which were sufficient to accommodate all local and through passengers, 
and that all such trains stopped at county seats. The Supreme Court held 
that the act was invalid as applied to express trains intended only tor through 
passengers from St. Louis to New York. The decision was delivered by 
Justice Brown. He opens his opinion as follows: 

"Few classes of cases have become more common of recent years 
than those wherein the police power of the State over the vehicles 
of interstate commerce has been drawn in question. That such power 
exists and will be enforced, notwithstanding the constitutional au- 
thority of Congress to regulate such commerce, is evident from the 
large number of cases in which we have sustained the validity of local 
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laws designed to secure the safety and comfort of passengers, em- 
ployees, persons crossing railway tracks, and adjacent property-owners, 
as well as other regulations intended for the public good.'

He refers to the case of Lake Shore, etc., R. R. vs. OhiOf supra, and, quoting 
from it with approval, adds (p. 520): 

"This case is readily distinguishable from the one under considera- 
tion in the fact that the. statute of Ohio required only that three regular 
passenger trains should stop at every station containing three thousand 
inhabitants, leaving the company at liberty to run as many through 
passenger trains exceeding three per day as it chose, without restriction 
as to stoppage at particular stations." 

He further says, on page 522 : 

"With no disposition whatever to vary or qualify the cases above 
cited, neither the conclusions of the court nor the tenor of the opinions 
are opposed to the principle we hold to in this case, that, after all 
local conditions have been adequately met, railways have the legal 
right to adopt special provisions for through traffic, and legislative 
interference therewith is unreasonable, and an infringement upon that 
provision of the Constitution which we have held requires that com- 
merce between the States shall be free and unobstructed." 

In other words, it is held in that case that a through train, running from 
a point without the State to another point without the State, could not be 
required to stop at specified points within the State, as it appeared that the 
company furnished ample local passenger service. 

See also Wisconsin, etc, R, R. vs. Jacohson, 179 U. S., 287. 

This case arose originally before the Railroad Commission of the State of 
Minnesota. That Commission entered an order, under a statute of the State, 
requiring two railroad companies to provide, at a place of intersection of 
their roads within the State, ample facilities by track connection for trans- 
ferring any and all cars used in the regular business of their respective lines 
of road, from the lines or tracks of one of the companies to those of the 
other, and to forthwith provide at the place of intersection equal and reason- 
able facilities for the interchange of cars and traffic between their respective 
lines, and for the receiving, forwarding and delivering of property and cars 
to and from their respective lines. It was contended by the railroad com- 
panies that as to interstate shipments, this judgment, and the statute under 
which it was rendered, were invalid. The case arose from a shipment of 
cattle. On page 295, the court says: 

"Plaintiff in error urges that transporting cattle from Minnesota to 
Iowa constitutes interstate commerce, and that neither the State of 
Minnesota nor its Railroad Commission has the right to in any manner 
interfere with or regulate such commerce. The judgment in this case, 
however, neither regulates nor interferes with that commerce, nor does 
that part of the statute upon which the judgment is founded. Whether 
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any other portion of the statute does regulate such commerce is beside 
the question, and it is not necessary to here decide. To provide at the 
place of intersection of these two railroads, at Hanley Falls, ample 
facilities by track connections for transferring any and all cars used 
in the regular business of the respective lines of road from the lines or 
tracks of one of said companies to those of the other, and to provide at 
such place of intersection equal and reasonable facilities for the inter- 
change of cars and traffic between their respective lines, and for the 
receiving, forwarding and delivering of property and cars to and from 
their respective lines, as provided for by this judgment, would plainly 
afford facilities to interstate commerce, if there were any, and would in 
no wise regulate such commerce within the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion. That is all that has been done by the judgment under review. 
A State may furnish such facilities, or direct them to be furnished by 
persons or corporations within its limits, without violating the Federal 
Constitution. But the Supreme Court of this State, in the opinion 
delivered therein, said that there was ample evidence in the case of a 
necessity for such track connection resulting from the benefit which 
would accrue to exclusively State commerce, when considered alone, to 
justify the ordering of the connection in question." 

The Supreme Court of North Carolina recently had before it a question very 
similar to the one now under discussion (Bagg vs. Wilmingtony etc., R. R. Co,, 
109 N. C, 281, 14 L. R. A., 596). The statute of North Carolina provided 
that if a common carrier failed to ship goods within five days after they were 
delivered for shipment, a penalty should be Imposed upon the carrier. In the 
above case goods were consigned by a shipper in Wilmington to a station in 
South Carolina. The statute was violated by the railroad and suit was 
brought to recover the penalty. The court discusses at length the question 
as to whether the statute was valid as to this interstate shipment, and reaches 
the conclusion that it was. Without quoting from the opinion, we refer to it 
as a potent authority for the action of this Commission in making its pro- 
posed rules general in their application. 

The very recent cases above cited refer to and review numberless prior 
decisions both in the Supreme Court of the United States and in the various 
State courts. We deem it unnecessary, therefore, to cite further authority. 
Our conclusion, in the present state of the law, is that the rules and regula- 
tions which we propose to promulgate should be general, and should apply 
equally and without discrimination to all cases coming within their terms; 
and that such generality of application is a valid exercise of State authority 
in controlling and regulating the business of common carriers within Its 
borders; that these rules have no application beyond the borders of the State, 
and do not affect the business of carriage, the subjects of commerce, or the 
instrumentalities of commerce without the State; that they impose no burden 
or restriction upon interstate commerce; but, in so far as they incidentally 
affect it, are in aid and promotion of the commerce Itself. 

If we are right in the conclusion that the proposed rules constitute a valid 
exercise of State authority in the absence of legislation by Congress on the 
subject, we are now brought to the consideration of the second question 
named above — ^vlz., whether Congress has exercised any power which it may 
have to regulate directly the subjects In question? The only legislation 
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enacted by Congress which relates to these matters is found in the provisions 
of the Interstate Commerce Act The purpose and effect of the provisions of 
that act were considered at length in the case of Texas, etc, R. R, Co. vs. 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 162 U. S., 197. 

Interstate Commerce Commission vs. Ry. Co., 167 U. S., 479, and Inter- 
state Commerce Commission vs. Ry. Co., 167 U. S., 633. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has no power to prescribe rates or 
to make any general rules or regulations. It is neither judicial nor legisla- 
tive, but is altogether an administrative and advisory board. The regulations 
or mandatory provisions contained in the act provide for the publication of 
schedules and rates, and forbid rates and charges to be unjust or unreason- 
able. Even if it can be said that the provisions of the Interstate Commerce 
Act are so broad as to prohibit any additional State legislation in the matter 
of terminal charges, such a ruling would not reach the regulations now under 
consideration, because neither the penalty to be imposed upon a carrier for 
failure to furnish cars, nor the demurrage to be paid by the consignee for 
failure to unload, fall properly within the charges mentioned in the act 
The demurrage is a forfeiture or penalty, and is imposed for the purpose of 
constraining the consignee to discharge the .car within a reasonable time; 
it is not a charge for services or equivalent for the use of the car. From the 
very nature of the business, time must be allowed for unloading, and for 
failure to unload within the time declared by this Commission to be reason- 
able a penalty is imposed. And, in addition, it may be said that demurrage 
is to be paid after the transportation is completely at an end, and the liabili- 
ties of a common carrier have ceased to attach to the company in respect to 
the particular shipment in question. 

In Norfolk and Western R. R. Co. vs. Adams, 90 Va., 393, it was held that 
a railroad company might make a reasonable charge for delay in handling 
cars after arrival, and such charge is not for transportation, storage or 
delivery. The court said in that case, on page 397: 

"After arrival at the place of consignment, and notice to the con- 
signee of the arrival, and the allowance of a reasonable time for the 
unloading of the cars by the consignee, according to his contract obli- 
gation to unload, the duties and liabilities of the carrier cease^ and 
carrier becomes simply a bailee for him, and can make rules and regu- 
lations and charges for such services as a bailee as it may see fit" 

Fixing a demurrage charge, therefore, is not prescribing either a rate or a 
charge for terminal, or any other transportation service. 

In Reid vs. Colorado, 187 U. S., 137, the court had under consideration the 
Question whether the statute of Colorado relating to the introduction of 
contagious diseases among cattle and horses of that State related to matters 
not covered by the Animal Industry Act of Congress. The court held that the 
transportation of live stock from State to State was a branch of interstate 
commerce, and any regulation prescribed by Congress in regard thereto was 
properly a regulation of such commerce, and paramount throughout the 
Union. The court then analyzes the statute of the United States known as 
the Animal Industry Act, and concludes that the particular matters to which 
the State statute related were not covered by the statutes of the General 
6oir$r»l»e»t On page 148, the court said: 
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"This court has said, and the principle has been often reaffirmed, that 
in the application of this principle of supremacy of an act of Congress, 
in a case where the State law is but the exercise of a reserved power, 
the repugnance or conflict should be direct and positive, so that the 
two acts cannot be reconciled or consistently stand together." 

In the case in North Carolina, above quoted, it was held that the State 
statute there involved was not inconsistent with any of the provisions of the 
Interstate Commerce law. 

In the argument before the Commission, reference was made to cases in 
which the Interstate Commerce Commission considered the reasonableness of 
charges for terminal services. Whatever may be said as to the jurisdiction 
and extent of power of the Interstate Commerce Commission, it certainly has 
no power, either legislative or judicial, to impose regulations upon common 
carriers which they must observe in the execution of their public duties, and 
we think that the entire statute, fairly considered, restricts that Commission, 
in the exercise of its power of investigation, exclusively to charges for which 
services are rendered. Without extending the discussion of this branch of 
the case, we are satisfied that there is no Federal legislation directly relating 
to the subjects to be covered by our proposed rules and regulations, nor has 
Congress conferred upon the Interstate Commerce Commission power to pre- 
scribe or enforce any regulations in regard to these matters. 

In framing the rules and regulations now to be announced, we have en- 
deavored to avoid any language which might lead to a conflict with Federal 
authority, and we think that, on the whole, the rules and regulations will be 
found to be fair, just and reasonable, and within the power of the authorities 
of the State of Virginia. 
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By section 155 of the Constitution, which went into effect July 10, 1902, a 
permanent commission is created, to be known as the "State Corporation 
Commission." By subsection "a" of section 156 it is declared that, "subject 
to the provisions of this Constitution and to such requirements, rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed by law, the State Corporation Commission 
shall be the department of government . . . through which shall be car- 
ried out all the provisions of this Constitution, and of the laws made in pur- 
suance thereof, for the creation, visitation, supervision, regulation and control 
of corporations chartered by, or doing business in, this State." Subsection 
"5" of that section provides that "the Commission shall have the power, and 
be^ charged with the duty, of supervising, regulating and controlling all 
transportation and transmission companies doing business in this State, in 
all matters relating to the performance of their public duties and their 
charges therefor, and of correcting abuses therein by such companies; and to 
that end the Commission shall, from time to time, prescribe, and enforce 
against such companies, in the manner hereinafter authorized, such rates, 
charges, classifications of traffic, and rules and regulations, and shall require 
them to establish and maintain all such public service, facilities and con- 
veniences, as may be reasonable and just, which said rates, charges, classifl- 
fications, rules, regulations and requirements, the Commission may, from time 
to time, alter or amend . . . before the Commission shall make or pre- 
scribe any general order, rule, regulation or requirement, not directed against 
any specific company or companies by name, the contemplated general order, 
rule, regulation or requirement shall first be published in substance, not less 
than once a week for four consecutive weeks in one or more of the newspapers 
of general circulation published in the city of Richmond, Va., together with 
notice of the time and place, when and where the Commission will hear any 
objections which may be urged by any person interested, against the proposed

order, rule, regulation or requirement; and every such general order, rule, 
regulation or requirement made by the Commission shall be published at 
length for the time and in the manner above specified before it shall go into 
effect, and shall also, as long as it remains in force, be published In each 
subsequent annual report of the Commission. The authority of the Commis- 
sion (subject to review on appeal as hereinafter provided) to prescribe rates, 
charges and classifications of traffic for transportation and transmission com- 
panies shall be paramount; but its authority to prescribe any other rules, 
regulations or requirements for corporations or other persons shall be subject 
to the superior authority of the General Assembly to legislate thereon by 
general laws; . . ." 

By subsection **d" of that section it is provided that, "From any action of 
the Commission prescribing rates, charges or classifications of traffic, or 
affecting the train schedule of any transportation company, or requiring addi- 
tional facilities, conveniences or public service of any transportation or trans- 
mission company, or refusing to approve a suspending bond, or requiring 
additional security thereon or an increase thereof, as provided for in sub- 
section e of this section, an appeal (subject to such reasonable limitations 
as to time, regulations as to procedure and provisions as to costs, as may be 
prescribed by law) may be taken by the corporation whose rates, charges or 
classifications of traffic, schedule, facilities, conveniences or service are 
affected or by any person deeming himself aggrieved by such action, or (if 
allowed by law) by the Commonwealth." That subsection further provides 
that such appeal shall be as of right, and to the Supreme Court of Appeals 
only. 

Subsection "f" of that section, after providing how the record for an appeal 
shall be made up, and that the Commission shall file with it, and as a part 
thereof, a written statement of the reasons upon which the action appealed 
from was based, which statement shall be read and considered by this court 
upon disposing of the appeal, provides that this court "shall have jurisdiction 
on such appeal to consider and determine the reasonableness and justness of 
the action of the Commission appealed from, as well as any other matter 
arising under such appeal: Provided, however, that the action of the Commis- 
sion appealed from shall be regarded as prima facie just, reasonable and 
correct; . . ." 

By an act approved May 16, 1903, Acts 1902-'3-'4, p. 392, the Corporation 
Commission was required to fix and prescribe storage, demurrage and car- 
service charges, which may be collected by railroad and other transportation 
companies on freight transported or to be transported by them, and to be 
paid by them on freight delayed and cars not promptly furnished or placed 
by them, with rules and regulations governing the same. 

By virtue of the authority conferred by the Constitution and the act of 
Assembly, the Corporation Commission, after notice and hearing as provided 
by the Constitution, prescribed and fixed certain rules and regulations for the 
government of transportation companies and shippers doing business in this 
State, and which are as follows: 

(Here Rules are inserted in full.) 

From the action of the Corporation Commission prescribing said rules the 
appellants took this appeal. 
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OPINION OP THE COURT DELIVERED BY JUDGE BUCHANAN. 

The errors assigned upon this appeal are as follows: 

1. That the Commission did not sustain the objections made by each of the 
appellants at the hearing, that each of said rules, regulations and require- 
ments applies to and attempts to regulate or control interstate commerce; 
and, in so far as it does so, is in excess of the powers of the Commission. 

2. That the Commission did not sustain the objection made by each of the 
appellants, that the said rules, regulations or requirements apply to and 
attempt to regulate or control foreign commerce; and, in so far as they do, 
are in excess of the powers of the Commission. 

3. That the said Commission did not sustain the objections made by each 
of the appellants to each of the rules numbered, respectively, 6, 8, 9, 10, 11, 
12, 13, 14, 15 and 16, that said rules attempt to give to the patrons of each 
of the transportation companies the use of its property without compensation, 
for the time indicated in the said rules, respectively. 

No objection is made here to the reasonableness or justness of the rules, 
but their validity is attacked upon the ground that each and all of them, so 
far as they apply to interstate and foreign commerce, are in violation of the 
commerce clause of the Constitution of the United States, and the acts of 
Congress passed pursuant thereto, and that certain of the rules make require- 
ments which will deprive the appellants of the use of their property without 
due process of law, and are therefore, in violation of the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United States. 

The questions raised on this appeal which have been discussed at length 
and very ably, both in writing and in oral argument, are of great importance. 
They involve the right of the State, under its reserved power, whether that 
power be called police, governmental or legislative, to regulate the relative 
rights and duties of persons and corporations within its jurisdiction, so as to 
provide for the public good and the public convenience by laws which are not 
inconsistent with the Constitution of the State, and which do not, by their 
operation, directly entrench upon the authority of the United States or violate 
some right protected by the Federal Constitution. To draw the line between 
the two fields of jurisdiction and to define and declare when a State regula- 
tion is an unconstitutional encroachment upon Federal power, is often a ques- 
tion very diflacult to solve, even in a concrete case. But that difficulty is 
greatly increased and rendered well-nigh impossible when a court is called 
upon to pass upon a body of rules and regulations, like those now under con- 
sideration, and to declare whether or not they, or any of them, in their opera- 
tion, will directly entrench upon the authority of the United States, or violate 
some right protected by the Federal Constitution. 

The validity of the rules and regulations in question, so far as they apply 
to intra-state commerce, is not denied, except so far as they may, in their 
operation, deprive the appellants of the use of their property without com- 
pensation, but it is insisted that they are wholly invalid, so far as they apply 
to interstate commerce and foreign commerce, upon the ground that that 
subject' is wholly within the jurisdiction of the Federal Government 

That this contention is not true, to the extent claimed, is well settled by 
numerous decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States. 

In the case of Lake Shore, etc, R. R. Co, vs. Ohio, etc, 173 U. S., 285, 297, 
Mr. Justice Harlan, speaking for the court, said that the cases of that court 
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recognize "the fundamental principle that outside of the field directly occu- 
pied by the general government, under the powers granted to it by the Con- 
stitution, all questions arising within a State that relate to its internal order, 
or that involve the public convenience or the general good, are primarily 
for the determination of the State, and that its legislative enactments relating 
to these subjects, and which are not inconsistent with the State Constitution^ 
are to be respected and enforced in the courts of the Union, if they do not 
by their operation directly entrench upon the authority of the United States 
or violate some right protected by the National Constitution, rhe power here 
referred to is, to use the words of Chief Justice Shaw, the power to rnake^ 
ordain and establish all manner of wholesome and reasonable laws, statutes 
and ordinances, either with penalties or without, not repugnant to the Con- 
stitution, as they shall judge to be for the good and welfare of the Common- 
wealth and of the subjects of the same. — (Com. vs. Alger, 7 Cush., 53, 85.) 

Mr. Cooley well said: "It cannot be doubted that there is ample power in 
the legislative department of the State to adopt all necessary legislation for 
the purpose of enforcing the obligations of railway companies, as carriers of 
persons and goods, to accommodate the public impartially and to make any 
reasonable provision for carrying with safety and expedition." — ( Cooley 's 
Const. Law, 6th Ed., p. 715.) 

"It may be that such legislation is not within the 'police power' of a State, 
as those words have been sometimes, although inaccurately, used. But, in our 
opinion, the power, whether called police, governmental or legislative, exists 
in each State, by appropriate enactments, not forbidden by its own Constitu- 
tion, or by the Constitution of the United States, to regulate the relative 
rights and duties of all persons and corporations within its jurisdiction, and,, 
therefore, to provide for the public convenience and the public good. This 
power in the State is entirely distinct from any power granted to the general 
government, although when exercised it may sometimes reach the subject* 
over which national legislation can be constitutionally extended." 

In the case of Clevelandy rfc, Ry Co. vs. Illinois, 177 U. S., 514, 516, it was: 
said that "few classes of cases have become more common of recent years 
than those wherein the police power of the State over the vehicles of inter- 
state commerce have been drawn in question. That such power exists and 
will be enforced, notwithstanding the constitutional authority of Congress to- 
regulate such commerce, is evident from the large number of cases in which 
we have sustained the validity of local laws designed to secure the safety 
and comfort of passengers, employees, persons crossing railway tracks, and" 
adjacent property owners, as well as other regulations intended for the public 
good. 

"We have recently applied this doctrine to State laws requiring locomotive- 
engineers to be examined and licensed by the State authorities (Smith vs. 
AlabamGy 124 U. S., 465, 31 L. Ed., 508, 8 Sup. Ct. Rep., 564), requiring such 
engineers to be examined from time to time with respect to their ability to 
distinguish colors (Nashville, C. d St. L. R. Co. vs. Alabama, 128 U. S., 96, 32* 
L. Ed., 352, 2 Inters. Com. Repo., 238, 9 Sup. Ct. Rep., 28), requiring tele-^ 
graph companies to receive despatches and to transmit and deliver them with 
due diligence, as applied to messages from outside the State (Western U. Teh 
Co, vs. James, 162 U. S., 650, 40 L. Ed., 1105, 16 Sup. Ct. Rep., 934); forbid- 
ding the running of freight trains on Sunday (Bennington vs. Georgia, 163* 
U. S., 209, 41 L. Ed., 166, 16 Sup. Ct. Rep., 1086); requiring^ railway compa- 
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BieB to fix titeir rates amsnainr for the transportation of passengers and 
freight, and also requiring Uiem to post a printed copor oi such rates at all 
their stations {Chicago d N. W, R, Co. vs. Fuller, 17 Wal., 56er, 21 Lu Ed.^ 
710); forbidding the consolidation of parallel or competing lines of railway 
{Louisville d N. R. Co, vs. Kentucky, 161 U. S., 677, 40 L. Ed., 849, 16 Sup. 
Ct. Rep., 714) ; regulating the heating of passenger cars, and directing guards 
and guard-posts to be placed on railroad bridges and trestles and the ap- 
proaches thereto {New York, N. H. d H, R, Co. vs. New York, 165 U. S., 628,, 
41 li. Ed., 853, 17 Sup. Gt. Rep., 418) ; providing that no contract shall exempt 
any railroad corporation from the liability of a common carrier or a carrier 
of passengers, which would have existed if no contract had been made {Chi- 
cago, M. d 8t. P. R. Co. vs. Solan, 169 U. S., 133, 42 L. Ed., 688, 18 Sup. Ct 
Rep., 289), and declaring that when a common carrier accepts for transpor- 
tation anything directed to a point of destination beyond the terminus of his 
own line or route, he shall be deemed thereby to assume an obligation for 
its safe carriage to such point of destination, unless at the time of such ac- 
ceptance such carrier be released or exempted from such liability -by contract 
in writing, signed by the owner or his agent {Richmond d A. R. Co. vs. R. A. 
Patterson Tobacco Co., 169 U. S. 311, 42 L. Ed., 759, 18 Sup. Ct. Rep. 335). 
In none of these cases "^as it thought that the regulations were unreasonable 
or operated in any just sense as a restriction upon interstate commerce." 

And in one of the most recent decisions of that court {Penn. R. R. Co. vs. 
Hughes, decided December last. No. 4 Advance Sheets of the Opinions of the 
Supreme Court, p. 132) it was held that the refusal of a State court to limit 
the liability of a common carrier for its negligence in the execution of a con- 
tract for interstate carriage to the valuation agreed upon, does not contravene 
the various provisions of the interstate commerce act enacted by Congress, 
making it obligatory upon carriers to provide proper facilities for interstate 
carriage of freight and preventing them from obstructing continuing ship- 
ments on interstate lines. In delivering the opinion of the court In that case, 
Mr. Justice Day said: "It is well settled that the State may make valid enact- 
ments in the exercise of its legislative power to promote the welfare and con- 
venience of its citizens, although in their operation they may have an effect 
upon interstate traffic." 

It is impossible for us, on this appeal, to make a wholesale exposition of 
the constitutionality of the rules and regulations in question, so far as they 
may in their varied application and enforcement affect the rights of persons 
and corporations engaged in interstate and foreign shipments and transporta- 
tion, or violate rights protected by the Federal Constitution. To hold that 
they are Invalid so far as they apply to interstate and foreign commerce, as 
the appellants insist should be done, might have the effect of depriving the 
State of her undoubted right, under her reserved powers, to make provisions 
for the purpose of enforcing the obligations of transportation companies to 
accommodate the public, and for regulating the relative rights and duties of 
all persons and corporations within its jurisdiction, and therefore to provide 
for the public convenience and the public good, when such regulations are in 
aid of, or only incidentally affect, interstate commerce, and do not violate 
any right protected by the Constitution of the United States. 

To hold, on the other hand, that the rules would not, in their operation, 
directly entrench upon the authority of the United States, nor violate any 
right protected by the Federal Constitution, might result in our denying trans- 
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I>ortation companies and others their Just rights under the Constitution and 
laws of the United States, and drive them to the Federal courts for the 
assertion and maintenance of rights which ought* to be guarded and enforced 
by the courts of the State, whose government they support and from which 
they are entitled to protection. For these and other reasons which might be 
given, we are of opinion that we ought not, upon this appeal, to attempt to 
decide to what extent, if at all, the said rules and regulations, in their opera- 
tion, may directly infringe upon the commerce clause of the Constitution of 
the United States, or violate any right of the appellants under that instru- 
ment, and that the decision of those questions can only be properly made as 
they arise in concrete cases and upon the particular facts of each case. 

It is insisted by the appellants' counsel, that if no relief is given them upon 
this appeal, as to the validity of the rules in question, their validity is, by 
the express terms of the Constitution, made conclusive and cannot be ques- 
tioned in an action or suit based upon the rules, and that no other provision 
is made by the Constitution, by which their validity can be questioned, except 
in quasi criminal proceedings, which the Commission is authorized to insti- 
tute against them for the alleged violation of said rules and regulations. 
The provision of the Constitution relied on to sustain this contention is sub- 
section *'h*' of section 156, and is as follows: • 

"The right of any persons to institute and prosecute in the ordinary courts 
of justice any action, suit or motion against any transportation or trans- 
mission company, for any claim or cause of action against such com- 
pany, shall not be extinguished or impaired by reason of any fine or other 
penalty which the Commission may impose, or be authorized to impose, upon 
such company because of its breach of any public duty, or because of its fail- 
ure to comply with any order or requirement of the Commission; but in no 
such proceeding by any person against such corporation, nor in any collateral 
proceeding, shall the reasonableness, justness or validity of an^ rate, charge, 
classification of traffic, rule, regulation or requirement, theretofore prescribed 
by the Commission, within the scope of its authority, and then in force, be 
questioned: Provided, however, that no case based upon or involving any 
order of the Commission shall be heard or disposed of against the objection of 
either party, so long as such order is suspended in its operation by an order 
of the Supreme Court of Appeals as authorized by this Constitution, or by 
any law passed in pursuance thereof." 

The subsection quoted does not prevent the validity of any rule or regula- 
tion prescribed by the Commission from being inquired into upon the trial 
of a cause of the kind mentioned in said subsection, if such rule or regulation, 
in its application to the facts of the case, violates any right of the defendant 
protected by the Constitution of the United States, for such rule or regulation 
is, to that extent, not within the scope of the authority of the Commission, 
but in excess of its powers and invalid not only because it is in violatidn of 
the Constitution of the United States, but also because in conflict with section 
153, Article XII, of the Constitution of the State, the article creating the 
Corporation Commission and defining its powers and duties, which expressly 
declares that "the provisions of this article shall always be so restricted in 
their application as not to confiict with any of the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and as if the necessary limitations upon their in- 
terpretation had been herein expressed in each case." 

There being no objection made here to the reasonableness or justness of the 
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rules and regulations in question, and their validity being attacked only to 
the extent of their application to interstate and foreign commerce, and in so 
far as they may deprive the appellants of the use of their property without 
due process of law, we are therefore of opinion that the said rules and regula- 
tions are reasonable, just and valid, except in so far as they may in their 
operation directly entrench upon the commerce clause of the Constitution of 
the United States, or violate some right of the appellants protected by that 
instrument; and we are further of opinion that the question of their validity, 
so far as affected by the Constitution of the United States, may be raised 
and determined in any case in which that question could be raised and de- 
termined, if the rules and regulations in question had been enacted as stat- 
utes by the General Assembly, except as prohibited by subsection "d*' of 
section 156 of the Constitution.

Notice under date of the 12th day of December, 1903, having been duly 
served in this matter upon the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, the 
Southern Railway Company and the Chesapeake Western Railway Company, 
the said companies this day appeared before the Commission in pursuance 
of said notice, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company being represented by 
Mr. John G. Wilson, its attorney, and the Southern Railway Company being 
represented by Mr. Alfred P. Thom, its attorney, and various merchants and 
shippers in the town of Harrisonburg, Va., interested in these proceedings 
being represented by Mr. E. S. Conrad, their attorney. 

The Southern Railway Company presented to the Commission and filed its 
answer in writing to the said notice, and the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany likewise presented to the Commission and filed its answer in writing to 
the said notice. 

The proposed rules and regulations alluded to in the notice coming on for 
a hearing, Mr. Conrad read depositions of certain witnesses, taken in the 
town of Harrisonburg, and the testimony not having been concluded, further 
hearing was continued until to-morrow at 11 o'clock. 

ORDER OF JANUARY 7, 1904. 

The hearing of this matter having been resumed, the taking of testimony 
before the Commission was continued, and the testimony not having been 
concluded this day, the further taking of testimony and hearing of this matter 
was, by agreement of counsel, continued until Wednesday, January 20, 1904, 
at 11 o'clock A. M. 

ORDER OF JANUARY 20, 1904. 

In pursuance of the adjournment had in this matter until to-day, the 
parties, by their counsel, appeared this day before the Commission, and the 
testimony was resumed. The testimony having been completed, the matter 
was adjourned over until to-morrow morning at 11 o'clock for argument. 

ORDER OF JANUARY 21, 19(14. 

Argument by counsel for the merchants and shippers of Harrisonburg and 
vicinity, by counsel for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company and of the 
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Southern Railway Company was heard and the matters involved in this pro- 
ceeding submitted to the Commission. The Commission not yet being advised 
of its conclusions, and of its action to be taken in this proceeding, time is 
taken to advise thereof, and proper orders will be entered in the future. 

ORDER OF APRIL 13, 1904. 

The Commission having carefully considered the matters of complaint 
brought before it in this proceeding, and all evidence adduced and papers 
filed before it on the hearing, and proceeding now to dispose of so much of 
the complaint as relates to transfer or switching charges at Harrisonburg, 

It is now ordered that in the matter of switching or transferring traffic 
in carloads from the Chesapeake Western junction to sidings and industries 
at Harrisonburg, Va., on the line of the Valley Railroad of Virginia, or to the 
point of connection of said road with the Southern Railway, the following 
rate or charge be prescribed and fixed for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
operating the Valley Railroad, viz. : 

On all carload traffic (including coal and coke) billed to' 

Harrisonburg, Virginia, and which has been delivered to 

the consignee or owner on the tracks of the Chesapeake 

Western Railway at the Chesapeake Western Junction: i »« ««« «««

From Chesapeake Western Railway Junction to sidings 
and industries on Valley Railroad of Virginia or to point 
of connection with the Southern Railway: 

In so far as any rate or charge fixed in the Valley Railroad of Virginia 
Freight Tariff No. 57, issued by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and effec- 
tive January 15, 1904, or any rate otherwise fixed by the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, is in any wise in confiict with the rate or charge now fixed by the 
Commission, the former rate is rendered ineffective, and the rate or charge 
herein fixed and prescribed shall govern in all cases coming within the 
terms of the foregoing order.

ORDER OP JANUARY 30, 1904. 

In the matter of assessing for taxes on the fioating property of the Old 
Dominion Steamship Company. 

It being suggested to the Commission by counsel representing the Old Do- 
minion Steamship Company that the said company desires to appeal to the 
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Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia from the action of the Commission, 
ascertaining and assessing the value and fixing the location of certain prop- 
erty, consisting of several steamers in the State of Virginia, on the ground 
that the authorities of the State of Virginia have no legal right to impose 
any taxes upon the said property. 

It is ordered that the said appeal be allowed, and that a certificate of facts 
and further proper papers, making up the record, be delivered to the counsel 
for the said Old Dominion Steamship Company, and that the said company, 
or some one for it, do enter into bond in the sum of twenty-five hundred 
($2,500) dollars, with sufllcient surety to be approved by the Commission. 

And the said Old Dominion Steamship Company then presented to the 
Commission a bond in the penalty of twenty-five hundred ($2,500) dollars, 
with the American Surety Company as surety, conditioned to prosecute the 
said appeal to final decision and satisfy and pay the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia all taxes declared in the judgment of the said Court of Appeals to be 
due to it on the floating property involved in this proceeding, or such portion 
of said taxes as shall then remain unpaid, and shall also pay all damages 
and costs and fees which may be awarded against or incurred by said com- 
pany. And the said bond was duly approved by the Commission and ordered 
to be filed with the clerk in this proceeding. 

OPINION AND ORDER OF SUPREME COURT OF APPEALS. 

VIRGINIA. — In the Supbeme Coubt op Appeals, at Richmond, Mabch 17, 

1904. 

Old Dominion Steamship Company, Appellant. 

vs. 
Commonwealth of Virginia, Appellee. 

Upon appeal from a finding of the State Corporation Commission, entered on 

the day of November, 1903, declaring the steamers Mobjack, Acco- 

mac, Hampton Roads, Luray, Virginia Dare, Brandon and Berkeley, and 
the steam tug Germania, and seven barges, property of appellant, tax- 
able under the laws of the State of Virginia, and imposing a property 
tax thereon for the year 1903. 

The facts presented by the transcript of the record of the finding aforesaid 
are as follows: 

That the Old Dominion Steamship Company was a non-resident corporation, 
having been incorporated by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware; that it was then and had been for many years theretofore 
engaged in the transportation of passengers and freight on the Atlantic ocean 
and communicating navigable waters, between the city of New York, in the 
State of New York, and Norfolk, and certain other ports within the State of 
Virginia; that said steamship company, in the prosecution of its said trans- 
portation business, owned and operated the vessel property above named; 
that these vessels, with the exception of the tug Germania, whose movements 
and use will be hereinafter stated, visited various ports or points within the 
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State of Virginia, for the purpose of receiving freight and passengers, for 
which they issued bills of lading and tickets to points outside the State of 
Virginia; that owing to the shallow waters where these vessels plied it was 
impossible in most instances for the larger ocean-going steamers of the com- 
pany to be used; that in consequence the vessels above numerated were used 
to receive the freight and passengers as aforesaid, giving the shipper of 
freight a bill of lading for the same destined to New York and other points 
outside of Virginia, and the passenger a ticket to his destination, and thus 
transported such freight and passengers to deeper water at Norfolk and Old 
Point Comfort, where, upon such bills of lading and tickets, the passengers 
and freight were transferred to one of the larger ocean-going vessels of the 
steamship company, and so the ultimate destination — namely, New York and 
elsewhere outside of Virginia — was reached; that any other business trans- 
acted by the above named vessels was incidental in character and compara- 
tively insignificant in amount; that the said vessels were built and designed 
for interstate traffic especially, and were adjuncts to or branches of the main 
line of the Old Dominion Steamship Company between New York and Nor- 
folk; that each and all of the said vessels were regularly enrolled, under the 
United States laws, outside of the State of Virginia, with the name and port 
of such enrollment painted on the stern of each of them; that the said 
vessels, though regularly enrolled and licensed for coastwise trade, were 
then used on old established routes upon navigable waters within Virginia, 
as follows — to-wit: 

First. The steamer Hampton Roads, between Fort Monroe and Hampton 
and Norfolk. 

Second. The steamer Mobjack, between points in Mathews and Gloucester 
counties and Norfolk. 

Third. The steamers Luray and Accomac, between Smithfleld and Norfolk. 

Fourth. The steamer Virginia Dare, between Suffolk and Norfolk. 

Fifth. The steamers Berkeley and Brandon, between Richmond and Nor- 
folk; and 

The steamers Berkeley and Brandon ply between Richmond and Norfolk. 
These two steamers were completed in the year 1901 or early in 1902, one of 
them having been constructed at the William R. Trigg Shipyard, in the city 
of Richmond, and the other outside of the State of Virginia. Early in the 
year 1902 they were placed upon the line between Norfolk and Richmond, 
one steamer leaving Richmond each evening and arriving in Norfolk each 
morning, thus giving a night trip every night each way between Richmond 
and Norfolk. At the time these steamers were placed upon this route and 
since that time, the Old Dominion Steamship Company has by public adver- 
tisement called attention to the fact that these two steamers were especially 
fitted in the matter of state-room accommodations for carrying passengers 
between Richmond and Norfolk, and the said two steamers have since that 
time been advertising for the carriage of passengers and freight on their 
route between Richmond and Norfolk, and have been regularly carrying 
freight and passengers between the said two points in Virginia as well as 
taking on freight and passengers for further transportation on their ocean 
steamers at Norfolk. The Old Dominion Steamship Company applied under 
the revenue laws of the State of Virginia for a license to sell liquor at retail 
on each of these steamers, and on July 1, 1902, there was granted, through 
the Commissioner of the Revenue of the city of Richmond, a license to the 
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Old Dominion Steamship Company for the sale of liquor at retail on each of 
these steamers, said licenses to expire on April 30, 1903. On or about the 
same time, the said steamship company complied with the revenue laws of 
the United States and paid the necessary revenue tax through the custom 
house at the city of Richmond for the purpose of selling liquor at retail on 
each of these steamers. In spring of 1903, the said steamship company, in 
order to obtain licenses to sell liquor at retail on each of these steamers, 
applied for the same in the city of Richmond and complied with the require- 
ments of section 143 of the new revenue law, approved April 16, 1903, and so 
obtained licenses for the year 1903-1904 to sell liquor at retail on each of 
these steamers on their route between the cily of Richmond and Norfolk, 
and likewise, on or about the same time, complied with the revenue laws of 
the United States in the matter of selling liquor at retail on each of the said 
steamers on said route. 

Sixth. The steam tug Germania, which was used In the harbor of Norfolk 
and Hampton Roads for the purpose of docking the large ocean-going steam- 
ers of the Old Dominion Steamship Company, and the transferring from 
different points in those waters freight from connecting lines destined to 
points outside of Virginia. 

And the court, having maturely considered said transcript of the record 
of the finding aforesaid and the arguments of counsel, is of opinion that the 
legal situs of the vessels and barges assessed for taxation by the finding of 
the State Corporation Commission is, for that purpose, within the jurislElic- 
tlon of the State of Virginia, and that said property is amenable to the tax 
imposed thereon — notwithstanding the fact that said vessels and barges are 
owned by a non-resident corporation; that they may have been enrolled 
under the act of Congress at some port outside the State of Virginia, and 
that they are engaged, in part, in interstate commerce — and doth so decide 
and declare. Therefore it seems to the court here that the finding of th« 
State Corporation Commission appealed from is without error, and said 
finding is approved and affirmed. It is further considered by the court that 
the appellee recover against the appellant thirty dollars damages and its 
costs by it about its defence expended upon this appeal. All of which is 
ordered to be entered upon the order book here, and certified to the State 
Corporation Commission, to be entered of record in its order book there, as 
required by law.

ORDER OP FEBRUARY 10, 1904. 

Notice having been served upon the defendant, the Washington, Alexandria 
and Mount Vernon Railway Company, returnable this day, in this proceeding, 
the said company appeared, by Mr. J. Colvln, its superintendent, together 
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wifh Hon. R. Walton Moore, its counsel, and witnesses having been examined 
as follows: A. G. Uhler, George H. Rucker and Frederick C. Pratt, on behalf 
of the Commonwealth, and said J. Colvin on behalf of the defendant company, 
the matters involved in this proceeding were submitted to the Commission, 
and time was taken to consider thereof^ the ruling, requirements and order 
of the Commission to be announced and entered at a future day. 

ORDER OF MARCH 10, 1904. 

The Commission, having carefully considered all the evidence adduced 
upon the hearing in this proceeding, is of opinion that it has been clearly 
established that the Washington, Alexandria and Mount Vernon Railway 
Company is not furnishing along the line of its route from the Potomac 
river to Alexandria service adequate and. sufficient to accommodate passen- 
gers travelling or offering to travel over its said route; and, it appearing 
from the evidence that there is special necessity for greater accommodations 
for the public leaving Alexandria in the morning between the hours of 6:15 
and 8:30, inclusive, and leaving the city of Washington in the evening for 
carriage over the line of the said defendant in the State of Virginia between 
the hours of 4:30 and 6:30, inclusive: 

It is ordered that the said defendant railway, within ten days from the 
entry of this order, do increase their carrying facilities between the points 
named and within the hours mentioned. These increased facilities shall be 
provided in any one of the three ways below mentioned, or by a combination 
thereof. 

That is to say, the scheduled north bound morning trains from Alexandria, 
between the hours of 6:15 and 8:30, and the schedules south bound evening 
trains from the Potomac bridge between the hours of 4:30 and 6:30 may be — 

First. Increased in number to the extent of not less than four, to be 
operated on new and independent schedule; or 

Second. Not less than four of such trains shall be operated in double 
sections on existing schedule; or 

Third. Not less than four of such trains shall carry two trailers. 

It is further ordered that, within the said ten days from the entry of this 
order, the said railway company report to this Commission the manner and 
means provided by it for putting the requirements of this order into effect.

ORDER OF FEBRUARY 23, 1904. 

On the 22d day of February, 1904, the American Surety Company of New 
York, after having been duly summoned in this proceeding, appeared to show 
cause why it should not be fined for violation of section 1104 of the Code of 
Virginia, as amended by an act of the General Assembly, approved May 15, 
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1903. And, by leave of the Commission, the said defendant in this proceed- 
ing, the American Surety Company of New York, filed its answer in writing 
to the summons in this case. And, thereupon, testimony having been heard, 
it was shown that the said American Surety Company of New York was a 
foreign corporation, having been created and organized under the laws of 
the State of New York, and that it had, within the past three months, been 
transacting its business as a surety, guarantee or bonding company in the 
State of Virginia without having first obtained a license or certificate of 
authority from the State Corporation Commission, provided for in the 
statutes of Virginia, and in violation of section 1104 and section 1105 of the 
Code of Virginia, as amended by an act of the General Assembly of Virginia, 
approved May 15, 1903. And the said American Surety Company of New 
York, by its counsel, contended that, considering the various statutes of 
Virginia bearing upon the said company, and its business, the said com- 
pany was authorized to transact its business in the State of Virginia as 
aforesaid without obtaining a license or certificate of authority, as directed 
by said section, or having paid into the treasury of the State of Virginia the 
charter fee required by law to be paid by said corporation on its maximum 
authorized capital stock. And the Commission took time to consider of its 
action in the premises. 

On this day the Commission proceeding to dispose of this matter, it is or- 
dered as follows: 

It appearing to the Commission that section 157 of the Constitution of 
Virginia provides, in terms, that no foreign corporation shall have authority 
to transact its business in this State until it shall have first obtained from 
this Commission a license to do business Jin this State, upon such terms and 
conditions as may be prescribed by law; and that it is further provided in 
the same section that the Legislature shall make provision for the payment 
of a fee by every foreign corporation, upon obtaining a license or certificate 
of authority to do business in this State, the Commission is of opinion that 
the amendment of section 1104 of the Code was made in pursuance of the 
said constitutional provisions; and that, therefore, independent of other 
prior provisions of the statutes of the State, no foreign corporation can do 
business in the State of Virginia without having obtained a license or certifi- 
cate of authority from this Commission in the manner and upon the terms 
prescribed by the Legislature of Virginia. The Commission is further of 
opinion that the license tax imposed by section 23 of the revenue law of 
Virginia has no reference to the license or certificate of authority described 
In section 1104 of the Code, as amended, the said revenue license being an 
annual business tax. The Commission is further of opinion that the acts of 
1893-1894, in relation to surety or guarantee and bonding companies, cannot 
control the action of the Commission in the matter of granting a certificate 
of authority to foreign corporations to do business in Virginia; and that if 
said act is in conflict with, or is in addition to the requirements of the 
Constitution and of section 1104 of the Code, as amended. It is a matter for 
remedy by legislation. 

It Is now ordered, as provided for in section 1105 of the Code, as amended, 
that a fine of ten dollars be imposed upon the said American Surety Company 
of New York, and that the said ten dollars, with the costs of this proceeding, 
be paid by the said American Surety Company of New York to the clerk of 
this Commission within ten days from this date. If the said fine and costs 
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are not so paid, it is ordered that the clerk of the Commission issue execution 
for the said fine and costs, and place the same in the hands of the bailiff 
of the Commission, to be levied and collected out of any property of the 
said defendant, the American Surety Company of New York, according to 
law. 

VIRGINIA. — In the Supreme Court op Appeals, Held at the Court-Housk 
OF Wythe County, in the Town of Wytheville, on Thursday, the 16th 
Day of June, 1904.

Upon a writ of error and supersedeas to an order and judgment entered by 
the State Corporation Commission on the 23d day of February, 1904, in 
the matter of requiring the American Surety Company of New York to 
pay the charter fee and to obtain a certificate of the Auditor to its pay- 
ment under section 1104 of the Code of Virginia, as amended by act of 
May 15, 1903. 

This cause, which is pending in this court at its place of session at Rich- 
mond, having been fully heard but not determined at said place of session, 
this day came here as well the plaintiff in error by counsel as the Attorney- 
General on behalf of the Commonwealth, and the court having maturely con- 
sidered the transcript of the record of the order and judgment aforesaid and 
arguments of counsel, is of opinion, for reasons stated in writing and filed 
with the record, that the said order and judgment of the State Corporation 
Commission appealed from is without error, and therefore said order and 
judgment is approved and afllrmed. It is further ordered that the defendant 
in error recover against the plaintiff in error damages according to law and 
its costs by it in its behalf herein expended. 

Which is ordered to be entered in the order book here and forthwith cer- 
tified to the clerk of this court at Richmond, who will enter the same in the 
order book there and certify it to the said Corporation Commission, to be 
entered of record in its order book as required by law. 

OPINION OF SUPREME COURT OF APPEALS RENDERED JUNE 16, 1904. 

American Surety Company of New York 

vs. 
Commonwealth, 

Appeal from State Corporation Commission. 

Appeal by the American Surety Company of New York from a decision of the 
State Corporation Commission imposing a fine on appellant for transacting 
business without having obtained the license required by law. Affirmed. 

Keith, P. This is an appeal from a decision of the State Corporation Com- 
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mission imposing a fine upon |ippellant for transacting business in the State 
of Virginia without having obtained a license in accordance with section 
1104 of the Code of 1887, as amended by an act of Assembly approved May 
15, 1903. That section provides that "every incorporated company doing 
business in this State shall have an office in the State, at which all claims 
against such company due residents of the State may be audited, settled and 
paid. Every such company incorporated under a jurisdiction beyond the 
limits of this State (and hereinafter designated as a foreign corporation) 
shall, before doing business In this State, present to the State Corporation 
Commission (a) a written po'wer of attorney, executed in duplicate, appointing 
some person residing in this State its agent, upon whom all legal process 
against the corporation may be served, and who shall be authorized to enter 
an appearance In its behalf; (b) two duly authenticated copies of the charter 
of the corporation, and (c) a certificate of the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
showing the payment into the treasury of the fee required by law to be paid 
by such corporation; and shall obtain from said Corporation Commission a 
license to transact business in the State. If It shall be made to appear to the 
State Corporation Commission that said corporation has complied with the 
law relative to the licensing of a foreign corporation of the character of the 
applicant corporation, then said Corporation Commission shall issue to said 
corporation a license to transact business in the State." There are other 
provisions of this section -which need not be, at present, adverted to. 

This law is broad and comprehensive in its terms. It applies to every in- 
corporated company doing business in the State, and, upon its face, embraces 
foreign as well as domestic corporations. 

The appellant having been served with notice by the State Corporation 
Commission to appear and show cause why a fine should not be imposed 
upon It for doing business without having complied with the section just 
quoted, appeared and answered, resting its defence upon two grounds: First, 
that sections 1104 and 1105, as amended, were not intended to apply to it, 
but that it was governed by a special law, found, as originally passed, in 
Acts 1893-*94, pp. 758, 764, cc. 661, 662, and amended at the session of 
1895-'96 (Acts 1895-^96, pp. 284, 423, cc. 248, 406) ; and, second, that it had 
tendered to the Auditor the specific license tax of $200 imposed upon it for 
the year 1904, and that section 1104 has reference to this license fee, and not 
to the charter fee required in sections 37-40, inclusive, found at pages 178-180, 
Acts Assembly 1902-1904; and, further, that, even though a charter fee was 
by law required of it, it comes within the exception found in section 40, supra 
which provides that "nothing contained in this section, or the three preceding 
sections, shall be construed to impose a fee for a charter or for authority to 
transact business in this State, upon any company which has already paid 
the fee or tax heretofore imposed by law upon its charter or for authority 
to transact its business in this State." 

Dealing with the last defence first, it seems clear that the fee required by 
section 1104 is what Is known as a "charter fee." This appears from the 
concluding portion of that section: "Any foreign corporation which has here- 
tofore paid the fee required by law to entitle it to transact business in this 
State, and has otherwise complied with the laws heretofore existing relative 
thereto, shall not, on application for license to transact business in this 
State, be required to pay such fee again, nor to file a copy of the charter 
with the Secretary of the Commonwealth, if a copy thereof is already on file 
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in his office." It seems too plain for argument that this has reference to a 
charge which is paid once for all, and not to the license tax which is paid 
each and every year. Nor does the appellant, in any event, come within the 
exception, for it nowhere appears that it has at any time paid this charter 
fee. Its statement upon this subject is cautiously made. Referring to sec- 
tion 1104, as amended, appellant says in its petition to the Corporation Com- 
mission for license to do business in the State for the ^year 1904 that "it only 
required those foreign corporations which have always been governed by 
section 1104 to pay the charter fee where such corporations are attempting 
to do business without ever complying with that section, or with the law 
relating to charter fees. All such foreign corporations are by the act of May 
15, 1903, required to now pay this charter fee. The act leaves untouched 
that class of foreign corporations which were not governed by section 1104, 
as fs the case with surety companies, and your petitioner in particular. In 
other words, if a right to transact business in this State has once been 
granted on the payment of a charter fee and an annual licenae tax^ or on 
the payment of a license tax only, the State cannot, or at least does not in- 
tend to, now attach the requirement of the payment of a charter fee to the 
foreign corporation which has already obtained and been granted the right 
to do business in this State.'' This is certainly not an averment that it had 
paid the charter fee. Its whole insistence, indeed, is that it was never liable 
for the charter fee, but that it had been permitted tp do business without the 
pajTuent of such fee, and was therefore entitled to continue its business 
upon the same terms. There is neither allegation nor proof of the payment 
of the charter fee, and therefore appellant is not within the terms of the 
exception to the operation of sections 37-40. 

The case of appellant must stand or fall by its first contention. Is it con- 
trolled by the law applicable to corporations in general, whether foreign or 
domestic, or is there a special law which applies to that particular class of 
corporations to which appellant belongs? 

The Constitution of Virginia (section 156a, Art XII) provides that, "sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Constitution and to such requirements, rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by law, the State Corporation Commis- 
sion shall be the department of government through which shall be issued all 
charters and amendments or extensions thereof for domestic corporations, 
and all licenses to do business in this State to foreign corporations; and 
through which shall be carried out all the provisions of this Constitution, 
and of the laws made in pursuance thereof, for the creation, visitation, super- 
vision, regulation and control of corporations chartered by, or doing business 
in, this State." By section 1104, as found in the Acts of 1902-1904,. at page 
360, and which has already been quoted, every incorporated company doing 
business in this State is required to pay a charter fee. The amount of that 
charter fee is fixed by sections 37-40, already referred to, and the penalty for 
doing business without complying with the law is imposed by section 1105. 

Whatever may have been the interpretation of the law as it existed before 
the adoption of the Constitution now in force, and the passage of the laws 
in pursuance thereof, including section 1104, as amended, there seems no room 
for question that appellant, in common with every incorporated company 
doing business in this State, must pay a charter fee or bring itself within the 
operation of the exception. It would serve no useful purpose to inquire 
whether, by a true construction of the statutes upon the subject in force 
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prior to the adoption of the Constitution, the appellant was liable to pay the 
tax, and escaped by the oversight or inadvertence of those charged with the 
execution of the laws, or whether the Legislature had seen fit to place such 
companies upon a more favorable footing than all other corporations doing 
business in the State, for, whether this company has hitherto escaped by 
inadvertence or in accordance with the intent of the Legislature, there is 
nothing in the nature of a contract^ nothing in the nature of an estoppel 
upon the State to interfere with its unquestioned power of taxation. There- 
fore, whatever opinion might be entertained with reference to the laws as 
they heretofore existed, the Constitution and laws as they now stand unmis- 
takably place all corporations upon a footing of equality, and all are required 
to pay a charter fee as the condition precedent to doing business in this 
State, with a proviso that this charter fee shall not be exacted of those cor- 
porations by which this fee has been at any time paid. The Corporation Com- 
mission, which is the department specially charged with the duty of granting 
licenses to do business in this State to foreign corporations, has given this 
matter careful consideration; has found that the laws do not discriminate 
in favor of appellant; that it is not within any exception; that it was doing 
business in violation of the law; and has imposed upon it the minimum 
penalty for its offence. We discover no error in its ruling, and it is therefore 
affirmed.

Company, 

vs. 

The Southern Railway Company. 

ORDER OP FEBRUARY 27, 1904. 

The Commission having carefully considered all of the facts and argument 
of counsel in this proceeding, is of opinion that the discrimination complained 
of as being made by the Southern Railway Company against the town of 
Smithfleld and the city of Norfolk, arises from a rebate allowed against the 
said two places in favor of shippers from Suffolk to points beyond the State 
of Virginia, and, therefore, concerns interstate commerce. It seems to the 
Commission that, in order to correct the unlawful discrimination complained 
of in this proceeding, it would have to interfere with and prescribe or fix 
rates for interstate carriage. The Commission is constrained to the conclu- 
sion that the relief prayed for by the complainant in this proceeding is beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Commission, and that, therefore, no action can be 
taken in the premises. 
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Commontoealth of Virginia^ at the relation of the Owaltney-Bunkley Peanut 
Company^ 

vs. 

The Southern Railway Company, 

OPINION OF COMMISSION. 

In this proceeding complaint Is made by the Gwaltney-Bunkley Peanut 
Company of a discrimination against the town of Smlthfleld, In which the 
business of the complainant Is located, and, Incidentally, against the city of 
Norfolk, by the defendant railway company. 

The town of Suffolk Is located on the line of the defendant railway com- 
pany and the Norfolk & Western Railway Company, about eighteen miles 
from the city of Norfolk. Smlthfield is not located along the line of any 
railroad, but is reached from the city of Norfolk by water transit. 

It appears that the defendant railway company has put into effect an 
arrangement In regard to the transportation of peanuts which gives the 
handlers and cleaners of peanuts at Suffolk a great advantage over persons 
in a similar business In Norfolk and Smlthfield in the matter of transporting 
cleaned peanuts to points outside the State of Virginia. The tariff sheet, 
or exception sheet under which this arrangement was made, has not been 
filed with this Commission, but has been filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, it being claimed by the defendant railway company that It 
relates only to interstate rates. Under this paper the peanut dealers in Suf- 
folk and in Bain, which is a suburb of Suffolk, can purchase peanuts at 
various points in the surrounding counties penetrated by the lines of the 
Southern Railway and have them shipped to Suffolk at the regular local rates. 
These rates are paid and the bill of lading surrendered. The agent of the 
company at Suffolk keeps an account of the amount of peanuts and the 
amount of freight paid by the Suffolk consignee, and, in the event that this 
consignee, within sixty days of the receipt of the peanuts at Suffolk, ships to 
points outside of Virginia a like amount of cleaned peanuts, he is given a 
bill of lading, billed from the original point of shipment to Suffolk to the 
ultimate destination of the freight, and he is allowed a rebate on the amount 
of freight from the point of shipment to the point of destination in proportion 
to the amount of local freight paid to Suffolk, in some cases amounting to 
nearly three-fourths of that freight. 

It is claimed by the defendant railway company that this amount of money 
that is allowed to the shipper is not a rebate, but is permissible under what 
is known as the "milling in transit," called in this case the "cleaning in 
transit" rate. 

It seems to the Commission quite clear that under the arrangements and 
the agreement made by the railway company, appearing In this record, the 
rates involved are not properly milling or cleaning In transit rates. In order 
to avoid a discrimination between local shippers, the railway company 
stipulates that in all cases of shipment of peanuts to Suffolk, the bill of 
lading must be surrendered and the freight paid, thus in every case, so far 
as the local freight rate is concerned, ending the contractual relations between 
the railway company and shippers to Suffolk. If a dealer at Suffolk desires, 
then, to ship his cleaned peanuts to points outside the State, the railway 
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company rebills the peanuts from tlie original point of shipment to Suffolk, 
and not from Suffolk itself. This, however, seems to us not to be proper 
and not to express the real transaction. In spite of this method of rebilling, 
from the original point of shipment to Suffolk, the actual shipment, which 
is altogether a new shipment under a new contract, is from Suffolk to a point 
outside the State, and the rate to be paid is the rate from Suffolk to the 
destination of the freight. This being so, we are of opinion that the money 
refunded to the Suffolk shipper upon the shipment of his goods is clearly a 
rebate upon that shipment. It is impossible to connect the original shipment 
to Suffolk with the further shipment from Suffolk, under the language of the 
tariff sheet filed before the Commission. Under these circumstances, we are 
convinced that the arrangement under which the dealers in and cleaners of 
peanuts at Suffolk have this advantage gives them an unlawful rebate on 
their Interstate rates upon shipments of peanuts. 

It seems to us equally clear that allowing such a rate, less than the pub- 
lished rates filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission by tne defendant 
railway company, is a discrimination in favor of Suffolk against dealers and 
shippers at Norfolk. 

The fact that the business of the complainant in this case is at Smithfield 
does not seem to us to make any difference, as his peanuts are shipped from 
Norfolk to Smithfield, there cleaned, and may be brought back to Norfolk 
for further shipment. It is plain, therefore, that if Norfolk were placed upon 
the same footing with Suffolk shippers of cleaned peanuts, Norfolk shippers 
would not be under the disadvantage from which they now suffer, and which 
naturally tends to depress this business at Norfolk and build it up in Suf- 
folk. The rebate on the interstate rate so allowed by the defendant railway 
company, and the discrimination by reason thereof in favor of Suffolk against 
Norfolk, seem to be both forbidden by the statutes of the United States. 

But this Commission is not authorized to pass upon those questions. These 
matters, involving altogether Interstate rates and Federal questions, are be- 
yond the jurisdiction of this Commission to deal with or correct. However 
great may be the desire of the authorities of Virginia to place cities upon an 
equal footing in matters of this kind, the Commission is constrained to the 
conclusion that it has not jurisdiction to correct the complaint made in this 
case. 

No question as to the reasonableness of the amount of tne local rates from 
points in the peanut territory to either Suffolk, Norfolk or Smithfield arises 
under the pleadings in this case; and if those rates are not fair or reasonable, 
they can be corrected by the Commission in a proper proceeding to that end.

ORDER OF MAY 16, 1904. 
On the fourth day of May, 1904, the Lake Drummond Canal and Water

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Company, after having been duly summoned in this proceeding, appeared to 
show cause why it should not be fined for violation of section 27 of an act 
of the General Assembly of Virginia, entitled "An act to raise revenue for 
the support of the government and public free schools, and to pay the interest 
on the public debt, and to provide a special tax for pensions, as authorized 
by section 189 of the Constitution," approved April 16, 1903. And by leave 
of the Commission, the said defendant in this proceeding filed its answer in 
writing to the notice herein. And, at the request of the Commission, Hon. 
W. A. Anderson, Attorney-General for Virginia, appeared on behalf of the 
Commonwealth, and Messrs. William H. White and T. S. Garnett appeared 
on behalf of the defendant company. 

And thereupon, testimony having been fully heard, the matters in contro- 
versy were argued before the Commission, the counsel for the defendant con- 
tending that under the rights, franchises and privileges of its charter the 
company was entitled to hold its property exempt from taxation. All matters 
in controversy having been submitted to the Commission, it took time to con- 
sider of its action in the premises, and on this day the Commission proceeded 
to dispose of this matter. 

It is ordered as follows: It appearing to the Commission that the defendant, 
the Lake Drummond Canal and Water Company, is a canal corporation of 
the State of Virginia not exempt from taxation by virtue of its charter, and 
that it failed, after having blank forms furnished to it, to make a report to 
the Commission before the 1st day of September, 1903, of all of its real and 
personal property of every description, as of the 30th day of June, 1903, in 
the manner and for the purposes set out in section 27 of an act entitled "An 
act to raise revenue to pay the interest on the public debt and to provide a 
special tax for pensions, as authorized by section 189 of the Constitution," 
approved April 16, 1903, the Commission being of opinion, for reasons set 
out in writing and made a part of the record, that the property of the said 
company, which should have been reported, is not exempt from taxation: 

It is now ordered, as provided in section 27 of the said statute, that a fine 
of one hundred ($100.00) dollars be imposed upon the said Lake Drummond 
Canal and Water Company, and that the said one hundred ($100.00) dollars, 
with the costs of this proceeding, be paid by the said Lake Drummond Canal 
and Water Company to the clerk of this Commission within thirty days from 
this date. If the said fine and costs are not so paid. 

It is ordered that the clerk of the Commission shall issue an execution for 
said fine and costs and place the same in the hands of the bailiff of the Com- 
mission, to be levied and collected out of any property of said defendant 
Lake Drummond Canal and Water Company according to law.

Memorandum of Conclusions Reached by Commission. 

The charter of the Dismal Swamp Canal Company was passed by the 
General Assembly of Virginia December 1, 1787, and is found on page 478 of 
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Twelfth Volume of "Henlngs* Statutes at Large." The 9th section of that 
charter is in the following language: 

"And be it further enacted, That for and in consideration of 
the expenses the said proprietors will be at, not only in cutting 
the said canal, erecting locks, making causeways and performing 
other works necessary for this navigation, but in maintaining 
and keeping the same in repair, the 3aid canal, locks, causeways 
and other works, with all their profits, shall be and the same are 
hereby vested in the said proprietors, their heirs and assigns 
forever, as tenants in common in proportion to their respective 
shares, and the same shall be deemed real estate, and be forever 
exempt from the payment of any tax imposition or assessment 
whatsoever; and it shall and may be lawful for the said president 
and directors at all times forever hereafter to demand and re- 
ceive at some convenient place near one of the extremities of 
the canal, for all commodities transported through it or over the 
causeways, tolls, according to the following table and rates, 

which shall be in Spanish milled dollars, to-wit." 

"-» 

The language so used unquestionably operated to create a contract between 
the State and the corporation which could not be violated by the State by 
any attempt in future to repeal the immunity from taxation granted to this 
corporation. In the concluding sections of the charter it is provided that 
the act creating the corporation should be in force from and after the pass- 
ing of a like act by the General Assembly of North Carolina. A like act was 
passed by the Legislature of North Carolina in the year 1790, and the internal 
improvement contemplated in the charter was undertaken, completed and 
put into operation. There can be no doubt but that the canal, locks, cause- 
ways and other works of the Dismal Swamp Company, so long as they should 
remain the property of that company, were entirely free from the imposition 
of any tax by the State of Virginia. It appears from the facts, however, that 
in the year 1867 a deed of trust was executed upon all the property of the 
company, and that this deed of trust was foreclosed in 1880, and conveyance 
made to certain purchasers, who assumed the corporate name of the Dismal 
Swamp Canal Company. This canal company (No. 2) in turn executed a deed 
of trust upon all the property of the canal of every character to certain "trus- 
tees, and this deed of trust was likewise foreclosed and conveyance made in 
1889 to certain purchasers, who assumed the corporate name of the Norfolk 
and North Carolina Canal Company. This third corporation also executed a 
deed of trust, which was foreclosed in the year 1892, and conveyance of the 
property made to purchasers, who assumed the corporate name of the Lake 
Drummond Canal and Water Company, the present style under which the 
canal is operated. The Lake Drummond Canal and Water Company now 
owns the said canal, and all of its property and appurtenances, and the ques- 
tion before the Commission is whether the said canal and other property 
is free from taxation in the hands of this present owner, the Lake Drummond 
Canal and Water Company. The three corporations subsequent to tUe origi- 
nal Dismal Swamp Canal Company became corporations, each in turn, respect- 
ively, under the provisions of a statute carried into the Code of 1887 as sec- 
tions 1233 and 1234. This statute provides that upon foreclosure of a deed 
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of trust or mortgage covering all the works and property of the company 
the purchasers shall forthwith be a corporation by any name which may 
be set forth in the conveyance to them. Section 1234 provides as follows: 
"The corporation created by or in consequence of such sale and conveyance 
shall succeed to all such franchises, rights and privileges, and perform all 
such duties as would have been had or should have been performed by the 
first company but for such sale or conveyance; save only that the corporation 
so created shall not be entitled to the debts due to the first company, and shall 
not be liable for any debts of or claims against the said first company which 
may not be expressly assumed in the contract of purchase, and the whole 
profits of the business done by such corporation shall belong to the said pur- 
chaser and his assigns." In section 1233 it is also provided that upon con- 
veyance to the purchaser, the former company shall ipso facto be dissolved. 
We do not think that under these provisions of our statutes an exemption 
from taxation passes to the new corporation. These statutory provisions 
were before the Supreme Court of the United States in N. & W. Ry. Co. vs. 
Pendleton, 156 U. S., 667, and Chesapeake & Ohio R. Co. vs. Miller, 114 U.S., 
176. We rather think that the result of the decisions in these two cases is 
that the language above quoted from our statute does not carry over to the 
purchasing corporation an exemption from taxation contained in the charter 
of a corporation the property of which is sold. There is some confusion in 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States as to whether in a 
statute of the character under consideration here the words "rights, privi- 
leges and franchises" include exemption from taxation. Perhaps the lan- 
guage of Justice Field, in Picard vs. Railroad Company, 130 U. S., 637, is a 
fair expression of the doctrine of that court on this point. He said: 

"Yielding to the doctrine that immunity from taxation may 
be granted, that point being already adjudged, it must be con- 
sidered as a personal privilege not extending beyond the imme- 
diate grantee, unless otherwise so declared in express terms. 
The same considerations which call for clear and unambiguous 
language to justify the conclusion that immunity from taxation 
has been granted in any instance must require similar distinct- 
ness of expression before the immunity will be extended to 
others than the original grantee. It will not pass merely by a 
conveyance of the property and franchises of a railroad company, 
although such company may hold its property exempt from taxa- 
tion. As we said in Morgan vs. Louisiana, 93 U. S., 217, 223: 
*The franchises of a railroad corporation are rights or privi- 
leges which are essential to the operations of the corporation, 
and without which its road and works would be of little value; 
such as the franchise to run cars, to take tolls, to appropriate 
earth and gravel for the bed of its road, or water for its engines, 
and the like. They are positive rights or privileges, without the 
possession of which the road of the company could not be suc- 
cessfully worked. Immunity from taxation is not one of them. 
The former may be conveyed to a purchaser of the road as part 
of the property of the company; the latter is personal, and in- 
capable of transfer without express statutory direction.' 

"It is true there are some cases where the term 'privileges' 
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has been held to include Immunity from taxation, but that has 
generally been where other provisions of the act have given such 
meaning to it. The later, and, we think, the better opinion is, 
that unless other provisions remove all doubt of the intention 
of the Legislature to include the immunity in the term 'privi- 
leges,' it will not be so construed. It can have its full force by 
confining it to other grants to the corporation." 

Many cases were cited by counsel in a very able argument made before 
the Commission. Most of these cases will be found in "Noyes on Intercor- 
porate Relations,*', section 160, and the note to that section. After a careful 
consideration of this branch of the case, we conclude that the exemption 
from taxation conferred upon the original Dismal Swamp Canal Company 
was not transferred to the three corporations succeeding, respectively, to the 
ownership of the property. 

It was earnestly and very forcibly contended by counsel for the Lake Drum- 
mond Canal and Water Company that the exemption conferred upon the 
Dismal Swamp Canal Company originally was not an exemption in the nature 
of a personal privilege to the corporation, but was an exemption annexed to 
the property itself, and rather in the nature of a covenant running with the 
land, and, therefore, passing necessarily to the succeeding owners of the 
property. The entire charter is couched in the rather quaint language of the 
day, but in fact the corporation created has conferred upon it power differ- 
ing but little from the powers conferred upon the earlier internal improve- 
ment companies. The Commission does not feel at liberty to declare a com- 
pany of this character exempt from taxation unless it is constrained to do so 
by language perfectly clear and plain. It may be that the language used in 
this charter is susceptible of the interpretation contended for by the defend- 
ant company; that is, that it creates an exemption from taxation necessarily 
inherent in and running with the land independent of the owners from 
time to time. We do not, however, think, if the intention of the Legislature 
was to create such an unusual exemption, it has been so definitely and mani- 
festly declared as to authorize the Commission to hold that the property 
of the Lake Drummond Canal and Water Company is now exempt from 
taxation. 

It was further contended that under section 30 of the charter a contract 
was created between the State of Virginia and the State of North Carolina 
embodying all the provisions of the charter of the Dismal Swamp Canal 
Company, and, therefore, the State of Virginia could not tax the property 
in question without the consent of the State of North Carolina. It seems to 
the Commission that the compact alluded to in section 30 of the charter 
has reference to the eight (8) items set out in terms in sections 28 as consti- 
tuting the compact between the two States, and that the compact referred to 
in section 30 does not embrace all provisions of the charter. 

The conclusion of the Commission is that we are constrained to impose a 
fine upon the defendant Lake Drummond Canal and Water Company for 
failure to make the report under section 27 of the revenue law, upon which 
this proceeding is based. 

ORDER OF JUNE 9, 1904. 
It being suggested to the Commission by counsel representing the defend- 
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ant, the Lake Drummond Canal and Water Company, that the said company 
desires to appeal from the ruling and order of the Commission in this pro- 
ceeding of the 16th day of May, 1904: 

It is ordered that the said appeal he allowed, and that the clerk deliver 
to the counsel for the defendant company a certificate of facts, signed hy the 
chairman, and other proper papers making up the record, for the prosecution 
of said appeal. 

It is further ordered that the said order of May 16, 1904, imposing the 
fine therein mentioned upon the said defendant company, he suspended for 
a period of sixty days from the said 16th day of May; and the Commission 
will hereafter provide for the execution of such proper suspending bond, or 
appeal bond, as may be required.

ORDER OF MARCH 1, 1904. 

A hearing in this matter having been had on the 9th day of December, 
1903, it is now ordered as follows: 

This is an application by the complainants praying the Commission to 
grant them a certificate — in accordance with the provisions of section 52 of 
chapter 5 of an act of the General Assembly, entitled "An act concerning cor- 
porations," which became a law May 21, 1903 — for the condemnation of cer- 
tain property of the Norfolk Railway and Light Company. 

After a careful consideration of the evidence and papers submitted, the 
Commission entertains doubt whether this is a case in which it is necessary 
for them to grant a certificate of condemnation as required by Ihe said 
statute. 

The parties agreeing, however, that the following strip of land should be 
taken by the complainants by condemnation proceedings, viz.: 

That certain strip of land thirty (30) feet in width and fifteen hundred 
(1500) feet in length, which is on the west side of Lynnhaven avenue, near 
Ocean View, in the county of Norfolk, Va., commencing at the northern ter- 
minus of the Toll road of the Tanner's Creek Draw Bridge Company, and 
extending northwardly to the land acquired by the Bay Shore Terminal 
Company from Mary J. Perry, whereon the tracks of the Bay Shore Terminal 
Company are now laid; 

The State Corporation Commission doth certify that a public necessity, or 
an essential public convenience, requires that the complainants shall take by 
condemnation proceedings the foregoing strip of land belonging to the 
defendant corporation, and the Commission doth give its permission thereto. 

But the Commission, after careful consideration of all the evidence and 
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circumstances under which this application is made, is constrained to decline 
to certify that a public necessity or an essential public convenience requires 
that the complainants shall take by condemnation proceedings the following 
property belonging to the defendant corporation, in the county of Norfolk, 
near Ocean View: 

A certain strip of land thirty (30) feet in width, on Lynnhaven avenue, 
running from the comer of Avenue B to a fence of the Norfolk Railway and 
Light Company, upon a portion of which avenue the tracks of the B^y Shore 
Terminal Company are now laid.

ORDER OF MARCH 17, 1904. 
The defendant railroad company having been duly summoned in tfie mat- 
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ter of the complaints against It set out in the notice In this proceeding, this 
day appeared before the Commission, together with Mr. Thomas H. Willcox 
as counsel, and the parties interested in the said complaints were represented 
by Mr. A. C. Braxton as counsel for the complainants. Testimony having 
been heard, brief statements were made by respective counsel, and leave was 
given them to file written arguments in ten days from this date. The matter 
was then submitted to the Commission, and time was taken to consider of its 
decisioii and a proper order to be entered herein. 

ORDER OF APRIL 25, 1904. 

The Commission having considered all the evidence adduced and documents 
filed in this proceeding, and the arguments of counsel on both sides, it is of 
opinion as follows: 

1. That the services performed by the defendant railroad company, in~ahd 
about the necessary movement of cars, for the purpose of allowing the same 
to be weighed on the individual or private track scales of consignees or ship- 
pers, located on tracks leading to industries, such as is the case with the 
track and scales of the Royster Guano Company and others in like situation 
along the line of the defendant railroad, are services furnished by the defend- 
ant railroad company in the performance of public duty, and the charges 
for such services may be fixed and prescribed by this Commission. Consider- 
ing all the circumstances before the Commission in this proceeding, the Com- 
mission is of opinion that a charge of twenty-five (25) cents per car lor eacli 
time a car is weighed, loaded or empty, is a reasonable charge for the ser- 
vices in question. 

It is ordered that on and after ten (10) days from the date of this order 
the charge of fifty (50) cents per car, fixed by the defendant railroad com- 
pany, to become effective November 1, 1903, be withdrawn and annulled, 
and that thereafter the following charge be made: 

For cars weighed on consignees' or shippers* individual track 
scales, located on sidings leading to industries along the line of 
the Norfolk and Portsmouth Belt Line Railroad Company, a 
charge of twenty-five (25) cents per car be made for each time 
a car is weighed, empty or loaded. 

2. The Commission is of opinion, with reference to the requirement on the 
part of the defendant railroad company, that shippers and consignees owning 
private sidings should indemnify the said company for loss or damage by 
fire to cars and contents while upon such private sidings; that from the 
evidence in this proceeding, no action is necessary by the Commission; and 
that, in so far as shown by the evidence now before the Commission herein, 
the said requirement is not shown to be clearly unjust and unreasonable. 

ORDER OF MAY 7, 1904. 

It being suggested to the Commission by counsel representing the Norfolk 
and Portsmouth Belt Line Railroad Company that the said company desirfes 
to appeal to the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia from the action and 
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ruling of the Commission appearing in the order entered on the 25th day of 
April, 1904 : 

It is ordered that said appeal be allowed and that a proper certificate of 
facts or evidence and further proper papers making up the record be deliv- 
ered to the counsel for the said Norfolk and Portsmouth Belt Line Railroad 
Company, and that the said order, entered on the 25th day of April, 1904, be 
and stand suspended upon the said defendant company entering into bond in 
the penalty of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, with sufficient surety and 
upon conditions to be approved by the Commission, said bond to be presented 
to the Commission for approval within ten days from this date. 



Norfolk and Portsmouth Belt Line Railroad Company

(Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia, December 1, 1904.) 

Appeal feom State Corporation Commission. 

Appeal by the Norfolk and Portsmouth Belt Line Railroad Company from 
the order of the State Corporation Commission fixing the charge for 
placing cars in position to be weighed on consignees' or shippers' indi- 
vidual track scales. Order affirmed. 

Whittle, J. This is an appeal from an order of the State Corporation 
Commission fixing the charge for placing cars in position to be weighed on 
consignees' or shippers' individual track scales, located on sidings leading 
to industries along the line of appellant's railroad, at 25 cents per car for 
each car, loaded or empty, so placed in position and weighed. 

Appellant Is a public service corporation, duly incorporated by the Legisla- 
ture of Virginia, and authorized to acquire land and construct, maintain and 
operate a railroad with one or more tracks from any point on the line of the 
Norfolk and Carolina Railroad Company at or near Pinner's Point, to some 
point on the line of the Norfolk and Western Railway Company between the 
eastern and southern branches of Elizabeth river. The road is what is known 
as a "switching line," and its business consists of handling cars along its 
route from the terminus of one railroad to the terminus of another, and to 
and from the various Industries with which it has established switching 
connections. For this service it receives the uniform compensation of $1.50 
for each loaded car hauled by it, without regard to the length of the haul, 
and nothing for empty cars. 

The character of the service, which is the subject of this investigation, can 
be best illustrated by that rendered by the railroad company for the F. S. 
Royster Company, the owners of an extensive fertilizer manufacturing plant, 
whose property adjoins the belt line. 

By agreement with the guano company, appellant, when its road was in 
course of construction, put in a number of sidings, with necessary switching 
facilities, connecting the company's buildings with the railroad. A track 
scale was installed on one of these sidings for the purpose of weighing such 
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of the cars consigned to the company as might be necessary in the proper 
conduct of their business. The railroad's part in the performance of that 
service is to switch the car to be weighed on the scale track, push it on the 
scale with its engine and uncouple it The sworn weighmaster of the guano 
company takes the weight of the car, which is then pushed off the scales by 
the next car to be weighed, and that process is repeated until all are weighed. 
When unloaded, the empty cars, by a reverse course, are in turn pullied on 
the scales and weighed, and the difference between the weights of the loaded 
and empty car gives the weight of its lading. The goods of the guano com- 
pany are handled in carload lots, and about 6,000 cars are annually delivered 
by the railroad company upon their sidings. 

Until about one year before the institution of these proceedings, in deliver- 
ing cars consigned to customers, the railroad company imposed a charge of 
15 cents for each car placed on the scales, whether loaded or empty, which 
charge was afterwards increased to 50 cents per car, whereupon complaints 
^ere made to the State Corporation Commission by shippers and consignees 
owning private sidings connected with the railroad that the increased charge 
was unreasonable and unjust. The proceedings instituted by the Commission 
upon these complaints resulted in the order now under review, which, as 
remarked, reduced the rate from 50 cents to 25 cents per car. 

To this ruling of the Commission, appellant assigns two grounds of error: 

First. It is insisted that placing cars on private track scales in position to 
l)e weighed is a matter of private contract, involving a non-public service, 
^hich the State Corporation Commission cannot require a railroad comi)any 
to perform for customers having switching connections with the road, and 
therefore cannot fix the charges therefor; and 

Second. That, even if the Commission has jurisdiction over the subject, 
the rate of compensation fixed by it is unreasonable and unjust. 

The principle upon which the State assumes authority to control and regu- 
late the affairs of railroads and other public service corporations rests largely 
upon the doctrine of agency. Such corporations are founded by the Legisla- 
ture for public purposes, and are clothed with authority, subject to State 
regulation and control, to exercise important governmental functions. By 
their charters they are granted privileges which may not be exercised by 
private persons, whether individuals or corporations, but always with the 
reservation, express or implied, that such privileges are subject to reasonable 
governmental control. Cal. vs. Pac. R. R. Co., 127 U. S., 40, 8 Sup. Ct. 1073, 
^2 L. Ed. 150. This right of control is a part of the police power of the State. 

As was said by this court in the City of Petersburg vs. Petersburg Aque- 
duct Co., 102 Va., 654, 47 S. B. 848: "Bearing in mind the distinction between 
public and private corporations in the matter of public control — ^that the 
former are regarded as instrumentalities of the State, and liable to visita- 
tion and regulation, while the charters of the latter are contracts within the 
meaning of the contract clauses of the State and Federal Constitutions, the 
obligation of which, in the sense of those clauses, cannot be impaired, * * ♦ 
nevertheless the police power of the State is a governmental function, the 
exercise of which neither the Legislature nor any subordinate agency thereof 
upon which part of its authority may have been conferred can alienate or 
surrender by grant, contract or other delegation. Richmond, etc., Co. vs. 
Bichmond, 26 Grat, 83; S. C, 96 U. S. 521, 24 L. Ed. 734; Boston Beer Co. vs. 
Massachusetts, 97 U. S. 25, 24 L. Ed. 989; Stone vs. Mississippi, 101 U. S. 814, 
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25 K Ed. 1079; Butchers' Union Slaughter-House, etc., Co. vs. Crescent City 
Live Stock Landing, etc., Co., Ill U. S. 746, 4 Sup. Ct. 652, 28 L. Ed. 585; 
Powell vs. Pennsylvania, 127 U. S. 678, 8 Sup. Ct. 992, 32 L. Ed. 253. ♦ * * 
It follows, as a necessary consequence from the foregoing statement of the 
law, that there is an implied reservation of the police power of the State in 
every public charter granted by the Legislature." 

Grovemmental powers are conferred upon the State primarily by the people, 
in trust for the benefit of all of its citizens, and whether exercised by the 
government directly through its own officials or Indirectly through the 
agency of corporations chartered by the State, must be exercised impartially 
and without discrimination for the benefit of all the people. This is the basic 
principle upon which our government is founded, and the philosophy of the 
constitutional provision securing to every one the "equal protection of the 
law." 

"A franchise is a right, privilege or power of public concern, which ought 
not to be exercised by private individuals at their will and pleasure, but 
should be reserved for public control and administration, either by the gov- 
ernment directly or by public agents acting under such conditions and regu- 
lations as the government may impose in the public interest." Cal. vs. Pac. 
R. R. Co., supra. 

Railroads are public highways, and in this age of advanced civilization are 
as essential to the life of the State as ordinary roads and streets are to the 
existence of rural and urban communities. The very existence of public 
corporations, as well as their power to exact fares and freights, is derived 
from the State, and it cannot be deprived of its superintending power over 
them. Cherokee Nation vs. Kansas R. R. Co., 135 U. S. 657, 10 Sup. Ct. 965, 
34 L. Ed. 295; L. & N. R. R. Co. vs. Kentucky, 161 U. S. 696, 16 Sup. Ct. 714, 
40 L. Ed. 849; Smyth vs. Ames, 169 U. S. 544, 18 Sup. Ct 418, 42 L. Ed. 819; 
Wis., etc., Co. vs. Jacobson, 179 U. S. 297, 21 Sup. Ct. 115, 45 L. Ed. 194. 

In Lake Shore, etc., R. R. Co. vs. Ohio, 173 U. S. 302, 19 Sup. Ct. 465, 43 L. 
Ed. 702, it was said: "In the recent case of Jones vs. Brim., 165 U. S. 180, 
17 Sup. Ct. 282, 41 L. Ed. 677, it was adjudged that embraced within the 
police power of the State was the establishment, maintenance and control of 
public highways there, and under such power reasonable regulations incident 
to the right to establish and maintain such highways could be established 
by the State." 

In this Commonwealth the State Corporation Commission, created by con- 
stitutional authority, is the instrumentality through which the State exercises 
its governniental powers for the regulation and control of public service 
corporations. For that purpose It has been clothed with legislative, judicial 
and executive powers. Subsection "b" of section 156 of the Constitution 
declares that "the Commission shall have the power, and be charged with the 
duty, of supervising, regulating and controlling all transportation and trans- 
mission companies doing business in this State, in all matters relating to the 
performance of their public duties and their charges therefor, and of correct- 
ing abuses therein by such companies; and to that end the Commission shall 
from time to time prescribe and enforce against such companies in the man- 
ner hereinafter authorized such rates, charges, classifications of traffic and 
rules and regulations, and shall require them to establish and maintain all 
such public service facilities and conveniences as may be reasonable and just. 
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which said rates, charges, classifications, rules, regulations and requirements 
the Commission may from time to time alter and amend/' 

It is quite clear that the foregoing provision affords ample authority for the 
action of the Commission in this case, provided the service in question fairly 
falls within the category of a public service in the meaning of the Consti- 
tution. 

It is settled law that the duties of a common carrier may arise out of usage 
as well as from statutory enactments, and when once established the obliga- 
tion of such carriers to perform them is as binding in the one case as in the 
other. 

In the case in judgment the evidence shows that it is the custom of appel- 
lant and other railroad companies under similar conditions, to render the 
service which is the subject of this controversy, for their customers as an 
incident to the carriage and due delivery of their freight. In this connection 
it may be remarked that appellant does not deny that the service is necessary 
to the due delivery of goods consigned to its patrons, nor has it refused to 
render the service, but maintains that it is a non-public duty, neither com- 
pellable nor supervisable by the Corporation Commission. Nevertheless the 
railroad company assumes the absolute right to fix the amount of its com- 
pensation for the service, as in the case of rates for public service, without 
regard to the views or wishes of the party against whom the charge is made, 
and uncontrolled by the Corporation Commission. 

With respect to the contention that the service is not enforceable by the 
Corporation Commission, the case of Minneapolis, etc., Co. vs. Minnesota, 
186 U. S. 257, 22 Sup. Ct. 900, 46 L. Ed. 1151, shows that, though a service 
may not be enforceable as a duty, yet, when voluntarily entered upon, it may 
be regulated and the charges therefor prescribed by the Railroad Commission. 

The circus car cases and the express car cases and the like afford illustra- 
tions of services which a common carrier, as such, is not required to perform; 
arid common carriers are held to be private carriers with respect to such 
duties, and freight which it is not their business to carry. In that class of 
cases the parties furnish their own cars, or retain the possession and control 
of the goods shipped; and the authorities therefore hold that it is competent 
for the carrier to limit his liability, and that the amount of his compensation 
is the legitimate subject of compact. 

Chief Justice Waite, after refusing to enforce an alleged duty in the "Ex- 
press Cases,*' on the ground that it was not the common-law duty of the com- 
pany to perform it, proceeds to show that it might, nevertheless, be imposed 
by statute, and that, if so imposed, the courts would then enfprce it. He 
says: "The regulation of matters of this kind is legislative in its character, 
and not judicial. To what extent it must come, if it comes at all, from Con- 
gress, and to what extent it may come from the States, are questions which 
we do not undertake to decide; but that it must come, when it does come, 
from some source of legislative power, we do not doubt. The Legislature 
may impose a duty, and, when imposed, it will, if necessary, be enforced by 
the courts; but unless a duty has been created, either by usage or by con- 
tract or by statute, the courts cannot be called on to give it effeot." Mem- 
phis & L. R. R. Co. vs. Southern Exp. Co., 117 U. S. 29, 6 Sup. Ct. 542, 628, 
29 L. Ed. 791. 

The distinction, however, between that class of cases and this case seems 
obvious. The service here is not an independent service, but is merely an- 
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ciliary to the public duty of delivering freight to consignees with whom the 
railroad company has established switching connections — an incident to the 
public service, not severable, and essential to the due performance of that 
service. The establishment and operation of track scales, such as are used 
by the guano company in this case, are a necessity of modern commerce, of 
which the service of the railroad company in that connection is an indis- 
pensable feature. The case is analogous to that of a common carrier of live 
stock, whose business of transporting the stock involves the Incidental duty 
of furnishing suitable and safe facilities for loading and unloading the 
animals and for feeding and watering them while in transit. N. & W. R. Co. 
vs. Harman, 91 Va. 601, 22 S. E. 490, 44 L. R. A. 289, 50 Am. St. Rep, 855; 
C. & O. Ry. Co. vs. Bank, 92 Va. 495, 23 S. E. 935, 44 L. R. A. 449. 

If the power of the Commission is limited merely to fixing the rate for 
carriage, and it is without authority so to regulate that service as to render it 
effective, it is obviously wholly inefficacious with respect to this large class 
of consignees and shippers. 

Upon the first assignment of error, therefore, the court is of opinion that 
the service in question is cognate to, and so intimately connected with, the 
public service involved in the carriage and delivery .of freight by the railroad 
company to patrons along its route as to constitute a part of such service, 
and, consequently, is subject to governmental control. 

The court is further of opinion that the second assignment of error, that 
the rate fixed by the Corporation Commission for the service in question is 
too low, and the contention of appellee, on cross-appeal, that said rate is too 
high, are both without merit. 

The Virginia Constitution (section 156, sub-sec. "f") provides "that the 
action of the Commission appealed from shall be regarded as prima facie 
just, reasonable and correct." N. N., etc., R. Co. vs. Hampton, etc., R. Co., 
102 Va. 847, 47 S. B. 858. 

It has also been held that the commissioners are presumed to be experts 
in the matter of rates and charges, and that their findings are entitled to 
peculiar weight. East Tenn., etc., Co. vs. I. C. C, 99 Fed. 52, 39 C. C. A. 413. 

But aside from these considerations, the evidence fully sustains the judg- 
ment of the Commission in that regard. 

It follows that the order complained of is without error, and must be 
afSrmed.

This day this proceeding came on to be heard before the Commission, the 
relators being represented by F. M. Conner, Esq., and George Bryan, Esq., 
and the defendant companies by Miles M. Martin, Esq. 

The complaint and the written answer of the defendants thereto were read

in open session, and after evidence had been introduced by both sides on 
behalf of each, respectively, the matters involved were argued before the 
Commission, and the Commission, being not yet advised of its action in the 
premises, time is taken to consider thereof. 

ORDER OF MARCH 25, 1904. 

The Commission having carefully considered all the papers and evidence 
before it in this proceeding is of opinion — 

(1) That the defendant companies had put into effect for a long time prior 
to the 1st of February, 1904, certain rates and fares for passenger travel on 
the routes mentioned in this proceeding, well understood by their patrons, 
and established for the use of the travelling public. 

(2) That sections 6, 7, and 8 of chapter 3 of an act entitled "An act con- 
cerning public service corporations," approved January 18, 1904, whereby 
it is provided that no transportation company shall advance its rates, fares 
and charges until the same have been submitted to and approved by the State 
Corporation Commission, apply to the two defendant companies herein. 

(3) That the defendant companies violated the said provisions of law by 
advancing the rates, fares and charges complained of in this proceeding, and 
putting said advances into effect on the 1st day of February, 1904, without 
having first submitted said proposed advances and changes to this Commis- 
sion, in order that it might pass upon the propriety of the same. 

It is therefore ordered that the said defendant companies, and each of 
them, annul, cancel and withdraw all said advances and changes made on the 
1st day of February, 1904, and restore the rates in effect prior to that date; 
that the Virginia Passenger and Power Company shall on its line in the 
county of Henrico, known as the Seven-Pines Line, receive and carry passen- 
gers to the end of its line on transfers from the connecting line of the 
Richmond Passenger and Power Company, in the city of Richmond, and give 
to passengers desiring same transfers to the connecting line of the Richmond 
Passenger and Power Company, in the city of Richmond, and shall sell com- 
mutation, labor, school and other tickets at the same identical rates estab- 
lished and charged therefor immediately prior to said February 1, 1904; 
that the Richmond Passenger and Power Company shall, on its line connect- 
ing with the said Seven-Pines Line of the Virginia Passenger and Power 
Company, receive and carry passengers to the end of the line on transfers to 
its line from the said line of the Virginia Passenger and Power Company, 
and give to passengers desiring the same transfers to the said connecting line 
of the Virginia Passenger and Power Company, and shall sell commutation, 
labor, school and other tickets at the same identical rates established and 
charged therefor immediateljr prior to said February 1, 1904; that both of 
said lines, in all matters of transfers, interchange of tickets and all other 
privileges accorded the travelling public on the payment of fares, withdraw 
all the changes in the same and restore all their transfer interchanges, rights, 
fares and charges as they were immediately before the 1st day of February, 
1904. 

And as provided for in section 19 of chapter 2 of said act of January 18. 
1904, the said defendant companies are, and each of them is, hereby enjoined 
and restrained from continuing in effect any of the said advances, changes 
or alterations in rates made on the 1st of February, 1904. 
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And leave is given to defendant companies, or either of them, to apply to» 
the Commission in this proceeding for any advances in the rates, fares and 
charges hereby ordered to be restored. 

It is ordered that a copy of this order be forthwith served upon each of the- 
defendant companies. 

ORDER OF APRIL 20, 1904. 

It being suggested that the city of Richmond is interested in the questions 
to be determined in this cause, and, therefore, should be a party hereto, it 
is therefore ordered, on motion of the complainant, that the said city of 
Richmond be and is hereby made a party to this cause; and it is ordered that 
a copy of this order be served on the said city through its proper officer.

ORDER AND DECISION OF JUNE 25, 1904. 

The defendant railroad companies, the Virginia Passenger and Power Com- 
pany and the Richmond Passenger and Power Company, having filed in this 
proceeding their joint petition, praying that an order may be entered permit- 
ting the discontinuance of the sale of labor tickets on the Seven-Pines Line 
operated by the Virginia Passenger and Power Company, and permitting the^ 
discontinuance of the issue and receipt of transfers between the said Seven- 
Pines Line and the Richmond Passenger and Power Company; and separate 
answers to said petition having been filed by William E. Oakley and by the 
city of Richmond, and a full hearing having been had before the Commission 
on the 24th day and 25th day of May, 1904, the Commission has carefully 
considered all of the pleadings, the various exhibits filed with the pleadings 
and at the hearing, the testimony of witnesses and the arguments of counsel, 
and proceeding now to dispose of the questions at issue, the Commission finds : 

1. That the defendant, the Richmond Passenger and Power Company, 
acquired the right to operate as a street railway company in the city of Rich- 
mond under the grant and franchises contained in an ordinance passed by 
the Council of the city of Richmond on the 23d day of December, 1899, and 
the amendments thereof, and subject to the terms, provisions and restrictions 
contained in the said ordinance and amendments; that the said ordinance 
was accepted by the said Richmond Passenger and Power Company, and be- 
came operative in the month of August, 1900, and since that date the line 
of the Richmond Passenger and Power Company, connecting with what is 
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and was known as the Seven-Pines Line at Twenty-ninth and P streets, was 
operated under the terms and provisions of said ordinance. 

2. That at the time the said Richmond Passenger and Power Company 
obtained from the city of Richmond the said ordinance aforesaid, and ac- 
quired its rights thereunder, the said Seven-Pines Line was operated by "The 
Seven-Pines Railway Company," having its apparent terminus at the said 
Twenty-ninth and P streets, in the city of Richmond. Tne defendant, the 
Virginia Passenger and Power Company, became by subsequent deeds the 
owner of the said Seven-Pines Line at the point from the limits of the city 
of Richmond to Seven Pines, in the county of Henrico, and is now operating 
the same, running its cars with the same conductors and motormen continu- 
ously through to said corner of said Twenty-ninth and P streets; the portion 
of said line from the city limits to Twenty-ninth and P streets having been 
conveyed to the Richmond Passenger and Power Company. 

3. That by the provisions of the said ordinance of the city of Richmond of 
I^cember 23, 1899, it was provided in subsection 5 of section 2, among other 
things, that the Richmond Passenger and Power Company should sell to all 
passengers, between the hours of 6 A. M. and 7 A. M., tickets at the rate of 
two for five cents, to be used only between the hours of 6 and 7 A. M., from 
Monday to Saturday, inclusive, said tickets being commonly known as "Labor 
Tickets"; and it is further provided in said subsection of said section that 
each passenger having paid his fare may demand and receive from the con- 
ductor of the car upon which he first took passage a transfer ticket, without 
additional charge, which fare and transfer ticket should entitle such passen- 
ger to ride upon such car upon which he has taken passage to the point where 
the said line intersects with the line to which said passenger desires to be 
transferred, and after arriving at said point of intersection such passenger 
may take passage on the line indicated on the said transfer ticket, and on 
the surrender thereof to the conductor of such car shall be permitted to ride 
to the end of the last-mentioned line. And it seems to the Commission that 
these provisions of the said ordinance constitute a contract binding upon the 
said company, and with which it is obliged to comply. 

4. That soon after said ordinance of December 23, 1899, became operative, 
the Richmond Passenger and Power Company, and the then owners and ope- 
rators of the said Seven Pines Line, put into effect and continued a system of 
transfers whereby passengers on either line going in the direction of and 
wishing to be transferred to the other line were given transfers for that 
purpose, which were received by the conductors of the respective lines and 
passengers were so carried on a single fare to the end of each of these 
lines; and that on or about the same time the said labor tickets were put 
into effect on each of the said lines, and mutual transfers on said labor 
tickets allowed by and between the said lines; the point of transfer between 
the said two lines being at Twenty-ninth and P streets; and that this 
arrangement for mutual transfers at the said point, and that the sale of 
labor tickets with the right of transfer on them, continued without interrup- 
tion until the controversy now before the Commission was brought about. 

Under the foregoing facts now found by the Commission, and with all 
the testimony before it bearing upon these facts, the Commission is of 
opinion that the Council of the city of Richmond, in using the word "line" 
in the section of the ordinance above mentioned, employed that word in its 
popular signification, and with reference to the circumstances out of which 
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the granting of the said ordinance grew, and with reference to the urban 
and suburban street railroad conditions in and around the city of Richmond 
at that time, and that the line then known, and since known, as the Seven 
Pines Line, was an intersecting line. And considering the question before 
the Commission in all its aspects, the Commission is of opinion that it 
should not permit the two defendant companies to change the system of 
transfers and labor tickets which have been in effect for several years, and 
with reference to which the patronage of the defendant lines in the city 
of Richmond and in the growing section of Henrico county adjacent to the 
city, along which the Seven Pines Line runs, has been acquired. 

It is, therefore, ordered by the Commission, that in the matter of the said 
labor tickets and the said transfers between the Seven Pines Line of the 
Virginia Passenger and Power Company and the intersecting line in the 
city of Richmond, of the Richmond Passenger and Power Company, the 
present system of the sale of said labor tickets and the interchange of trans- 
fers be continued, and that the advance in rates of fares which would follow 
from granting the petition of the two said companies in this proceeding be 
refused. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the application made in this proceeding by 
the Virginia Passenger and Power Company and the Richmond Passenger and 
Power Company be denied.

It being suggested to the Commission by counsel representing the two de- 
fendant companies, the Virginia Passenger and Power Company and the 
Richmond Passenger and Power Company, that the said defendants desire to 
appeal to the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia from the action and 
ruling of the Commission, appearing in the order entered on the 25th day of 
June, 1904: 

It is ordered that the said appeal be allowed, and that a proper certificate 
of facts or evidence and the proceedings in this matter and further proper 
papers be prepared and signed according to law and be delivered to the 
counsel for the said two defendant companies. The Commission will here- 
after enter such order as may be requisite in relation to the character and 
amount of bond to be given by the said defendants.

ORDER OF MARCH 20, 1904. 
It being represented to the Commission by Mr. C. B. Doyle, on behalf of the

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Chesapeake and Ohio Railway, of which he is general manager, and hj Mr. 
W. P. Tarns, on behalf of the City Council of Staunton, of which he is the 
president, and by Mr. C. R. Caldwell, on behalf of the Staunton Board of 
Trade, of which he is president, that the said railroad and the said Council 
and Board of Trade have agreed upon the character and extent of improve- 
ments to be made in the passenger station, platform, shed, etc., at Staunton, 
which said agreement is in the words and figures following — to-wit:

The laegcr and Southern Railway Company, a corporation duly created 
and organized under the laws of the State of West Virginia, and construct- 
ing and maintaining a railroad in said State, having filed before the Com- 
mission its application in this matter, accompanied by a copy of its charter, 
of certain extensions of its railway line, and extracts of minutes from the 
meetings of its stockholders and board of directors, and having filed the map 
entitled "Map and Profile Showing Revised Extension of the laeger and 
Southern Railway Company up Jacob's Fork and Horse Pen Creek to Har- 
mon's Gap," and said application and papers having been duly considered 
by the Commission, it appears therefrom: 

1. That the said railway company is a corporation under the 
laws of West Virginia, and is entitled to construct, maintain 
and operate a railroad with a right of way eighty (80) feet in 
width extending from Jacob's Fork, in the State of West Virgina, 
to Harmon's Gap, in the State of West Virginia, on the line 
shown on the said map filed before the Commission. 

2. That in the construction of said extension, it may be neces-

ORDER OF DECEMBER 22, 1904. 

This day came Thomas S. Wheelwright, H. R. Wayt, E. Randolph Wil- 
liams, Henry W. Anderson, Louis T. Dobie, T. K. Sands, and Tucker Carring- 
ton, and presented to the Commission articles of association for the creation 
of a corporation under chapter II of an act concerning corporations, which 
became a law on the 21st day of May, 1903, said corporation to bear the 
name of the Richmond and Chesapeake Bay Railway Company. The Com- 
mission having examined said certificate with a view to ascertaining and 
declaring whether the requirements of law have been complied with, is of 
opinion to deny a charter of incorporation to the said applicants; and for 
reasons stated in writing and now made a part of the record of these 
proceedings — 

It is ordered that the charter applied for by the said parties be denied.

Application for a Charter. 

OPINION OF COMMISSION. 

In this matter, the applicants have presented to the Commission articles of 
association in order that they may be incorporated under the corporate name 
of the Richmond and Chesapeake Bay Railway Company. These articles of 
association are presented to the Commission in accordance with the require- 
ments of section 2 of chapter II of an act concerning corporations, which 
became a law on the 21st day of May, 1903. That section requires the Com- 
mission, when the articles of association are presented to it, to "ascertain and 
declare whether the applicants have, by complying with the requirements of 
the law, entitled themselves to a charter," and the Commission having per- 
formed this duty, "shall issue or refuse the same accordingly." It is to be 
noted that the statute uses the word "issue" in connection with the order or 
action of the Commission, and not the word "enter." The latter word, 
"enter," is the usual technical word customary in describing a judicial order 
to be entered of record. It is manifest from the language of the section in 
question that it was the intention of the Legislature to have the Commission 
issue and certify to the Secretary of the Commonwealth its original order, 
and, therefore, that order is not in the ordinary sense a judicial order, the 
original of which appears upon the record of a court. In court proceedings, 
the clerk certifies all orders as copies of the original order upon the records 
of the court. In issuing an order of incorporation, the Commission has 
adopted forms which are signed by the chairman and by the clerk, and are 
certified to the Secretary of the Commonwealth as required by the statute 
The form appropriate for a railroad charter is now referred to and made a 
part of this memorandum. The act of the Commission, therefore, in granting 
oi* issuing charters seems to be rather an administrative than a judicial act 
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It is, however, provided in section 34 of the act to put the Commission into 
effective operation, approved April 15, 1903, that "the Commonwealth or any 
party aggrieved by any final finding, order or judgment of the Commission, 
shall have of right, regardless of the amount involved, an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Appeals, same to be taken and perfected within six 
months from the date of such final finding, order or judgment." It would 
seem manifest from this statute that any party aggrieved by an order of the 
Commission refusing to issue a charter has the right of appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Appeals of the State. This preserves intact all the rights 
of applicants applying for charters in the event the Commission errs in re- 
fusing to grant an application for a charter, while, on the other hand, the 
Commonwealth, not being a party to an application for a charter, can 
scarcely be said to be given the right of appeal under this section. When 
a charter is issued by the Commission under an erroneous construction of 
law, or from its failure to properly ascertain that the requirements of the 
law have been complied with, no remedy exists. The Commission is, there- 
fore, of opinion that wherever it entertains any doubt as to its right or duty 
to issue a charter, the charter should be refused and the parties applying 
left to their remedy by appeal; and especially should this be the case where 
any important question of public right or public policy is involved. 

The articles of association now before the Commission provide for the 
construction and operation of two railroads, one from the city of Richmond 
to a point on the Rappahannock river near Tappahannock, and, crossing the 
Rappahannock river, to have its terminus on the Chesapeake bay at some 
point within either the county of Northumberland or the county of Lan- 
caster; the other line from the city of Richmond to a point on the Chesapeake 
bay, within the counties of Gloucester, Mathews or Middlesex, as may be 
selected by the company. As to both lines, the articles of association, in 
describing the route, provides that it shall be from within the city of 
Richmond, "thence through the counties of Henrico and Hanover, via the 
town of Ashland, or such other route as may be selected by said company"; 
the words just quoted being followed by the further description of the 
routes along which the lines are to be run. The town of Ashland is in 
Hanover county, about sixteen miles from the city of Richmond. The Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company has its line of railroad 
running from the city of Richmond to the town of Ashland and beyond it 
through the county of Hanover and further north. Under the proposed 
charter the applicants can construct and operate a railroad parallel to the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac line as far as the town of Ashland 
and up to the point where the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
Railroad crosses the county line of Hanover county. This would enable the 
proposed road to parallel the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac for a 
distance of some eighteen or twenty miles north of the city of Richmond. 
Section 166 of the Constitution gives the right to every railroad company, 
subject to such reasonable regulations as may be prescribed by law, to 
parallel, Intersect, connect with, or cross with its roadway any other railroad 
or railroads. But this section further provides as follows: "Nothing in this 
section shall deprive the General Assembly of the right to prevent by statute, 
repealable at pleasure, any railroad from being built parallel to the present 
line of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company." Fol- 
lowing this provision of the organic law, the Legislature has provided in 
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section 12 of chapter II of the new corporation law as follows: "No railroad 
company chartered under this act, or whose charters may be amended under 
this act, shall have power to build any railroad parallel to the line of the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad." The object of this 
statute was to prevent the paralleling of the line of the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac railroad in such a way as to compete with it for its 
freight and passenger business. The Richmond, Fredericksburg and Poto- 
mac railroad runs from Richmond to the Potomac riyer, at which i)oint it 
forms a junction with the Washington-Southern Railway Company, which 
runs from that junction to Washington city, and these two lines together 
form the only all-rail route which is in any sense direct between Washington 
and Richmond. It is contended by the applicants for the proposed charter 
that the intention of the statute was to forbid the issuing of a charter to 
build a railroad reasonably and substantially parallel with the entire line of 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad, and that statute can- 
not, and should not, be so construed to prevent railroads, running from 
Richmond to other parts of Virginia, from running a short distance in the 
same direction with the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad, 
and that such lines could not and would not in any way interfere with the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad, or be a competitor for its 
business. The great bulk of the business of the Richmond, Fredericksburg 
and Potomac railroad consists of through traf&c, and it is doubtless true that 
the running either of an electric or steam railroad from Richmond to Ash- 
land would not interfere with the business of the Richmond, Fredericksburg 
and Potomac Railroad, but might, on the contrary, relieve it of local passen- 
ger business between Richmond and Ashland, which it would prefer to have 
handled by a local road. While it rather seems to us that the intention of 
the statute was not to forbid the chartering of a road such as that now 
asked for, yet we are of opinion that we should deny the charter asked for 
In these articles of association. If the charter is granted, and the corpora- 
tion created, there seems to be no way in which the Commission can recall 
the charter, and it is extremely doubtful whether the validity of the charter 
could be called in question by any one, even by the Commonwealth itself, 
after the Commission has issued it. In this particular case, the Commission 
takes this action because it has been intimated by the applicants that, if the 
charter is not granted, an appeal may be taken to the Supreme Court of 
Appeals. The Commission deems it its duty to have the Court of Appeals 
pass upon this question as early as practicable in order that it may be 
finally fixed and settled. Other applications may come before the Commis- 
sion, and, although it would be inclined to grant them, it would greatly pre- 
fer, before finally putting its own construction upon this statute, to have its 
proper interpretation and meaning passed upon by our Court of Appeals. 

The Commission will enter a proper order denying the application for a 
charter under the articles of association presented to it by these applicants; 
for the reason above stated, the Commission perceiving no other objection to 
issuing the charter.

PETITION. 

To the Honorable Beverley T, Crump, Henry Fairfax and Henry C. Stuart, 
the Corporation Commission of the State of Virginia: 

The Commonwealth, at the relation of the town of Bedford City, Virginia, 
by its Mayor and Common Council, and the county of Bedford, Virginia, by 
its Board of Supervisors, complains of the Norfolk and Western Railway 
Company, a corporation chartered under the laws of the State of Virginia, 
with the principal offices and address at Roanoke, Virginia, and respectfully 
shows that it is aggrieved by the failure of the said company to operate with 
reference to the accommodation of the public and to afford convenient and 
adequate depot facilities for passengers at the town of Bedford City. 

The town of Bedford City is approximately of 3,000 inhabitants, centrally 
situated in Bedford county, midway between Lynchburg arid Roanoke. The 
right of way of the Norfolk and Western Railway Company traverses the 
territory of the corporation for the distance of about one and a half miles, 
passing through the centre of population and immediately between the chief 
business and the chief residence sections of the town. At a point adjacent 
to the business and residence portions of the town are situated the com- 
pany's freight depot, storage tracks and other improvements except its pas^ 
senger depot; and there, too, prior to the year 1890, was the passenger depot 
located. In January of that year, however, certain citizens of Bedford City 
(then Liberty) being impressed with the incommodious and inconvenient 
character of the accommodations offered to passengers, tendered to the said 
company a petition for greater facilities commensurate with the growing 
Importance of the town. 

The petition was originated and circulated at the instance of persons who 
were owners of land on the western suburbs of the town, which they held for 
purposes of speculation and profit. Their interest in the movement for a 
new depot was largely inspired by the purposes which they had in view of 
having the depot located on their property and thereby greatly enhancing its 
value. 

Accordingly when on January 30, 1890, officers of the railroad visited the 
town for the purpose of selecting a site for the new depot, these citizens met 
them at the station by appointment, and immediately conveyed them to the 
lands held by them as described; and before the presence of the railroad 
officers was generally known, and before there was any intimation that the 
depot would be removed outside the corporate limits, a contract was closed 
between those interested citizens and the railway company, whereby these 
citizens donated to the railway company the land upon which the station is 
now situated, and the railway company bound itself to erect a depot thereon. 

It was announced at the time that a brick freight depot would be erected 
on the site of the old one, and that all passenger trains would stop there. 

Within sixty days these persons who had been instrumental in having the 
depot removed to their lands organized themselves into a boom land company. 
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known as the Bedford City Land and Improvement Company, and issued a 
prospectus, in which one of the main inducements offered to investors was 
the fact that the new depot would be erected on their lands. 

The site selected was about three-quarters of a mile from the old station, 
and the logical point for the location of a depot; was entirely beyond the 
populated portion of the town; was remote, inaccessible and only to be 
reached over roads newly built or at that time yet to be built 

The selection of that site was not in response to the wishes of the people 
generally, or at their request, or, indeed, with their knowledge, but was in 
furtherance of the wildcat schemes of the "boom" land company, and could 
be justified only by the violent presumption that the business and population 
centre of the town would undergo a complete revolution and be transferred 
from the populous streets to what was entirely an undeveloped country dis- 
trict. Such a revolution has not occurred, but, on the contrary, the develop- 
ment of the town is in other directions, and after the lapse of thirteen years 
the depot remains in an isolated, remote and entirely undeveloped location. 

Even before the station was built on its present site efforts were made by 
citizens to induce the railroad to change its purpose to locate the station so 
far out of town, but all such efforts were met with a fiat refusal. 

Your petitioners further show that from the outset of this condition appli- 
cation was made to the railway company to remedy the intolerable inconve- 
nience to citizens of the town and country and the public generally, it only 
to the extent of stopping their trains at the freight depot, as had been 
promised, but without success; and as early as 1892 the intervention of the 
then Railroad Commissioner was asked, who, upon an investigation, so 
ordered; the company, however, appealed to the Board of Public Works, 
which rescinded the order, through the efforts, influence and testimony of 
the citizens who had been instrumental in having it located at its present 
site, and were interested in boom property in that locality. 

The matter has since been agitated from time to time, but without any 
results until recently, since the appointment of your honorable body, when 
the railway company, upon being notified that an appeal to you would be 
made, offered to stop four specified trains of its eight daily trains at the 
freight depot so long as those trains (which were local trains and liable to 
be removed at any time) remained on its schedule. To this offer was at- 
tached the condition that the purpose of appealing to your body be abandoned 
for the present. In addition to this the company offered to give to the town 
slag to be used in improving the road to the depot and fifty dollars. 

The trains which the company offered to stop at the freight depot were 
Nos. 1 and 5 going west at 8 A. M. and 7 P. M., respectively, and Nos. 2 and 
6 going east at 8 A. M. and 9.30 P. M., respectively, and before the oppor- 
tunity was afforded of either accepting or declining the proposition it was 
put into effect to the extent of stopping these trains at the freight depot. 

Although such an arrangement by no means afforded such relief as peti- 
tioners think they are entitled to, nevertheless it was determined and offered 
to accept this by way of compromise, provided the company would agree to 
the substitution of trains Nos. 3 and 4, going, respectively, west and east at 
3 P. M., for Nos. 5 and 6. Such a substitution was deemed fair and neces- 
sary for the reason that by far the largest part of the passenger traffic of the 
town is done by these trains; but the company refused to accept this modifi- 
cation. 
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Your petitioners. further show that the location of the depot as stated is 
not only extremely inconyenient, but is also a source of loss and damage to 
the town, and retards its progress. 

Its remote location renders it largely inaccessible except by yehicles, which, 
in most instances, must be hired by passengers at the price of 50c. for the 
round trip; the road to the depot becomes muddy and almost impassable in 
winter, and at times the charge by the liverymen for carrying a passenger 
is |1; in the summer the road is hot and dusty, and at all times great loss of 
time occurs by having to wait for belated trains at this remote point 

Your petitioners aver that by reason of these facts, in addition to the 
expense and inconvenience to which passengers are subjected, visitors to the 
town are disgusted and repelled; travellers familiar with the conditions 
shun the town; business to which the town is entitled and the benefit of 
which it would otherwise reap is Influenced into other channels, chiefly 
Lynchburg and Roanoke, which points, though further distant, can be reached 
with less exx>ense and far less inconvenience. 

The order of the railway company stopping the four trains specified at the 
freight station was made effective on or before July 22, 1903, and although 
a petition to your honorable body was at that time prepared, it was withheld 
until a fair trial of the company's concession could be made. Such a trial 
has now been given it, and after the lapse of four months the accommodations 
afforded are still found to be insufficient and inadequate. On November 13, 
1903, the company was notified that the trial of the arrangement had proved 
it to be unsatisfactory, but it reiterated its intention to make no further 
concession. 

Your petitioners, therefore, pray that your honorable body will examine 
the equipment of the Norfolk and Western Railway Company in the respects 
specified, and especially as to the manner of operating with reference to tlie 
accommodation of the public in respect to passenger depot facilities at Bed- 
ford City. 

May the proper notice be given to the said company; may a hearing be had 
at Bedford City, and the opportunity granted to introduce testimony and 
evidence. 

May an order be entered requiring the said company to afford proper 
accommodations to passengers, either at the freight depot or at some other 
suitable and convenient point, and may such other and general relief be 
granted petitioners as may to you seem just and proper.

ANSWER OF THE NORFOLK AND WESTERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The Norfolk and Western Railway Company, respondent herein, respect- 
tully answering, shows: 

1. Respondent avers, upon information and belief, that the board of super- 
visors of the county of Bedford, has by resolutions (copies of which, marked 
Exhibits A and B, are hereto attached and prayed to be read as a part 
liereof), suspended, previously granted authority to W. R. Abbot, Jr., to 
commence proceedings before this Commission, and declared that if any 
action be taken by any person against respondent liable to involve the county 
of Bedford in litigation, that such person be required to give bond to indem- 
nify the county against loss and damage; and that the town council of 
Bedford at a meeting held on December 14^ 1903, adopted a resolution (a 
copy of which, marked Exhibit C, is hereto attached and prayed to be read 
*s a part hereof), requiring the comparatively small number of citizens who 
liave subscribed money to investigate and conduct the present proceedings, 
to give bond of indemnity to protect the town from the payment of costs. 

Respondent further avers, upon information and belief, that the present 
petition is the result of action of a few only of the citizens of Bedford, and 
tioes not represent the wishes of the general public. 

2. Respondent states that the matter subject of complaint in the petition 
lierein was the subject of complaint in the latter part of the year 1891 to the 
Hon. J. C. Hill, Railroad Commissioner of Virginia. 

The petition of 1891 to the Railroad Commissioner of Virginia, together 
with other papers connected therewith, was submitted by the Railroad Com- 
missioner to the Board of Public Works of Virginia on April 5, 1892, and, 
Tifter a full consideration of the matter, and after hearing arguments pro and 
con, the Board of Public Works, on or about April 6, 1892, entered an order 
as follows: 

"And the Board having maturely considered the question, and it appearing 
to the Board that the present passenger depot of the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad Company, at Bedford City, was built at the request of a very large 
number of the citizens of that city, and at an expense of $24,205.80, and that 
a very large majority of the citizens now oppose the action desired by the 
petitioner, the Board declines to take any action looking to a change In the 
present depot and the stoppage of passenger trains." 

The proceedings aforesaid appear in full in the report of the Railroad 
Commissioner of Virginia for the year 1892, on pages xxxvli to Iv, both 
inclusive. 

Respondent states that since the year 1892 the situation at Bedford has not 
materially changed, except that the travel has become more adjusted to the 
new passenger station, and that the railway company stops four of its local 
passenger trains at the old depot, as well as at the new passenger station. 

Respondent, referring to the said proceedings, and relying thereon as if the 
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said proceedings were set forth at length therein, respectfully submits that 
the said action of the Board of Public Works is declsiye against the complaint 
now made. 

3. The respondent further answering admits that the town of Bedford City 
has an approximate population of three thousand persons, and is located in 
Bedford county, between Lynchburg and Roanoke, in the State of Virginia, 
and admits that the right of way of the company traverses the territory of 
the corporation for a distance of about one and one-half miles, and that its 
freight station is located in the eastern part of the corporate limits, while its 
passenger station, constructed in or about the year 1890, is located further 
to the west — namely, a distance of 1,341 yards from the freight station; but 
respondent avers that during 1890 and 1891 the passenger station was con- 
structed by the Norfolk and Western Railroad Company at an expense of 
1 24,205. 80 in order to give proper facilities for passengers to and from the 
town, and to avoid certain inconveniences and annoyances to such passen- 
gers as hereinafter detailed at the passenger station as formerly located prior 
to 1890, at the point where the existing freight station is located, as already 
«et forth. 

Respondent further admits that the change was made upon the petition 
and at the instance of many citizens of Bedford, but denies that such citizens 
were owners of land in the western suburbs of the town, which land they held 
for purposes of speculation and profit, and denies that their interest in the 
movement for a new station was largely, or at all, inspired by the purpose of 
having the station located on their property to enhance its value. 

But, on the contrar5% respondent avers that the new passenger station 
erected in 1890 and 1891, at great expense, by the predecessor company of this 
respondent, was erected with the approval and at the special instance and 
request of a large proportion of the best citizens, of the highest character, 
with their practically unanimous approval, as this respondent is informed 
and believes. 

The petition, a copy of which appears in the proceedings before the Railroad 
Commission and before the Board of Public Works, hereinbefore referred to, 
was signed by over 170 individual citizens, corporations and partnerships 
residing or doing business at Bedford, and as respondent is informed and 
Ifelieves, the petition contained the names of almost all, if not all, of the in- 
fluential and prominent citizens of the town, and persons holding high official 
position in the community. The petition called attention to the serious dis- 
advantage suffered by the town for want of suitable and comfortable accom- 
modation for passengers at the old station, and earnestly requested that the 
railroad company efect at such point as it might elect a passenger station 
which would at once promote the comfort of the public and the attractiveness 
of the town as a means to its prosperity. This petition the railroad com- 
pany received and considered as reflecting the well considered opinion of the 
citizens of Bedford, and it was urged upon the railroad company that If an 
attractive passenger station was erected It would be a great aid to the Im- 
provement of the town and the development of Its business. With this peti- 
tion before It, and after further thorough and careful investigation and con- 
sideration of the subject by Its officials, and after consultation with the lead- 
ing citizens of Bedford, the railroad company, with the full knowledge of the 
citizens of Bedford, and In an earnest desire to accommodate and benefit 
them, and at the same time with a due regard to the accommodation, busi- 
ness and necessities of' the place, travelling public and the obligations and 
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conyenience of the railroad company, it was decided to locate the new sta- 
tion where it was subsequently built 

Respondent further denies that when the new location was determined upon 
by the then officers of the respondent's predecessor company this location 
was dictated or influenced by any other motive or purpose on the part of the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad Company, or of the citizens of Bedford, than 
to secure the best and most commodious site and situation for the new 
station. 

Respondent further denies upon information and belief that at the time 
the new station was determined upon and erected by its predecessor com- 
pany it was announced that a brick freight station would be erected on the 
site of the old one, and denies that all passenger trains were intended to stop 
there, and, on the contrary, ayers that it was not the intention or the pur- 
pose, nor was it necessary for the service of the public, to have any i>assenger 
trains of this respondent's predecessor company, or of the respondent, stop 
at more than one point within the corporate limits of the town of Bedford, 
and also avers 'that even if talk of such a plan occurred, no notice thereof 
whatever was brought to the Norfolk and Western Railway Company. The 
lespondent in this connection avers that the passenger traffic inbound and 
outbound, taken together, to and from the town of Bedford, has never ex- 
ceeded about one hundred and seventy-five persons per day, and frequently 
falls greatly below this number, sometimes not exceeding eighty-five persona, 
inbound and outbound; for instance, in January, February and March of 1903, 
Respondent avers that all passengers who have offered and may offer, both 
inbound and outbound, at Bedford, have been reasonably and properly ac- 
commodated by the present passenger station facilities, and denies that the 
stops, now made merely as a matter of temporary experiment, of any of its 
passenger trains at the freight depot are necessary to accommodate the public. 

Respondent denies that shortly after the present passenger station was 
erected those persons who had influenced the selection of the site therefor or- 
ganized themselves into a land company, and denies that the persons at whose 
petition and by whose influence the site selected had any ulterior purpose to 
improve their own lands, as is in the petition ascribed to such citizens of 
Bedford. 

Respondent admits that the site selected was distant to the westward from 
the old site, a distance of 1,341 yards, but denies that the new site was not a 
logical point for the location of the passenger station; denies that such loca- 
tion was remote or inaccessible; and avers that if the roads now existing, or 
then existing, were not in such good order and condition as they ought to have 
been, or ought to be, that it has no responsibility for this situation, and, on 
the contrary, avers that the sole responsibility for the condition of the roads, 
if they should be shown to be in bad condition, rests with the petitioner 
herein, the town of Bedford. 

Respondent denies that the selection of the site for the present passenger 
station was not in response to the wishes of the people of Bedford generally, 
and denies that it was without their request or knowledge, and denies that 
it was in furtherance of schemes of a "boom" Ifind company, and denies that 
It could be justified only by any presumption that the business and popula- 
tion centre of the town would undergo a complete revolution. On the con- 
trary, respondent avers that the present location is reasonably convenient, or 
would be so if the town of Bedford had performed its duty and had built and 
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kept in order the roads leading to the said station, and is a better location, 
if all the facts and circumstances are considered, for a passenger station 
than the old location prior to 1890. Respondent further avers that there are 
located immediately adjoining the presentt passenger station two large 
schools — namely, the Jeter School for girls, and the Randolph-Macon Academy 
for young men, and also the National Home of the Order of Elks; and avers 
that the convenience of these two schools and the home would be seriously 
interfered with by any change to the former location from the present loca- 
tion of the passenger station. 

Respondent denies that before the passenger station was built on its 
present site efforts were made by the citizens to induce the respondent's pre- 
decessor company to change its purpose and to locate the station elsewhere, 
and denies that such efforts were met with a refusal; but, on the contrary, 
avers that no such efforts were ever made^ and avers that the location selected 
itt 1890, and now occupied by the existing passenger station, was then satis- 
factory and still remains so to a majority of the citizens of the town in in- 
fluence and standing. 

Respondent denies that the decision of the Board of Public Works on April 
6, 1892, already hereinbefore referred to, upholding the selection of the pres- 
ent site, was secured through the efforts, influence or testimony of citizens 
who were interested in "boom" property in the locality of the existing pas- 
senger station; and, on the contrary, avers that the decision of the Board 
of Public Works was arrived at fairly and was fully supported by the testi- 
mony of citizens who had volunteered to go to Richmond to testify before the 
said Board; and further avers that such citizens went to Richmond so to 
testify for the reason that they thought a demand on the part of the town 
to change the location of the passenger station was unreasonable and unjust 
to the company in view of what the company 'had done at the request of the 
citizens in building a new station, and a petition signed by a very great 
number of responsible citizens was also filed requesting that if the new 
station would have to be abandoned by stopping passenger trains at the old 
station, then that such trains be not stopped at the old station. Some of the 
citizens who volunteered and went as aforesaid witnesses to the hearing 
before the Board of Public Works were, as this respondent admits, stock- 
holders in a land company owning land near the new station, but others of 
such witnesses were not, and all of such witnesses were actuated solely by 
motives of justice and fair dealing; and this respondent denies wholly those 
averments of the petition which seek, either directly or by Innuendo, to dis- 
credit the honest, fair dealing and prominent citizens of high character who 
appeared at the hearing voluntarily as witnesses, and to discredit the Board 
of Public Works, th«n composed of Governor P. W. McKinney, of Virginia; 
Hon. Morton Marye, Auditor of Virginia, and A. W. Harmon, Jr., Treasurer 
of the State. 

Respondent further denies that the creation and appointing of the Corpo- 
ration Commission influenced it to stop the four passenger day trains a day, 
two each way, now being stopped at the old freight station, and denfes that 
to this offer was attached the condition that the purpose of bringing the 
matter before this Commission be abandoned for the present Respondent ad- 
mits that it offered to give the town slag to be used in improving the road 
to the station, and this offer respondent avers was made in the effort to try 
to help the town to do what it was the duty of the town to do without help — 
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namely, to keep the roads and streets in reasonable order, condition and 
repair, so as to prevent the hindrance, annoyance and delay to travel to and 
from the present passenger station. 

As an experiment, respondent has, since July, 1903, been stopping at the old 
freight station four of its eight passenger trains passing Bedford each day. 
Two of the trains which stop are in each direction, one being No. 1', west 
bound, reaching the freight station at 7.51 and the passenger station at 
7.54 A. M., and the other being No. 5, west bound, reaching the freight station 
at 6.34 and the passenger station at 6.38 P. M. The east bound train No. 2 
stops at the passenger station at 9.10 P. M. and at the freight station at 
9.14 P. M., and the east bound train No. 6 stops at the passenger stacMu ac 
8.13 A. M. and at the freight station at 8.16 A. M. Passengers going to and 
from Bedford have a train east and a train west each morning and a train 
east and a train west each evening, which trains stop at botlt points in the 
town. • 

The petitioners in their petition demand that trains Nos. 3 and 4, west and 
east bound, be substituted for the above trains Nos. 5 and 6, and be stopped 
at the freight station, but this respondent denies that there is any necessity 
for stopping trains Nos. 3 and 4 at the freight station, and denies that it 
would be reasonable for this respondent to be required to stop them, they 
being through trains, carrying Pullman cars and making connections with 
other railroads, which cannot be stopped and make their schedule, and, more- 
over, which are not necessary to be stopped to accommodate any travel to 
or from Bedford. 

Respondent denies that the present location of the passenger station is un- 
reasonable and inconvenient, and also denies that its location is a* source of 
loss or damage to the town or retards the progress of the town, and denies 
that it renders unreasonably inaccessible the passenger station of the com- 
pany to intending passengers or arriving passengers. 

Respondent admits that some of the roads to the station are at times not 
in good condition, but as these roads are within the control and under the 
management of the town authorities, the responsibility for their condition 
does not rest with this respondent, nor is their condition material to the 
present petition except as showing that the sole fault lies not with this 
respondent, but with the petitioner, the town of Bedford. 

Respondent also denies that passengers or visitors are disgusted and re- 
pelled from the town by the existing passenger station; denies that travellers 
familiar with the condition shun the town by reason of the location of the 
station, and denies that business to which the town is or would be entitled, 
or the benefit of which the town would reap, is influenced into other channels 
by reason of the location of the passenger station; on the contrary, the re- 
spondent avers that the handsome, commodious and substantial station 
erected by this respondent's predecessor company, at great expense, as herein- 
before set forth, is an attractive feature of the town, and has rendered 
possible and desirable the permanent location of two important schools in the 
town, as well as the National Home of the Order of Elks, as already set 
forth, which would not have been likely to have been located there if the old 
location had been retained and continued by this respondent's predecessor 
company and by this respondent. 

Respondent has no knowledge of the reasons which actuated the petitioners 
to withhold until it was filed their petition, and deems such reasons whollr 
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immaterial, but if they are material this respondeitt demands proof of them. 
Respondent denies that the existing provisions for the accommodation of 
passengers at Bedford are insufficient and inadequate. 

4. The averments of the petition not herein specifically admitted are not 
admitted, but, if deemed material, are also denied. 

5. Further and finally answering, this respondent avers that the true his- 
tory of the subject of passenger accommodation for in- and out-bound pas- 
sengers at Bedford is substantially and briefly as follows: 

Leading and influential citizens of Bedford and the inhabitants generally 
of the town, prior to the year 1900, desired new and better passenger facili- 
ties for the town, then called Liberty, and approached the Norfolk and West- 
ern Railroad Company with a request for a new passenger station. The man- 
agement of that company was willing to erect a new and commodious stone 
passenger station at some convenient point, but was unwilling to locate the 
new station where the present freight station is, nor did the responsible and 
respectable citizens desire this last mentioned location for the new station. 
The present freight station was and is located at a point too accessible to the- 
negro population of the town of 3edford, so that during the period when the 
passenger station was located there the platform and the waiting rooms were 
generally crowded by negroes who were not passengers, either actual or in- 
tending, thus making the location an extremely disagreeable one for intend- 
ing passengers, and particularly for women who were about to take or debark 
from trains. Chiefly to avoid this crowding of the station and its approaches 
by idle and loaflng negroes, the new site for the station was selected by the 
officials of the Norfolk and Western Railroad Company with due deliberation, 
and only after full consultation with the best and leading citizens, merchant* 
and others, at that time and now, of the town. The new location was not 
adopted at the instance of any person or persons interested in any land com- 
pany, but was selected as a result of intelligent investigation, and only after 
consultation with, and with the approval of, the best citizens of the town, 
with practical unanimity, as this respondent believes. 

Another reason which forbade the location of the new passenger station at 
the old site lay in the fact that the predecessor company of this respondent 
had no land for the purpose, and none was available at that point suitable 
for the purpose of a passenger station. 

The same conditions at the freight station still obtain, and the same objec- 
tions to using that point for passenger purposes still exist. Moreover, the 
locations near and accessible to the existing passenger station of tne two 
important schools, one for girls and one for young men, and the home- already 
referred to, as well as the location at and near that point of many residences, 
render it not only desirable, but impracticable for the station to be removed 
from that point to the former at the present freight station. At present, the 
town has not constructed and maintained as is its duty, proper roads to 
give access from the Jeter School to the passenger station, but the school is 
located much nearer to the present passenger station than to the freight 
station. The same situation also exists as to some residences. In short, all 
the conditions which caused the removal still exist, while other factors have 
bfeen superadded, making the existing location of the passenger station much 
more desirable at the present time than when the location was changed in 
1890. 

Further answering, this respondent avers that it has double tracked it*

railroad as far as Ironvllle, and has surveyed for double tracking so far as 
Montvale, and it proposes, unless a change of conditions should prevent, in 
the next two or three years, to go on with this work so as to complete the 
double tracking through Bedford to Lynchburg. In doing the double tracking 
the plan has included not only the laying of a second track, but the reduction 
of the curvatures and grades, and there Is a strong probability that some 
change in the location through Bedford will be rendered necessary, though 
what this change will be it is impossible to say until the surteys have been 
finished. Pending the doing of this work it cannot be determined what will 
be the proper location of a new passenger station at Bedford, nor whether 
any change of the location of the existing station will be necessary. 
6. Respondent prays that the petition be dismissed.

ORDER OF OCTOBER 5, 1904. 

This proceeding having been fixed for hearing before the Commission at 
Bedford City on this date, the parties appeared by their respective attorneys, 
Mr. W. R. Abbot, Jr., appearing for the complaining parties, on whose peti- 
tion this proceeding was instituted, and Mr. Samuel Griffin and Mr. Lucian 
H. Cocke for the defendant railroad company. 

On the calling of this proceeding, a motion was made on the part of the 
defendant railroad company to dismiss the entire proceeding for lack of 
jurisdiction in the Commission and for reasons appearing in a written motion 
filed by counsel for the defendant company. 

After argument, the Commission overruled the motion, and testimony was 
introduced on behalf of the complaining parties. The testimony not having 
been completed at the end of the session of this day, the further taking of 
testimony and hearing of this matter was continued until 9.30 o'clock at the 
same place to-morrow morning, October 6th. 

Bedford City, Virginia. 

ORDER OF OCTOBER 6, 1904. 

The parties to this proceeding appeared again before the Commission and 
the taking of testimony and hearing was resumed. The testimony having 
been completed, the matters involved in this hearing were argued before the 
Commission by the respective counsel, and submitted to the Commission for 
such order or requirement as it may conclude shall be proper in this pro- 
ceeding. 

And the Commission not yet being advised of its conclusions, took the 
entire matter under advisement for the entrance of such order or requirement 
in future as may be proper. 

ORDER OF OCTOBER 14, 1904. 

The Commission having fully considered all the evidence and matters sub- 
mitted to it on the hearing in this proceeding at Bedford City, is of opinion: 

(1) That the Commission, under the Constitution and statutes of Virginia, 
is clothed with ample jurisdiction to entertain this proceeding and to make 
such order or requirement as it may find to be just and reasonable under 
all the circumstances disclosed on the hearing and investigation before the 
Commission. 

(2) That the Commission should not at this time order any change in the 
train schedule or train service in the matter of the passenger trains of the 
defendant company in relation to Bedford City. 

(3) That the evidence discloses the lack of oroper facilities for the accom- 
modation of passengers at the lower or freight station in Bedford City; and 
such facilities should be provided. But the president of the defendant' com- 
pany having stated before the Commission on the hearing that the defendant 
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railroad company was about to place at said station in Bedford City proper 
facilities for the accommodation and security of passengers at that point, at 
the time this proceeding was instituted, no formal requirement is now made 
as to such facilities. 

(4) That these conclusions of the Commission be entered upon its order 
book, and no further order is at this time required in this proceeding.
